TRIENNIAL MEETING OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


THE interest in the Missionary work of the Church which was so great at 
the Convention of 1880, was, if possible, still more marked at the one just closed. 
Every meeting of the Board of Missions was attended by a multitude of people 
filling to overflowing the large church in which the sessions of the Conven- 
tion were held. The Statements of the Missionary Bishops concerning the 
work in their various fields were listened to with profound attention and sym- 
pathy, each Bishop in turn being urged to continue after the expiration 
of his allotted twenty minutes. Several of the best days of the session were 
given ungrudgingly to a consideration of Missionary work, and its spirit 
seemed to pervade and attemper much of the discussion of other matters 
relating to the progress of the Church and the development of the Church 
idea. We think that it will be generally conceded by those who attentively 
observed the Convention and its tendency that the grand Missionary thought 
is becoming more and more a controlling thought in the Church, and that in 
her various members the Church is yearly approaching nearer to a recognition 
of it as the great fundamental and essential principle of her life. a 

We give an abstract of the proceedings: The Board of Missions met, 
as fixed by Canon, on the third day of the session of the Convention, October 
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Sth, at the Church of the Holy Trinity, Philadelphia. In the absence of the 
Presiding Bishop, the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Delaware took the Chair, sup- 
ported by the Rev. E. B. Beardsley, D.p., President of the House of Clerical 


and Lay Deputies. 

On motion of Bishop Stevens, the order of business was suspended that he 
might present the Lord Bishop of Rochester, who was announced as the bearer 
of a communication from the Archbishop of Canterbury. We regret that our 
limited space precludes us from giving in full the graceful and eloquent address 
which was then delivered by the Lord Bishop of Rochester, Dr. Thorold. It 
was a thoroughly cordial expression of the heartiness with which the Mother- 
Church of England sympathizes with her daughter in the efforts that she is 
making to solve those vast problems which are set before us in the “‘ evangeli- 
zation of the masses of the nation which is yet being born,” full of instruc- 
tiveness and kindly encouragement. 

The Bishop presiding then read to the House the following letter from 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, of which the Lord Bishop. of Rochester was 
the bearer, all the Bishops, delegates and officers rising and standing while it 
was read : 

LAMBETH PaLAcg, July 25th, 1883. 
From the Archbishop of Canterbury, Primate of All England, and Metropolitan, to the 
Senior Bishop and all the Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church of America. 
Greeting: 

My Dear and Right Reverend Brethren and Fathers in Curist and in the Unity of 
His Most Holy Faith, and of His Church :—It is with feelings of loving sympathy, thanks- 
giving, and hope for the constant and unbroken increase of the knowledge of Gop 
through your labors and your mutual love, that we of the Church of England hail the 
approach of the centenary commemorative of that event which has been so fraught with 
blessings to the whole Church, the consecration of Doctor Samuel Seabury to be a Bishop 
of the Church of Gop, and first prelate of the Protestant Episcopal Church of America. 

The intervening period has seen the continuous spreading of the organization then 
made your own, and, with that outspread, a great deepening of religious life as well as a 
vast multiplying of the Church’s children. And now we labor side by side with you in 
the heart of many of the most ancient civilizations, as well as among the most barbarous 
of tribes. 

The blessing of Gop has indeed rested visibly on the humble acceptance and use of 
His own ordinances, and upon the earnest and definite communication of the truths 
revealed to men and committed to the teaching of His Church for the salvation of the 
world. 

We beseech the Father that the history of this century in the Church of your people 
may be but as the day of small things in comparison with that which He will both trust 
you and enable you to do in the great future. 

With this I send a brief earnest resolution passed by the Society for the Propagation 
of the Gospel in Foreign Parts. If it should seem good to your Convention in the coming 
year to depute one or more of your Bishops, my brethren, to take part in the annual cele- 
bration of that venerable society, it would afford us the sincerest gratification to receive 
and welcome them for their own sake and for yours. And if, further, you allow me, as 
president of the society, to invite one of those prelates to preach the sermon before the 
society in St. Paul’s Cathedral, London, as such sermon has yearly been preached by one 
of the Bishops of England, I should gladly do myself the honor of addressing a request 
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to that effect to any Bishop whom you may be pleased to name to me. It would be a happy 
event, a significant mark of unity, an encouragement to our laborers in every land. 

This will be delivered to you by the hand of our most dear brother, Anthony, Bishop 
of Rochester, the ninety-eighth direct successor of Mellitus, companion of Augustine. 

May the blessing of the Holy Trinity be with you in fulness.

The Bishop presiding also read the following resolution referred to in the 
foregoing letter: 


Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts, No. 9 Delahay street, West- 
minster, S. W., July 19th, 1883: 

At a meeting of the Standing Committee held this day it was 

Resolved, That the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts, mind- 
ful of the privilege which it has enjoyed since its incorporation in the year 1701, of send- 
ing Clergymen to minister in America, has great pleasure in congratulating the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the United States on the approaching completion of a century since 
the consecration of Dr. Seabury to the office of a Bishop, and the society hopes that the 
work of that Church, whicn has been so signally blest during the intervening years, may 
grow and prosper and continue to receive that highest blessing from Gop whicl: has 
hitherto been vouchsafed to it.

In reply Bishop Lee said: 


In acknowledging the receipt of this communication I am confident that I express the 
feelings of all the members of this body in making their grateful acknowledgment of the 
Christian courtesy that prompted the communication, and expressing their high appreci- 
ation of the words of loving counsel that we have heard this morning from our esteemed 
and welcome guest. It is an exceeding encouragement to those who are engaged in the 
great battle against the kingdom of sin, Satan, and death, to be cheered and strengthened 
by such assurances of fraternal sympathy, and by such evidences that the great work is 
going on with so much energy and with so much success in a land to which we look with 
so much affectionate regard. And it is a cause of especial gratification to us that the 
beloved brother’ and chief pastor of the Church of Curist, who has addressed us this morn- 
ing, has exhibited an interest in the welfare of this country and in the prosperity of this 
Church, and a love for us and our work which has made him to think little of the terrors 
of that ocean which has been so much of a barrier between the two nations in respect to 
such interchange of friendly greetings. We trust that he will be conducted safely over 
the great waters to his home, and that this will not be the last occasion in which he will 
meet face to face his brethren and friends in America. We are rejoiced that he is able to 
carry away with him such an evidence of the interest of this Church in the great Mission- 
ary cause as is afforded to-day by the spectacle of the whole represented Church—the 
members of its two Houses—laying aside their common legislative work to engage with 
one heart and mind in the great work of propagating the Gospel of Curisr. It is an 
evidence that the cause of Christian Missions has gained a position of influence and supe- 
riority which must give an exceeding impulse to the work. We cannot doubt that the 
impression made by his kind, thoughtful words this day will be deeply graven on our 
hearts, and that among the gratifying features on the record of this Board of Missions 
and of this Convention will be the remembrance of his visit and of his most acceptable 
address. 


On motion of Bishop Stevens, the president appointed the Bishop of 
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Connecticut, the Bishop of Pennsylvania, the Rev. Dr. Henry C. Potter of New 
York, the Rev. Dr. Leeds of Maryland, Mr. Winthrop of Massachusetts, and 
Mr. Stevenson of Kentucky a committee to draft a reply to the message from 
the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel. 

The Triennial Report of the Board of Managers was then read by the 
Rev. Joshua Kimber, Secretary. This report will be found in full at the close 
of this record. The request which it contained respecting the memorial of 
the late Secretary of the Board, Dr. Twing, was then, on motion of Dr. Ship- 
man of New York, adopted by a rising vote. 

The recommendations contained in the Triennial Report having been 
made the order of the day for Monday, October 8th, and a committee of five 
Bishops, five Presbyters and five laymen appointed to prepare and submit at the 
same time nominations for the Board of Managers, all the intervening time 
was devoted to, and most admirably filled by, the addresses of the Missionary 
Bishops. All the Domestic Missionary Bishops and the Bishop of Cape 
Palmas and Parts Adjacent were present and reported. The statement of the 
Bishop of Yedo was read by his brother, Dr. Williams of Georgia, and that of 
the Bishop of Shanghai was submitted by Bishop Bedell. On the third day of 
the session the Bishops of Alabama and North Carolina made strong and effec- 
tive presentations of the work among the colored people in the South. The 
order of business having been postponed to Friday the 12th, Bishop Whipple 
made a statement concerning the work of the Woman’s Auxiliary, and the 
Rey. A. C. Bunn, m.D., formerly our Medical Missionary in Wuchang, 
delivered a valuable and effective address upon the necessity, scope and 
results of Medical Missions in heathen lands. All these addresses were 
listened to with profound interest by a congregation which filled the Church 
of the Holy Trinity to overflowing. 

In connection with the report of the Woman’s Auxiliary, Bishop Neely 
called the attention of the Board to a resolution of the Board of Managers 
which he said would have great interest for the House. It was that Mrs. 
Twing had been appointed Honorary Secretary of the Woman’s Auxiliary, with- 
out salary, but with power to draw on the Secretary of Domestic Missions for 
travelling expenses and other necessary expenses, for the purpose of maturing 
such a system for the training and distribution of women’s services in the do- 
mestic Mission field of the Church as may be found to be most practical and 
efficient. With the change of the word ‘‘ honorary” to ‘‘ associate” it was 
voted to endorse this action of the Board. At a subsequent meeting the word 
‘‘honorary” was, in compliance with a request of Mrs. Twing, restored. 

The triennial report of the American Church Building Fund Commission 
was read by the Hon. L. Bradford Prince, of New Mexico. At the conclusion 
of the reading he offered the following resolution, which was adopted: 


Resolved, That the resolution establishing the Commission be amended by adding 
thereto the following: 

Resolved, That the Commission may receive special contributions of money for imme- 
diate disbursement in aid of church erections in places requiring such aid, which shall be 
used in accordance with the terms of such contributions.

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The report of the Church Building Fund Commission states that the Executive Com- 
mitte has held twenty-one meetings. Communication has been had with almost every con- 
gregation and with thousands of individuals by letter; seventeen dioceses have been visited ; 
pamphlets, tracts, circulars, lithographed circulars, letters, editorials and correspondence 
in newspapers have been liberally employed to bring the subject before the Church. Ap- 
plications for loans have been received from fifty-eight congregations, and for gifts from 
forty-three. Loans have been made to twenty-nine missions and churches. The total 
amount received for the permanent fund is $48,721.52; other sources, $1,750.25. Total, 
$50,471.77. 


On the fourth day several amendments to the Missionary Canon were pro- 
posed and discussed. One of these, to strike out from the Canon the provis- 
ion for making appropriations in aid of independent Churches, opened the 
way for some questions concerning the difficulties in Mexico. Bishop Bedell 
stated, in behalf of the Mexican Commission, that the Bishop of the Valley 
of Mexico had been requested to be present in Philadelphia on the 18th of 
October, and requested that the discussion be postponed until after that day; 
whereupon it was voted to hold a session on the 23d, for the purpose of hear- 
ing a statement from the Mexican Commission of the House of Bishops. 

The present Board of Managers was then re-elected, but after the consecra- 
tion of the Assistant Bishop of New York, the Rev. Dr. Cornelius E. Swope 
of Trinity Chapel, New York, was elected in Dr. Potter’s place. Mr. James 
M. Brown was nominated and elected Treasurer of the pomon lc and Foreign 
Missionary Society. 

At the meeting on the 23d of October, the Bishop of Utah having been 
called to the Chair, the Bishop of Albany, in behalf of the Mexican Commis- 
sion, presented the following statement of the acts of the Mexican Com- 
mission: 

On October 22d, 1880, the Commission prepared a full statement of their acts up to that 
date, which statement was subsequertly published in the Jowrnal of Convention of 1880; 
a portion thereof, which was inadvertently and unfortunately omitted, being published in 
Tue Sprrit oF Misstons for May, 18838, and is in possession of the Church. 

Subsequently, during the year 1881, increasing dissatisfaction was felt by the Com- 
mission in reference to the conduct of affairs in Mexico, and a letter respecting it was sent 
to the General Synod of the Church of Jesus, through the Rev. P. G. Hernandez, its 
Secretary. At the same time (December 15th, 1881) a statement was sent to the Sub-Com- 
mittee of the Foreign Committee, with the understanding that it should be made public. 

In October, 1882, the Commission, finding itself still without sufficient information 
as to the fulfilment on the part of the Church in Mexico of the conditions on which the 
consecration of Bishop Riley bad been granted, expressed to him in strong terms the opin- 
jon that this Church cannot and ought not to be called on to support the work in Mexico 
through the authorities of the Church of Jesus, until the Commission shall have been 
assured that all the requirements of the covenant have been met, especially with regard to 
the completion of the Liturgy. The Commission still further expressed to Bishop Riley 
their unanimous feeling of dissatisfaction, and requested bis immediate presence in New 

‘York. In response, Bishop Riley met the Commission on December 12th, 1882. There 
were also present the Rev. Mr. Hernandez, at our request, and the Rev. C. E. Butler as 
interpreter. 

At that meeting, and on subsequent days, the Commission considered a protest pre- 
sented to them by certain Presbyters and other members of the Church of Jesus, against

the alleged election of a Bishop of the Diocese of the City of Mexico, and against certain 
other acts of the Synod. 

After careful consideration, the Commission sustained the protest in its most import- 
ant aspects; but determined that, under the difficulties in which they found themselves in 
respect to full and explicit information as to the affairs of the Church of Mexico, within 
their authority, it would be expedient to appoint a committee to proceed to Mexico to in- 
vestigate the facts at issue, and to report to the Commission. Tbe Rt. Rev. Dr. Elliott 
and the Rev. Mr. Flichtner were so appointed, and proceeded on their mission. : 

The Commission put on record their grateful recognition of the faithfulness with 
which that committee discharged their duty, at great cost of labor and travel, and under 
circumstances of extreme delicacy and difficulty. 

It is due to Bishop Riley to record, that on the 13th of December, 1882, the Commis- 
sion resolved as follows: ‘‘That Bishop Riley stands unimpeached before the Church; 
that nothing more serious than questions of wisdom in organization and prudence in ad- 
ministration under very grave difficulties, have deserved notice; and that the record shows 
great self-sacrifice and earnest devotion on the part of Bishop Riley to the work.” At 
the same time a letter of counsel was sent to the Bishop touching several points of his ad- 
ministration, 

It is a subject of deep regret to the Commission, that on the report of the Committee 
of Investigation alluded to above, they have been obliged to modify the favorable 
opinion thus expressed. The report of that committee has been laid before the House of 
Bishops. 

A meeting of the Commission was called for June 29th, 1883, to take into considera- 
tion the Report of the Visiting Committee, and determine what action should be taken. 
Through Providential hindrances, no quorum could be had on the day appointed; but 
the members present acted provisionally, and the chairman subsequently wrote to Bishop 
Riley as follows:

WitMineton, DEL., July 10th, 1883. 
Right Rev. H. C. Ritzy, p.p, 


My Dear Bishop Riuey: The report made to the Mexican Commission by the Com- 
mittee of Investigation, Bishop Elliott and the Rev. George F. Flichtner, has occasioned 
us no little pain and anxiety. As things appear at present, I fear that the House of 
Bishops will consider that the covenant between the two churches has not been 
adhered to and carried out by the Mexican, and is therefore annulled, and if the work 
is to be still carried on in Mexico, the Bishops may decide to place it on the footing 
of a Foreign Mission. With your own course there is great dissatisfaction, especially in 
the following particulars: 

1st. Apparent want of open and ingenuous dealing in regard to the Liturgy. We 
have seen such statements as would seem to indicate that while professing to be desirous 
of presenting a Liturgy that would be satisfactory, you were actually hindering its comple- 
tion. Also, such offices as were approved by the Commission had not been put into use. 

2d. Apparent misappropriation of funds, Against the withholding of the stipends 
of certain Missionaries and laborers, you will remember that I strongly remonstrated. It 
now appears that the ‘‘ Protest,” or promise of obedience to the Acts of the General 
Synod (so-called) of September, 1882, could not lawfully be required, the Synod itself 
being illegal, and the acts thereof as well as the election of Gonzalez invalid. The recu- 
sants were therefore justified in declining to subscribe to it. But we are especially pained 
to learn that the amount of the stipends thus wrongfully withheld has been distributed 
among persons mostly attached to the Cathedral who were already receiving salaries. 
These appropriations seem to us for the most part extravagant. Few of our own large 
city congregations lavish more on music, e¢ cetera, than the amount thus expended. 
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The means to sustain the Mexican work are obtained from our poor churches as well 
as from the affluent by urgent appeals, and ought to be applied with the strictest economy. 
We cannot, with a good conscience, come before the Church and ask for contributions 
unless satisfied there is no waste or partiality in the disbursement. 

3d, We were surprised and grieved to learn that several of your congregations in the 
Diocese of the Valley of Mexico have never had an Episcopal visitation. So far as we can 
judge, the number of worshippers in the city churches, exclusive of schools, scarcely 
equals the number attending in 1875. Has there been systematic and faithful pastoral 
visiting? 

4th. We do not perceive the necessity of establishing a new orphanage for girls, and 
learn that the manner of conducting it gives occasion, we do not say justly, to scandal. 
Also we learn that some of those on the list of stipendiaries are not persons of unblemished 
character, to the great detriment of the work. 

The report speaks very favorably of Mrs. Hooker’s Orphanage, the work at Nopala 
and vicinity, and especially among the Indians, and the influence of the Society for the 
Protection of Children. 

In regard to the points above specified, I shall be happy to receive from you any ex- 
planations you may wish to present. No one would rejoice more than I if your conduct 
and the Mexican work can be relieved from such imputations as are likely to be cast upon 
it. But we must deal plainly and truthfully with the whole matter. If it gives you pair 
to read this letter, it gives me no less to write it. Your friends have had to bear no smali 
amount of blame and reproach for their share in this work, and they owe it to themselves 


and to the Church to be outspoken and candid.

When the Commission held its next meeting on the 25th of September no answer had 
been received to the above letter, which was formally adopted by a vote of the Commis- 
sion, Thereupon, a telegraphic message was sent to Bishop Riley stating that the Com- 
mission had now accepted the letter of the Chairman of July 10th, and urgently requested 
for his own sake his presence in Philadelphia on the 18th of October following, before 
the temporary Board of Administration provided for in Article III. of the Covenant. A 
letter did arrive from Bishop Riley through his Secretary, A. E. Mackintosh, on the 13th 
of October, dated September 26th, containing his answer to the letter of July 10th, which 
answer was not satisfactory to the Commission. On the 16th of October, a telegraphic 
message was received from Mr. Mackintosh, stating that Bishop Riley could not leave his 
work at such short notice, and asking whether it was still desirous that he should come. 

On the 18th of October the members of the Commission met as the Board of Adminis- ~ 
tration for the Episcopal government of the Mexican Church, when, after consideration of 
the facts brought to its knowledge by the report of the Visiting Committee, the unsatis- 
factory character of Bishop Riley’s answer to the communication sent to him on behalf of 
the Commission, the irregularities of his administration, the present unhappy and divided 
condition of the Mexican Church, and the diminution of confidence felt in our own Church, 
the Board concluded that the work in Mexico could no longer be carried on under Bishop 
Riley’s direction and superintendence. A resolution was therefore adopted that a tele- 
graphic message be sent to him, requesting him to resign his jurisdiction and retire from 
the work. This message was accordingly sent on the 19th of October. To this message 
the following answer has arrived: 

‘¢ Antonio Carrion takes the general charge of the Mexican Church, 

(Signed ] ‘CA, EH. MACKINTOSH.” 


This would seem to indicate that Bishop Riley has followed the request of the Com- 
mission and retired from the work. 
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The Commission are deeply impressed with the lack of executive ability, with the 
loose and irregular method of keeping his accounts, and with the apparent want of econo- 
my in expenditure which seem to have characterized his business affairs. At the same 
time it is due to Bishop Riley to say that the Mission has for years been supported to a 
considerable extent by funds beyond the appropriation of the Board of Missions here, and 
this excess has been supplied (with the exception of some few contributions from abroad) 
from the Bishop’s own private funds. 

The Commission having acted on the point which then comes within their purview, 
namely, the connection of Bishop Riley with the work of Mexico, and expressed their 
judgment of his unfitness to direct that work, have done what in them lies to correct one 
chief difficulty, and must take counsel with their brethren before addressing themselves 
to any further remedy. 

They have no question as to the duty. of this Church to devise some method of con- 
tinuing the reform movement in Mexico, but are not prepared to suggest what that method 
should be. 

With the question of appropriations the Commission do not deal, partly because the 
matter is not in their charge, and partly because the action taken in both Houses to amend 
the Article of the Constitution of the Board of Missions relating to appropriations makes 
it unnecessary. 

The Commission, in conclusion, cannot but declare that, notwithstanding so many 
obstacles, there exists to-day a field of spiritual work in Mexico of great promise if prop- 
erly taken hold of and placed under the supervisory care of wise administrators. 

We ought not to lose all that has been accomplished through the labors of years of 
sacrifice and toil. If the hay and wood and the stubble have to be removed, yet the 
foundations are there, and on them wise master-builders may yet erect Missions that shall 
become great living forces in the regeneration of Mexico. 


The following communication was received from the Secretary of the 
House of Bishops: 

October 23d, 1883. 
To the Secretaries of the Board of Missions : 

I am directed to communicate to you, for the further information of the Board of 
Missions, the following action of this House, had this morning, viz: 

The House has by unanimous vote adopted the following resolution: 

Resolved, That this House of Bishops approves of the action of the Commission of this 
House, in requesting the resignation of his jurisdiction by the Bishop of the Valley of 
Mexico. 

It has also adopted the following resolution, viz: 

Resolved, That this House earnestly recommends to the Board of Missions that Mission 
work in Mexico be carried forward. : Faithfully yours,

An animated discussion followed, in the progress of which several resolu- 
tions were offered, but on the ground that their ‘‘ passage would involve the 
Board of Missions in a distinct recognition and adoption of that which it was 
not prepared to adopt and recognize” they and the whole subject were laid on 
the table. 

On the same day, in the General Convention, the Rev. William D, Walker, 
of Calvary Chapel, New York City, was canonically elected Missionary Bishop 
of North Dakota, the jurisdiction over the southern part of that territory 
having previously, by the House of Bishops, been assigned ie Bishop Hare. 


» 
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The Niobrara bishopric is thus terminated, and Bishop Hare will be known as 
the Missionary Bishop of South Dakota. On a later day the Rev. George 
Worthington, s.t.p., of Detroit, was elected Missionary Bishop of Shanghai, 
in the place of Bishop Schereschewsky, whose resignation had been previously 
received and accepted. The resignation of the Bishop of Cape Palmas and 
Parts Adjacent was also accepted by the House of Bishops. 

The official record of the Board of Missions will be published with the 
Journal of the General Convention. 


PUBLIC MISSIONARY MEETINGS. 


In accordance with the announcements that were made, not less than 
eleven public Missionary Meetings were held during the session of the Conven- 
tion in the various churches of Philadelphia and vicinity, and one in Trinity 
Church, Newark, N. J., on the Sunday after the close of the Convention. In 
addition to those announced, general Missionary Meetings were afterward ar- 
ranged in other churches, and several were held under the auspices of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. From first to last these meetings, with only one or two 
exceptions, were largely attended, and in every way may justly be regarded as 
completely successful. ‘The Sunday-school Association Missionary Meetings 
were especially impressive. They were held in the spacious Academy of Music, 
on Saturday the 13th, one in the afternoon for the younger children, presided 
over by the Bishop of the Diocese, when the Service was read by Bishop Whit- 
aker and addresses delivered by the Rev. Messrs. Powers, Leonard, Newton 
and Tiffany, and another in the evening for the parents and older children. At. 
this second meeting the vast building was crowded to the highest gallery and. 
from the lobbies to the rear of the large stage. The Missionary Bishop of 
Nevada presided and the Bishop of Fond du Lac read an opening Service. 
Enthusiastic addresses followed, by Mr. G. C. Thomas, the Ven. Archdeacon 
Kirkby, the Bishop of Iowa and the Bishop of Minnesota. A peculiarly im- 
pressive feature on these occasions was the singing of hymns by choirs of chil- 
dren from the various Sunday-schools, the mighty volume of harmony that 
welled up from thousands of voices thrilling the hearts of all who were present. 

The last meeting was on Sunday evening, October 21st, at the Church of 
the Holy Trinity. The speakers were the Bishop of Louisiana and the Mis- 
sionary Bishop of Nevada, and the closing address, tonchingly fitting, was 
made by the Bishop of the Diocese. 

A very largely attended meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary was held on the 
11th of October, in the Hall of the Young Men’s Christian Association, after a 
Service and celebration of the Holy Communion in the Church of the Epiph- 
any. Representatives to the number of eight hundred were present from fifty 
dioceses and Missionary jurisdictions. Many instructive papers were read and 
the whole meeting was very spirited and encouraging. 

We feel that by all these meetings a great impulse has been given to the 
Missionary work of the Church, which we hope will be felt with augmenting 
force for years tocome. With every triennial period we believe that we discern 
an interest ever deepening, an animating spirit ever more devout, more in- 
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tense, more disinterested, more active and more loving. The large assemblies 
seem to reflect more and more of the Master’s spirit and purpose; they are 
characterized by the manifestation of greater earnestness and greater determin- 
ation. If the feeling which pervades them might interpret itself into action, 
we have no doubt that the work of the Master would be carried on at once to a 
triumphant issue. We trust that if the victorious end is not, however, yet 
near, at least that under the divine guidance the work will go on supported by 
a large-heartedness and liberality vastly augmented, as the fruit of these Con- 
ferences of 1883. In the stirring words with which Bishop Bedell closed the 
last triennial meeting, ‘‘ Ours is the work of faith, guided by judgment, based 
upon experience. Forward! are the orders. In the name of Gop let us march!”

There are published herewith the Report of the Board of Managers to the 
Board of Missions, with appendix; the Reports of the Domestic and Foreign 
Committees and of their Treasurers; the Reports of all the Missionary Bishops, 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary, of the American Church Missionary Society, of the 
Mexican League, and of the Society for the Promotion of Christianity amongst 
the Jews (recognized Auxiliaries); the Report of the Standing Committee on 
Trust Funds, and that of the Secretaries upon Publications, and the Missionary 
Canon as amended, together with the Act of Incorporation of the Society.

THE Board of Managers respectfully presents to the Board of Missions its" 
Second Triennial Report, accompanied by the following documents : 

The Volume of Reports of Standing Committees, recognized Auxiliaries 
and Missionary Bishops for the year ending August 31st, 1881, and 
the Table of Parishes contributing. 

The same for the year ending August 31st, 1882. 

A parcel containing the same Reports, so far as they have been received, 
for the year ending August 31st, 1883. 

All these taken together make a full and detailed Report of the operations 
of the Society since the last meeting of the Board of Missions. 


CHANGES IN THE MEMBERSHIP. 


The changes in the membership of the Board of Managers caused by deaths 
and resignations within the triennium now closed have been numerous. 

Among the Bishops, the Rt. Rev. Drs. Atkinson, Talbot, Kerfoot and 
Pinkney have rested from their labors. There have been added by consecra- 
tion the Rt. Rev. Drs. Dunlop, Brewer, J. A. Paddock, Whitehead and 
Thompson. 

Among the elected members there have been removed by death the Rev. Dr. 
Jobn Cotton Smith and Mr. Jeremiah C. Garthwaite. Upon the occasion of the 
death, on the 9th of January, 1882, of Dr. Smith, action was taken by both Mis- 
sionary Committees on the day following expressive of their sense of the great 
loss that had befallen them and the Board. The Minute of the Foreign Com- 
mittee was afterward adopted as the action of the Board. Mr. Garthwaite’s 
death occurred on the 16th of February last. At their next meeting the 
Domestic Committee adopted and reported a suitable Minute, which, by resolu- 
tion, was made the action of the Board. All of these proceedings have been 
given to the Church at large in the pages of THE Sprrir oF MISSIONS. 

A vacancy was caused among the elected members by the conseeration on 
the 15th of December, 1880, of the Rev. Dr. John Adams Paddock as Mis- 
sionary Bishop of Washington Territory. 
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The resignations have been as follows: 

That of the Rev. Dr. Charles H. Hall, presented at the meeting of June ~ 
13th, 1882, because he found by experience that he could not give sufficient 
time and thought to the work. An earnest request was preferred for its with- 
drawal, but Dr. Hall feeling obliged to press it, it was accepted at the meeting 
held October 10th, 1882. 

Those presented and accepted at the meeting held December 12th, 1881, 
viz.: that of the Rev. Dr. Stephen H. Tyng, Jr., because of residence abroad ; 
that of Mr. Charles R. Marvin, because of inability to perform the duties of 

*#membership in consequence of long-continued ill health ; and that of Mr. 
Howard Potter, because of the pressing nature of other duties having prior 
claims upon his time. Mr. Marvin died at his residence in Brooklyn on the 7th 
of July last. 

These vacancies were severally filled by the election, on the 13th of June, 
1882, of the Rev. George Williamson Smith, s.1.p., Rector of the Church of 
the Redeemer, Brooklyn, L. I., and the Rev. Henry Y. Satterlee, p.p., Rector of 
Calvary Church, New York city ; upon the 12th of December, 1882, of the Rev. 
Jacob S. Shipman, D.D., D.c.L., Rector of Christ Church, New York city ; 
upon the 13th of March, 1883, of the Rev. William 8. Langford, p.D., Rector 
of St. John’s Church, Elizabeth, N. J.; Mr. John H. Shoenberger, of Pitts- 
burgh, and Mr. Julien T. Davies, of New York city; and upon the 12th of June, 
1883, of Mr. Alfred Mills, of Morristown, N. J. 

During the winter of 1881 Mr. Lloyd W. Wells, because of age and infirm- 
ity was obliged to resign the position he had so long held as Treasurer for 
Domestic Missions, and the office of Treasurer of the Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society to which he was elected at the last meeting of the Board of 
Missions. Mr. James M. Brown, as Senior Treasurer, was elected Treasurer of 
the Society, and Mr. William Bayard Cutting Treasurer for Domestic Missions. 


DEATH OF THE SECRETARY FOR DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


In the accompanying volume of Reports for the year ending August 31st 
Jast will be found supplemental pages announcing, with great sorrow, the 
death on the 11th of November of the Rev. Atvr Tasor TWING, D.D., for nine- 
teen years connected with the Domestic Committee, and for sixteen of those 
years their Secretary, and since the organization of the Board of Managers, by 
reason of seniority in office, also its Secretary. The name of Dr. Twing had 
long been a household word throughout the length and breadth of the Church, 
and the affliction was one which was keenly felt wherever this Church had set 
up her standard. It is thought fitting that the memorial pages referred to 
should have a still more permanent place on the official records, and it is 
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therefore requested that those pages should be published with this Report in 
the Journal of the General Convention. 


ELECTION OF A SECRETARY FOR DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


Neither the Domestic Committee nor the Board of Managers felt them- 
selves prepared to take any early action with regard to filling the vacancy 
caused by the death of the Rev. Dr. Twing, though at one time it was hoped 
that the services of the Rev. Dr. Leeds might be secured. This was shown to 
be impracticable by Dr. Leeds because of his lack of health. 

By resolution of the Domestic Committee, adopted November 14th, 1882, 
approved by the Board at its meeting of December 12th, the general oversight ’ 
and direction of the work of the Committee was entrusted for the time 
being to the Rey. Dr. Potter and the Rev. Dr. Schenck as Acting Secretaries. 
This arrangement continued until, at the meeting held June 12th last, the Rev. 
George Frederick Flichtner, Rector of St. Barnabas’ Church, Newark, N. J., 
who had efficiently served the Foreign Committee during the Rey. Mr. Kimber’s 
leave of absence in the previous year, was elected Secretary pro tempore of the 
Domestic Committee. At the meeting on the 11th inst., Mr. Flichtner was 
duly elected as Secretary for Domestic Missions, and entered immediately upon 
the full duties of the office. 

ORGANIZATION. 


In accordance with the action of the Board of Missions, the Board of Man- 
agers met for organization on Friday, November 5th, 1880, when the Secre- 
taries and Treasurers for Domestic and Foreign Missions were re-elected, and 
pursuant to the provisions of the Constitution, it formed from its own mem- 
bers a Committee for Domestic Missions consisting of eight Clergymen and 
seven laymen, and a Committee for Foreign Missions of seven Clergymen and 
eight laymen, and re-elected the Bishop of New York as chairman of the 
latter and the Bishop of Long Island as chairman of the former. Since that 
time there have been held twelve stated sessions. 


CENTRAL EXPENSES, 


The percentage of central expenses for the triennium just past is lower, it 
is believed, than ever before. The Board of Managers three years ago com- 
municated very fully its action upon this subject, and its reason for such 
action. It was then stated that it had been ‘‘ under the special and impera- 
tive necessity of making larger reductions than under other circumstances it 
would have approved.” There have been no further reductions, but on the 
contrary, the circumstances having changed and necessity having required it, 
there has been some increase in the expenditure. Ten thousand dollars of 
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this expenditure, however, have for the first time been contributed from the 
profits of the Stated Publications, which had hitherto been to a greater or less 
extent a tax upon the resources of the Board. The average cost of adminis- 
tration and collection and of making the work known to the Church for the 
three years last past has been to the Board six per cent. 


FUNDS. 


There are submitted herewith [see Appendix] as a part of this Report 
the usual tables of gross receipts and payments in the Domestic and Foreign 
Departments, the receipts of the Woman’s Auxiliary for the several Depart- 
ments, the number of Missionaries employed in the Domestic and Foreign 
Fields, with some other particulars usually given, showing a total income of 
$1,169,658, being an increase of $220,731 over the previous three years. 


NEW JURISDICTIONS, 


The creation of the new Missionary Jurisdictions in New Mexico, Montana 
and Washington Territory at the last session of the General Convention neces- 
sarily added largely to the demands upon the Domestic Department for ap- 
propriations ; but the gross receipts applicable to the payment of such appro- 
priations seem, as has been the case under similar circumstances in the past, 
to have increased sufficiently to meet them or nearly so. 


RECOGNIZED AUXILIARIES. 


Up to a very recent date, the number of recognized Auxiliaries has con- 
tinued without change. The Annual Reports of The Woman’s Auxiliary, The 


American Church Missionary Society and The League in Aid of the Mexican — 


Branch of the Church are contained in the volumes before mentioned, which 
accompany this Report. 

At the meeting of the 11th instant, the Church Society for Promot- 
ing Christianity among the Jews was recognized as an Auxiliary to this 
Society by the adoption of the following preamble and resolution : 

Whereas, The Missionary Canon commits to the Domestic and Foreign Missionary 
Society all the general Missionary work of the Church; and, 

Whereas, A certain Corporation known as the Church Society for Promoting Chris- 
tianity amongst the Jews is carrying on a general Missionary work not now being prose- 
cuted by the Board of Managers; and, 

Whereas, The said Corporation is desirous of recognition by the Domestic and 
Foreign Missionary Society; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Church Society for Promoting Christianity amongst the Jews be, 
and is hereby, recognized as an Auxiliary of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society: 
for the carrying on of Missionary work among the Jews, on the following terms, viz. : The 
said Society to retain its corporate organization and the administration of its funds, and 
binding itself to report its proceedings annually to the Board of Managers for their 
information and approval; and that three members of this Board shall annually be 
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elected members of the Buard of Managers of the said Church Society for Promoting 
Christianity amorgst the Jews. 


MISSIONARY CONFERENCES. 

The clause of the Constitution which makes it the duty of the Board of 
Managers to arrange for public Missionary meetings to be held at the same 
_ time and place with the General Convention, and at such other times and 
places as may be determined upon, has been constantly in mind. Missionary 
Conferences continuing over two or three days have been held with good suc- 
cess in ‘T'renton, Rochester, New York city, New Haven, Boston, Utica, Buf- 
falo, Brooklyn and Albany. Deputation Missionary meetings have also been 
held in Charleston, Savannah, and Wilmington, N. C., Michigan City, Ind., Cin- 
cinnati and Zanesville, O., the two last-named being in connection with the 
Convention of the Diocese of Southern Ohio. 

The programmes to be distributed at the first meeting of the Board will 
show what arrangements have been made for Missionary meetings in Philadel- 
phia during the coming session of the General Convention. 


STATED PUBLICATIONS. 

The former contract expiring early in the present term of the Board, an 
engagement for the printing and issuing of THE Spirit oF Missions and THE 
YounG CHRISTIAN SOLDIER AND THE CARRIER DOVE was entered into with 
Mr, A. G. Sherwood, of the American Church Press of New York city, 
which has resulted advantageously to the Board, as before shown. Both peri- 
odicals have been well sustained throughout the term, and the subscription list 
shows the number of subscribers to the former to be 5,940, and to the latter 
50,057. Constant effort has been made to increase the circulation, with 
some success. 

SYSTEMATIC OFFERING PLAN. 

The Board has given unremitting care to the development of the Syste- 
matic Offering Plan adopted upon its recommendation by the Board of Mis- 
sions at its last session. The growth of the Plan has not been as rapid as its 
friends hoped it might be, but there is no question that if its general adoption 
could be secured, and if it should be effectively worked, the distress caused 
by a fluctuating revenue would be very largely counteracted. 

The Board of Managers has seen the necessity of modifying one of the pro- 
visions of the Plan. As submitted, it contained the provision that the division 
of the proceeds ‘‘not specifically designated for a particular Department of 
Missionary work ” should be ‘‘pro rata to the appropriations for each Depart- 
ment.” It was found, however, in the practical working of this rule that con- 
siderable difficulty had arisen: (a) Out of questions as to the intentions of 
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donors of undesignated subscriptions; and (2) as to what obligations should be 
reckoned in by each Committee (¢. g., whether or no past and accumulated 
indebtedness should be so reckoned) in estimating such pro rata division. It 
was therefore resolved so to amend the Plan as to authorize the equal division 
between the Domestic and Foreign Departments of all contributions to Gen- 
eral Missions not ctherwise specifically designated, and that either Department 
having received the amount appropriated for the year, the balance should go to 
the other Department. 


THE CONSTITUTION OF THE SOCIETY. 

The Board of Managers, at the meeting in March last, committed to a 
Special Committee, as a subject for inquiry, what amendments or alterations, if 
any, should be made in the Constitution of the Society to give greater effi- 
ciency to the Missionary work of the Church. The suggestions of that Com- 
mittee, approved by the Board at its meeting on the 11th inst., are herewith 


embodied as follows: 


I. The Foreign Committee of the Board of Managers ask what changes, if any, 
should be made in Canon 15, Title I., Section 8, Sub-Section 7, which relates to the 
appointing of Standing Committees by Foreign Missionary Bishops. As the Canon 
stands now, it is optional with the Bishop—‘‘He may appoint,” etc. In the case of 
Domestic Missionary Bishops, the Canon is imperative—‘‘ He shall appoint,” etc. 

Your Committee are unanimous in the opinion that Canon 15, Title I., etc., should 
be amended so as to make the appointment of a Standing Committee in all cases impera- 
tive. And they recommend, further, that instead of ‘‘ not less than two nor more than 
five Presbyters,” as at present, such Standing Committees in Foreign Jurisdictions when- 
ever practicable should be composed partly of Clergymen and partly of laymen. And 
that such Standing Committees shall have powers (so far as applicable) such as are 
granted to a Standing Committee under the Canons of the Digest and the Canons of the 
Diocese which shall have been adopted by the said Missionary Jurisdiction under the 
provisions of the next Sub-Section [7. e., Canon 15, § VIII. [8], Title I.]: The Bishop 
and said Standing Committee to constitute the ‘‘ Local Authorities” in whom certain 
powers are vested by Article VI. of the Constitution of the Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society. They also recommend that ‘‘ Board of Missions” be changed through- 
out the Digest to ‘*‘ Board of Managers” where the sense requires it. They further 
recommend that the Secretary of the Board of Missions be instructed to convey this 
action to the Committee on Canons, which shall be appointed by the next General Con- 
vention, for their consideration and approval if it seem good to them. 

II. An opinion by Wm. G. Low, Esq., as to the legal status of the Secretaries of the 
Foreign and Domestic Committees in the Board of Managers was submitted to your 
Special Committee for consideration. And they are unanimously of the opinion that 
Mr. Low’s construction of the civil statute of the State of New York is undoubtedly cor- 
rect—No Trustee of ‘‘the Board of Missions” or ‘‘the Board of Managers” can be a 
salaried officer of the same. But as the presence of our Secretaries is generally indis- 
pensable at our meetings, your Committee are of opinion that the spirit of the statute 
will be complied with if the power to vote be denied the Secretaries of the two Commit- 
tees. They suggest the following change in Title III., Canon 9, Article 1V.: After the 
word Secretaries insert in brackets [who shall be entitled to a seat and voice, but not to 
a vote]. The spirit of the statute seems to aim at depriving a Trustee of the power to 
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vote himself compensation. If the Board of Managers agree with the Committee, they 
suggest that this proposed amendment take the same course as just now suggested in the 
other case. 

III. With reference to other proposed changes in the Missionary Canon, your Com- 
mittee further report as follows: 

That Title III., Canon 9, Article VI., be amended by inserting the words ‘and 
dismiss” after the word ‘‘appoint ” and before the words ‘‘the Missionaries”: and that, 
further, it be so amended in the last line as to read ‘‘ Subject to the approval of the Board 
of Managers,” instead of ‘‘ with the approval,” etc. The reason for this proposed change 
is that the Board of Managers is now little more than a clerk of record. Its power is to 
vote money, with little or no voice as to its expenditure. 

Your Committee think, further, that Article VII. of the same Canon should be radi- 
cally changed. After stating who may be appointed Missionaries, there is this proviso 
added, ‘‘ but nothing in this section precludes the Board of Managers from making pecu- 
niary appropriations in aid of Missions under the care of other Churches in communion 
with this Church.” Your Committee are of the opinion that the practical working of 
this canonical provision has not been satisfactory. 

The Board of Managers have from time to time made appropriations to certain Inde- 
pendent Churches (so called), without the power apparently of knowing or finding out 

how the expenditures were made. The Church at large demands a change of this policy, 
and if this Board is to retain the confidence of the Church it will wisely consider in what 
respect a change may be brought about without imperiling any existing interests. The 
Committee recommend that the following be added after the word Church in the seventh 
line: ‘‘ Provided that all such pecuniary appropriations so made shall be acknowledged 
to this Board, with a detailed report of the disbursement and expenditure of the same,” 
Your Committee are not strenuous as to the frequency of such reports. Annually or 
semi-annually would suffice. A minority of the Committee favored a recommendation to 
strike out the whole section and to bring about an entire change of policy on the part of 
the Board, giving ‘‘ Specials” to such Foreign or Independent Churches, and making 
‘¢ Appropriations” only to the Missionary work controlled directly by this Board. 

The Board adopted the following resolution: 

Resolved, That such amendments to the Canons as are above suggested and now 
approved by this Board be submitted through the Board of Missions to the next General 
Convention for approval and adoption. 

The Special Committee made the following suggestions, which are respectfully offered 
to the Board of Missions for its consideration: 

There are other changes in the Canon which will soon demand consideration; but at 
this time your Committee does not formally present them. 

Among these changes is the question of how to multiply Auxiliaries, and make them 
a living power. Distant Dioceses cannot be represented in the Board, because they are 
distant; but it is vitally important to retain and increase their interest in the work of 
Missions at home and abroad. 

Again, whether it is not desirable that Bishops receiving contributions for Mission- 
ary work in the way of ‘‘ Specials,” so-called, should acknowledge the same through 
Tum Sprrir or Missions or in their Annual Reports; that more accurate statistics may 
be obtained of the contributions of the Church to Missionary objects. 

Again, whether a Missionary Bishop should not have secured to him by Canon, the 
option of continuing to be the Bishop of his jurisdiction when it is created a Diovses 

Again, whether a Missionary Bishop should have the right of dropping from his 
list of nominations a Presbyter or Deacon whom he has appointed to a Missionary work, 
without the consent of his Standing Committee. 
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Again, whether a Missionary Bishop should continue to receive a salary as such from 
the Board after his jurisdiction has been created a Diocese.

THE WOMAN'S AUXILIARY. 


The Woman’s Auxiliary renders efficient aid in the work of all the Departments of 
the Board by means of Parochial, City, County and Diocesan Associations of Ladies, 
formed for the purpose of raising money, preparing and forwarding boxes, and otherwise 
helping on the Missions of the Church. 

The contributions in money through this channel have amounted in the last three 
years to $148,437.89, and the additional gifts in clothing, bedding, hospital stores, 
books, etc., to no less than $316,684.12, according to the following table. These 
amounts are a gain over the preceding three years of $42,913.49 in money, and 
$118,679.18 in boxes:

THE FORTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR 
DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


The Domestic, Committee present their Forty-eighth Annual Report, being the Siath to the 
Board of Managers. 


AMID its many causes for gratitude and encouragement, the year just closed 
has brought also some sorrows and some anxieties. 

On the 11th of November last, the Rev. Atv1 T. Twina, D.p., for many 
years the Secretary of the Committee and of the Board, was called from his 
earthly labors to his heavenly reward. ‘The seriousness of the loss of such a 
man to the Committee and to the Church is best measured by the greatness 
of his efforts and his achievements. The record of these is a large portion of 
the history of the Missions of the Church for sixteen years. During all that 
time he has, under Gop, been a directing and controlling power in this work ; 
not yet, however, nor for many years, can the extent of his influence be fully 
described, for his intense devotion, his practical insight, his ever fertile ingenuity 
have given an impulse to the cause which will not cease to be felt long after 
the generation in which he lived shall have passed away. It is fitting here to 
indicate briefly the development of Mission work under his administration. It 
is hoped, however, to do this more fully in a series of papers to be published, 
beginning with the next January number, in THE SPIRIT oF MISSIONS, giving 
a history of each Missionary Jurisdiction and a statement of its present condi- 
tion and prospects. This will be a continuation of that valuable record of 
Missionary development which Dr. ‘wing prepared when he assumed office 


in 1866. 
Though organized thirty years before Dr. Twing became Secretary and 


General Agent Of the Society, its work was still in an inchoate condition. The 
great Civil War had closed little more than a year before, and the country was 
passing through the hardly less formidable perils of reconstruction. The 
Church, happily not rent in twain, was yet deeply and sadly affected by the 
political animosities which the confusions and misunderstandings of that 
period by no means allayed. That mighty and rapid growth in population 
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and material prosperity, which has been one of the wonders of the world, was 
then only just beginning. Later on the difficulties of the situation were 
augmented by the terrible and long continued business depression which began 
with the panic of 1873. Besides those hindrances outside were those, of which 
it is unnecessary to speak further, which sprang from within the Church. Yet 
amid all these disturbing causes, the work of Domestic Missions has been a 
steady onward progress, which, again under Gop, is largely due to the firm yet 
judicious administration of the late Secretary. 

When he entered upon his duties there were but four Missionary Bishops in 
the Domestic field—Bishops Scott and Lay, the latter having just resumed his 
duties in connection with the General Convention after the four years inter- 
ruption of the war, and Bishops Clarkson and Randall, who had been conse- 
crated only a few months previously. Ninety-nine Missionaries, besides these 
Bishops, were then connected with the Society, whose work was carried on in 
fourteen States and six Territories. According to the last Annual Report, this 
corps of laborers had increased to thirteen Missionary Bishops, with three 
hundred and forty-six Clergymen, besides other helpers supported by the 
Society, ministering in twenty-eight dioceses, and thirteen Missionary Juris- 
dictions. The record tells also of many churches built, and schools, hospitals 
and asylums established during this period, through the agency of the Society. 

Besides these great results in the Missionary field; much interest and zeal 
had in the meantime been awakened in the Church at large. It was in this 
sphere of labor that Dr. Twing’s peculiar gifts and talents were especially 
efficacious. He had a marvellous faculty for arousing interest and organizing 
effort among all classes of Church people, women as well as men, the young as 
well as the old. In demonstration of this we refer to the brief sketch of his 
life published in the last Annual Report. 

We also incorporate in this report the minute adopted by the Domestie 
Committee at the time of his death, the joint action taken by the Board of 
Managers having been already recorded in the publication above mentioned, 
together with that of the American Church Missionary Society. 


MINUTE. 


The Domestic Committee, assembled at its regular meeting on the 14th of November 
last, found itself deprived by death of the services of its Secretary, and summoned on 
that day to attend his funeral. At such a moment it could but recognize the loss it had 
sustained, and take such temporary action as the great and irreparable bereavement of 
the Committee made necessary. 

The Committee can do little more to-day. In the death of Dr. Twing a breach has 
been made not soon or easily repaired. There are some among his late associates who 
can recall his work as an officer of this body from its beginning. They remember how 
steadily he grew to the height of every emergency, and how, from first to last, his work 
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and himself were one. Coming to New York nearly twenty years ago, he was at that 
time without experience in general Missionary work, without the training which comes 
from life in cities, without the prestige of conspicuous place or traditions. He had been 
the Rector of a country parish for nearly a quarter of a century, and was but little known 
beyond it. But from the outset it became apparent that the wisdom which chose him 
was to be abundantly indicated. In a generation which was not very sanguine as to the 
adaptedness of our Church for frontier Missionary work, he believed in it profoundly. 
In days when new methods of Missionary activity were regarded with something of dis- 
taste, if not of suspicion, he did not hesitate to inaugurate them. In an office whose 
traditions made of him little less than a functionary, he became from the outset a living 
and organizing power. His commanding presence was the fit expansion of his large heart 
and generous sympathies. His trumpet-like voice was the adequate instrument of a 
fearless and intrepid leader. He made the Church ring with the note of his appeals, and 
he made his place larger and mightier by the vigor and energy with which he filled it. 
His fresh raciness of speech, his homely and masculine address, his courage and hope 
amid discouragements, would, if he had no other gifts, have pre-eminently designated 
him as the man for his place and work. 

But he had other qualifications no less conspicuous and exceptional. In devising 
new methods of kindling Missionary interest and developing Missionary resources his 
mind seemed inexhaustible. He had no dread of new measures, if only they might be 
made subservient to the spread of the old Faith, and like the campaigns of Napoleon, as 
a great American has described them, ‘‘his plans flew out of his brain full-armed.” To 
interest the children, to organize the work of Christian women, to enlist the sympathies 
of individual laymen in particular fields, and then to harmonize differences, to encourage 
the discouraged Missionary, whether Bishop, or Presbyter, or teacher, to unify the work 
of his immediate bureau, to draw to himself the confidence and affection of Churchmen 
of every name and neighborhood, he seemed equally and exceptionally fitted. He was, 
amid the discords of ecclesiastical life and methods, a kindly solvent—softening asperi- 
ties, interpreting men of different views and camps to each other, and binding all the 
Church to its Mission work by the strong and gentle influence of his catholic spirit 
and warm heart. 

In the deliberations of this Committee he will be sorely missed. His judgment was 
not infallible, but no one was quicker to see this than himself. A suggestion coming 
from whatever quarter, that threw fresh light upon a question concerning which he had 
made up his mind, found with him as cordial a welcome as though he had no personal 
prepossessions nor previous bias. He was always generous, but he knew how to be just, 
and in the deliberations of this Committee he showed the judgment of a wise counsellor 
no less than the ardor of a loving and generous nature. His business was always care- 
fully prepared for the consideration of the Committee, and the confusion into which 
it finds itself plunged to-day is a sharp reminder how largely it was indebted to his 
executive skill, aided during these later years, as it gladly remembers, by his efficient 
helpmeet and assistant. But most of all, perhaps, will their friend and associate be missed, 
the members of the Domestic Committee cannot but remember, from the Mission 
Rooms, which his presence and greeting made warm and bright to all sorts and conditions 
of men. He was himself a man of the people, and no one who ever approached him 
was chilled by his reserve or discouraged by his indifference. He had an ear for every 
plea, and if not a gift, then a helpful and cheering word for every claim. Men and 
women and children, a great multitude, knew and loved him, because they knew that he 
loved them ; and tired Bishops and Priests, Pastors and Missionaries, found this Matthew 
sitting at the receipt of the Church’s custom, to give himself, his sympathies, his hopeful 
words, the grasp of his great hand, if not always the Church’s revenues, to them and to 
their works.

In that quick oblivion which in 
these days buries men great and small so swiftly out of sight, the Domestic Commitice 
claims the privilege of placing upon its record this Minute of its loving appreciation of 
the friend and fellow-worker whom it has lost.

We record also the death on the fifteenth of January last of the Rt. Rev. 
Joseph Cruikshank Talbot, p.p., who, though at the time of his death Bishop 
of Indiana, was consecrated in 1860 as Missionary Bishop of the Northwest, and 
acted as such until 1865, when he became Assistant Bishop, and in 1872 Bishop 
of Indiana. 

After the death of the Secretary the Rev. Drs. Potter and Schenck were 
appointed Acting Secretaries, which office they continued to hold until the 
June meeting of the Board, when the Rev. George F. Flichtner was elected 
Secretary pro tempore. On the first day of February the Venerable Archdeacon 
Kirkby was detached temporarily from the service of the Board and assigned to 
special duty with the Domestic Committee in presenting the cause of Domestic 
Missions in various churches. This duty he fulfilled most satisfactorily for 
three months, when he resumed his more general work. : 

The record of work accomplished in the field is to be found in the appended 
reports of the various Missionary Bishops, with the statistical tables accom- 
panying them. Though these may seem but as dry, bare facts, they are yet facts 
which tell of progress—an advance along almost the entire line. Wecall especial 
attention here to the almost unanimous report of the continual great and rapid 
increase in the population of far western States and Territories. This is con- 
spicuous in Western Texas and the Territory of Dakota, but it is very marked 
almost everywhere else. With this increase in population the magnitude of 
our work is necessarily assuming almost appalling proportions. More men to 
do the work, more money from the faithful to support them in the work, to 
embrace the vast opportunities constantly unfolding—this is the one incessant, 
universal demand of those to whom the charge of this work is committed. 
Much has, indeed, been done, much that fills our hearts with gratitude and 
joy. The reports that come to us quarterly from the laborers in the field tell 
many a story of patient labor and cheering success. They are toiling and 
accomplishing to the extent of their ability and the means placed at their dis- 
posal, though beset by many obstacles and retarded too often by inadequate 
support. It may be that sometimes they are unappreciated, sometimes criti- 
cised, yet we have reason for believing that generally they are, and are recognized 


to be, earnestly, cheerfully, self-sacrificingly doing their duty, “‘fighting man- 
fully ” for Curist and His Church. ; 
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In every department of the work, that among the Indians, among the 
Freedmen, in the older dioceses and in the great West, the reports indicate 
steady and substantial growth, even while they importunately demand more 
help and larger support. 

When we turn from the record of Missionary activity and achievement in 
_ the field to that other page which tells of the offerings of the people to sustain 
and carry forward the work, we find some cause for anxiety. The Church is 
not by any means meeting her full responsibility in the support of the men who 
are doing her work—the giving them of material aid, of support and succor, 
the provision of men and of means to carry on its divine mission. It is a melan- 
choly and significant fact, that while the country is developing so rapidly in 
population, the number of Candidates for Holy Orders is but slightly increased— 
only five more last year than the year before—while the number of ordinations 
of Priests and Deacons is actually less than the previous year. We do not discuss 
here the causes of this dearth of Clergymen. We only state the fact, which 
is one full of reproach to the Church, and especially to Christian parents. In 
the last report of our late Secretary strong words were spoken of the necessity 
for recruiting our diminished ranks. We cannot do better than to refer to 
them, and then, addressing ourselves to the Clergy and laity, to say, ‘‘Brethren, 
this want must be supplied. The children of the Church must be taught that 
the work most genuine, most satisfactory, most sublime, is labor, not for wealth 
or pleasure, but for the souls of men. Not worldly honor nor gain, but souls 
saved by the knowledge of Jesus Curist and His redemption, these are the 
prizes worth striving for in the arena of life. We beseech you to pray daily, 
incessantly, that the Lorp of the Harvest will send forth laborers into His 
harvest.” 

Again, there has been a slight falling off in offerings during the year now 
closed. Glance for a moment at the financial statement which is appended: 

The offerings are $5,801.35 less than last year ; the legacies $20,672.29 less. 
It might be possible, if it were our office to make excuses for the Church, to 
account for the diminished offerings in various ways, without believing that 
there is a lack of interest in its Mission work. It might be said that there was 
a long succession of rainy Sundays during the Advent and Epiphany season, 
when so many churches make their annual offering for Missions; and again 
that some large individual gifts have failed as yet to reach us. In consideration 
of these facts, besides the loss of our estimable Secretary and the embarrassment 
of the work in consequence, we do not regard the falling off in receipts as a 
serious matter, but it calls again to our attention the need of systematic offer- 
ings, the method not of impulsive response to fervent special appeals, but of 
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calm, deliberate, Christian principle. We trust that the experience of the past 
will awaken both the Clergy and the laity to not only the advantage and 
policy, but the inherent rightness, and for true permanent success the necessity 
of this method of regular systematic giving to Missions by every baptized mem- 
ber of the Church. Will not the Clergy, in view of these requirements and the 
fact that they are not only Rectors of parishes, but also agents of the great 
Missionary Society, endeavor to “stir up the minds of the faithful” in this 
regard ? And the people, will they not likewise bestir themselves and adopt 
henceforth the more practical, more trustworthy, and the far more genuinely 
Christian method of systematic offering, according to the plan already set forth 
by the Board of Missions? It is hoped and believed that the method suggested 
is becoming more extensively adopted, and that the offerings of the coming 
year will not only be equal to those of any year past, but will provide for an 
enlargement of the work in the future. 

The Treasurer’s Report, together with those of the Missionary Bishops, 
with accompanying statements and tables, give in detail the information which 
may be required by the Board and the Church, both as to the work performed 
and the support provided. 

We begin our new year not entirely free from anxiety, yet with strong hope 
and courage. We trust in thestrength of Him who is the Head of the Church. 
We trust in the faith and devotion of its members. We know that our work is 
difficult, our responsibility most grave. Sincerely grateful for that which has 
been given, we ask again for the sympathy and co-operation, the prayers and 
gifts of our brethren. If we do our duty Gop will not withhold His blessing. 
If we are faithful according to our opportunity He will surely give the increase.

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APPOINTMENT OF DOMESTIC MISSIONARIES. 


Appointments for Mission work in the Domestic field, and payments for 
such work, are made as follows : 

1. The Bishop of each Diocese is notified of the amount appropriated to 
his field, by the Board of Managers through the Domestic Committee, for the 
Missionary year, which runs from September to September. 

2. The Bishop notifies the Committee of the manner in which he wishes 
the appropriation divided among certain Missionaries whom he appoints, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board. 

3. The Committee notifies each Missionary of his appointment, and of the 
amount of stipend he will receive per quarter. 


4, Reports of work for the three months preceding, according to forms 
furnished by the Committee, are expected from the Missionaries at the end of 
each quarter. They should reach this office early in December, March, June 
and September. 

5. Payment are made as early as possible after the receipt of Reports as 
the condition of the Treasury will permit.

onization movement ever known in this 
country. Nothing like it has ever taken 
place heretofore in any part of our land. 
We thought that in 1880 the emigra- 
tion was large, and so it was, but in 1881 
and 1882 it was still larger, and yet no pre- 
vious year can compare with the inflow of 
1883. The greater part of these incoming 
people are poor, and they come to settle on 
the free lands so bountifully bestowed upon 
the settler by the Government. Therefore 
they can do little for the building of 
churches or for the ministration of the 
Gospel in the rural settlements. In the fast. 
growing towns it is different. There the 
people are better able to sustain the Services 
of the Church, and as a general rule they are 
liberal according to their means. The 
means afforded me by the Board of Missions 
to support Missionaries in Dakota have been 
very inadequate, and only about one-tenth 
of the amount granted by any one of the 
other religious bodies of the country for its 
Missionary work in Dakota. Consequently 
we have not been able to enlarge our opera- 
tions to any very great extent. A Rector, 
Rev. Charles A. Stroh has taken charge of 
Trinity Church, Watertown. Another Mis- 
sionary, Rev. Job A. Babin, has been offi- 
ciating at Canton and Parker since the com- 
mencement of the present year. The Rev. 
H. T. Bray has also been officiating at Pierre, 
and the Rev. Thomas E. Dickey at James- 
town. The rest of the Clergy and Stations are 
the same as at the last report, except that the 
Rev. John H. Karcher has no longer the 
charge of St. Paul’s Church, Grand Forks. 
The church has been supplied during the 
summer by the Rev. W. P. Law, of the Dio- 
cese of Iowa, the former Missionary at that 
post, whose faithful labors had been so 
abundantly blessed. The Rev. J. N. Jones, 


The beautiful church 
at Yankton is now entirely completed, with 
the exception of the upper story of the 
tower. The congregation has never been so 
prosperous and vigorous as it is now. 

The chapel at Vermillion has been re- 
stored and renovated, and placed on a very 
eligible site by the indefatigable industry of 
Father Himes. The Rev. Mr. Cook, for- 
merly a Baptist Minister, has been admitted 
to our Communion by confirmation, and 
received as a Candidate for Holy Orders, and 
is now assisting Father Himes at Eik Point 
and Vermillion and Eden by lay-reading, 
preparatory to his ordination to the Diacon- 
ate, which will take place (D. v.) early in 
the coming winter. 

The building of a new railroad between 
Swan Lake and Turner has nearly depopu- 
lated those two towns, and raised up a thriv- 
ing place called Hurley, situated on the rail- 
road between the two first named places. 

In consequence of the change, the two 
congregations and church properties at 
Swan Lake and Turner have been consoli- 
dated, and one church and parsonage built 
out of the proceeds at Hurley. This is called 
Grace Church, and is under the charge of 
the Rev. Mr. Robinson. Calvary Church, 
Sioux Falls, has prospered very much dur- 
ing the past year in its new location and en- 
larged buildine, and is now one of the most 
flourishing in the Territory. The same may 
also be said of All Saints’, Valley City, and 
Church of Gethsemane, Fargo, both of 
which are doing effective and successful 
work for the Church. The location of the 
capital of the Territory at Bismarck will no 
doubt tend to increase the strength of the 
Church in that city. We have a command- 
ing site and a handsome church edifice there, 
and there ought to be very soon a large and. 
self-supporting parish. A Clergyman ofthe 
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Church of England has settled there, ihtetidh lente in the jurisdiction is 1,180, and the 


ing to open a school. 

Grace Church, Jamestown (formerly St. 
James’ Church), has called to the Rectorship 
the Rev. J. C. Hudson, and he has accepted. 
Here there ought to bea church edifice at 
once. The Rev. H. G. Gurr, the Missionary 
at Wahpeton, has been working zealously in 
the midst of some discouragements for the 
past year, but with some outside aid he 
will be able to erect a church there very 
soon. 

The Rev. Mr. Metcalf, of Ortonville, has 
commenced Mission Services at Big Stone 
‘City and Millbank, and is gratified by the 
encouragement he has met with from the 
people in both places. 

The venerable Dean Hoyt is the settled 
Rector of Grace Church, Huron, where he 
is nobly assisted by true hearted laymen who 
love the Church and live for it. 

The Rev. Mr. Sandford has resigned 
the charge of St. Mary’s, Mitchell, and com- 
menced Services at Aberdeen and Groton. 
At Groton a church is now being erected. 
With $500 of aid he could also erect one 
immediately at Aberdeen. 

St. Thomas’, Morriston, the cosey little 
stone church, is doing an excellent work 
among the local church population that 
surrounds it. 

There ought to be Missionaries stationed 
and churches built at Grafton, Mayville, 
Lisbon, Grand Rapids, and Parker and 
Pierre without delay. And besides these 
there are twenty-five other important towns 
in the Territory where there should be at 
least occasional Services. 

The Rev. W. E. Jacobs, of the Diocese of 
Nebraska, has removed to the vicinity of 
Chamberlain, a promising town, where the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad 
touches the Missouri River. He will hold 
Services there, and collect a congregation, 
and if aided somewhat by the generosity of 
Eastern Churchmen will no doubt be able 
to build a church at Chamberlain before 
many months. There is no more efficient 
Missionary in the Western country. 

There are now 26 Clergy in the Territory, 
with 12 organized parishes, and, including 
Springfield and Flandreau (under Bishop 
Hare?s care), there are 16 church buildings. 
Ther are also about 28 Mission Stations 
where Services are either regularly or occa- 
sionaily held. The number of communi- 


confirmations during the past year have 
been 81, 

A considerable portion of the emigration 
into North Dakota has been from England 
and from Canada, and among the people 
thus coming to find new homes in the Ter- 
ritory there are many who have been bap- 
tized and confirmed in the Church. It 
grieves me to know that there are so many 
such who have settled in remote districts 
beyond the reach of the Services of the 
Church with her present means and Mis- 
sionaries. 

It is absolutely impossible for me properly 
to oversee the work of the Church in the rap- 
idly developing territory of Dakota, in addi- 
tion tomy dutiesin Nebraska. Ihave there- 
fore signified to the Clergy and laity of Da- 
kota my intention of surrendering this more 
interesting field into other and more capable 
hands. I shall ask the House of Bishops at 
its coming Session in October to appoint at 
least one Missionary Bishop for Dakota. 
There would be work enough for two. 
Never was there a finer field for the Church 
committed to the oversight of any Bishop. 

The population of that portion of the 
Territory of Dakota within the bounds of 
this jurisdiction, viz., all the country east 
of the Missouri River to the Minnesota and 
Iowa Jines, cannot be under 300,000. 

No part of the United States is growing 
now so rapidly in population. There ought 
to be double the number of Clergy at work 
there that there are at present. There 
ought to be several churches built at once, 
and at least a half dozen built every year, 
[I hope that a new Bishop will be able to 
accomplish this. 

One of the most necessary and effective 
agencies for Missionary work in a new coun- 
try is a good Girls’ School—a boarding- 
school, where the young women can be thor- 
oughly trained in the truths of Christianity 
and in the princ’ples of the Church. There 
is no other agency to be compared with it 
in influence or in power. We have had such 
a one for the last eighteen years in Brownell 
Hall, at Omaha, and the time has now come 
when it must be enlarged and made perma- 
nent. The first plain and temporary build- 
ing has worn out. We must have immedi- 
ately a new and permanent edifice. A por- 
tion of such an edifice, capable of accommo- 
dating 100 scholars, can be erected for 
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$30,000. Of this sum we have in hand and 
promised $15,000. Who will help us to the 
other $15,000? We would gladly name the 
new building in accordance with the wishes 
of any one who will give us this amount. 
We have a splendid site in the city of 
Omaha, containing near five acres, the gift 
of a liberal Churchman of Nebraska. Our 
next work for Nebraska and Dakota must 
be the erection of this large Girls’ School, 
wherein the girls of this region may be 
thoroughly and properly and religiously 
educated. The administration of the schoo] 
is most satisfactory, and is in the best of 
hands. I sincerely hope that this may reach 
the eye and the heart of some one whom 


Gop may incline to help us in this great 
work. 

It is with the deepest regret that Iam 
obliged to sever my connectior with my be- 
loved brethren of Dakota. Among them 
are some of the most devoted, earnest- 
minded, and self-sacrificing Missionaries 
that I have ever known, May Gop bless 
them and their work, and all those every- 
where who have in past years helped and 
encouraged us in our efforts to establish the 
Church of Curist in this magnificent Ter- 
ritory.

THE SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF 
UTAH AND IDAHO. 


To THE BoarD oF Misstons: 

Gop has spared me to sit down for the 
seventeenth time to send my Annual Re- 
port to the brethren, this one being for the 
year ending August ist, 1883. I write it 
from a town where I am stopping to hold 
divine Service, where there is no church 
building of any sort, and into which for the 
last twelvemonth no Christian Minister of 
any kind whatever has set his foot. It is 
no little good, under Gop’s blessing, that 


the American Church is doing in sending 
forth her Missionary Bishops to look after 
wandering and scattered souls who other- 
wise would be indeed spiritually neglected. 
And each Missionary Bishop, even though 
he cannot.find the means for gathering a 
full staff of Clergy about him, will be doing 
most efficient and blessed Missionary work 
as the watchful Pastor over these dispersed 
and starving ‘‘little ones” of the Redeemer’s 
fold. 
IDAHO. 

Four Clergymen are at work in this Ter- 
ritory, holding Services in thirteen different 
towns; and fourteen other towns I have 
visited this year, conducting Services and 
administering the Holy Sacraments. 

The strong, central Parish in Idabo is St. 
Michael’s, Boisé. The Rev. G. H. Davis, 
late of Faribault, Minnesota, has become its 
Rector. In and about it all things are well. 
There is no debt. There is full harmony 
and much zeal. The Ladies’ Parish Aid 
Society has, during the last year, renovated 
the church by painting the interior and by 
providing new lamps, a carpet and a beau- 
tiful reredos. The ladies have resolved now 
to bend their efforts towards building a new 
rectory to replace the present inconvenient 
one. 

The Rev. F. W. Crook, living at Boisé, 
continues his Missionary work in five towns 
of the vicinity ; that vicinity, however, being 
a region swept by a radius of seventy miles. 
Travelling through the heat and dust of 
summer and the frost and snow of winter, ; 


he is faithful to his duty and is doing much 
good. 

Iam rejoiced to be able to say that the 
health of the Rev. I. T. Osborne is quite 
restored. He was the Rector at Boisé, and 
felt compelled by threatened illness to re- 
sign. He went into the woods and lived an 
out-of-door camp life in fulfilling a wood 
chopping engagement, and so health and 
strength returned. Since January 1st he has 
been the Missionary in the mining region of 
Wood River. He lives at Hailey, where he 
expects soon to build a church, and looks 
after the three adjacent towns of Bellevue, 
Ketchum and Bullion. Mr. Osborn is the 
only Christian Minister resident in Hailey, 
and I have promised to furnish him $500 
toward his church. It will be the first 
church building of any kind erected in this 
town except a small one built by the 
Romanists. I could not hold back from 
promising the $500, though I have it not in 
hand to give. My hope and faith are strong 
that some one will send me the amount to 
make good the promise for help to build 
Emmanuel Church, Hailey. 

The Rev. J. D. McConkey is far off by 
himself at Lewiston, in Northern Idaho. 
To reach him, on my visit this year, I was 
compelled to travel for hundreds of miles 
through the State of Oregon and the Terri- 
tory of Washington. With him I visited 
two other towns, Mount Idaho and Mos- 
cow, sixty and twenty miles distant respec- 
tively, and in the former I confirmed one. 
We also held Services at Fort Lapwai, a 
post of the U. 8. Army, twelve miles away. 
Lewiston is a slow town, but there are 
earnest people in it; and the Pastor’s 
steady and unselfish faithfulness is winning 
sure, if slow, returns. The same log-house 
is both church and rectory for him. On 
this property there is yet a debt of $800, 
which his people are struggling to pay. 

Besides these four resident Clergymen, 
two others have been helpers. 

Rev. Dr. Nevius, the founder and father 
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of our work at Lewiston and in all North- 
ern Idaho, has, during the year, visited 
regularly for me Fort Ceur d’Alene, though 
living at Spokane Falls, in Washington 
Territory. Bishop Paddock also has visited 
the fort and confirmed one person there. 
Fort Coeur d’Alene is one of the few U.°8. 
garrisons of my field that I have never been 
able to reach. I had not time this year; 
but I hope to get there next year, An im- 
portant, and, asI have always found it, a 
pleasant part of a Missionary Bishop’s duty, 
is to visit the various U. 8. Army Posts in 
his district. In them are often found ear- 
nest Church people sadly deprived of re- 
ligious Services; and always the most 
generous hospitality and the kindest help- 
fulness are extended to the Bishop by the 
army officers. The Commanders of both 
Coeur d’Alene and Lapwai are communi- 
cants of the Church, I beg to put on record 
my warm thanks to Bishop Paddock and to 
Dr. Nevius for their brotherly kindness and 
help. 

The Rev. Mr, Bleecker, living in Logan, 
Utah, has had charge of Blackfoot, Idaho; 
and I hope will also take Eagle Rock under 
his care. Blackfoot is diminishing in ma- 
terial resources, because its former business 
is being diverted into other channels by the 
new Oregon Short Line Railway. But some 
very active Church folk still remain there, 
and they keep up a prosperous Sunday- 
school. At Weiser City, a promising town 
on the Oregon Short Line, I have secured a 
valuable piece of land for a church lot, 

In Idaho 71 have been bantized and 28 
confirmed. There are 302 communicants, 
15 Sunday-school teachers and 224 scholars. 

UTAH. 

The years come and go, but in their pass- 
ing not much change can be discerned in the 
aspect of Mormonism by us who live within 
its strongholds, either in its attitude to- 
wards the U. 8. Government, or in the vigor 
of its inner life and development. Its 
power is concentrated and directed whither 
the chief will by a marvellously skilful or- 
ganization. Its numbers are steadily in- 
creased by both natural growth and subsi- 
dized immigration, Its iron discipline— 
ecclesiastical, political, social—keeps all its 
people well enranked and hard at work. I 
think disintegrating forces are really in op- 


all appearance there is no break as yet in 
the solidity of the ranks, nor jar in the per- 
fectness of the unity. The statutory enact- 
ments of the ‘‘Edmunds Bill,”-.and the 
executive action of the five Utah Commis- 
sioners, have, it is true, disfranchised polyg- 
amists. So far, so good. It is a gain to 
have this political stigma branded upon 
polygamy. But there is no practical change 
as yet in the conduct of affairs. The Mor- 
mon monogamists elected to office are sons 
or brothers or cousins, kinsfolk or friends 
or protegés of the polygamists, and so there 
is unchanged perpetuation of the polygamic 
policy and rule. 

But, leaving to the State to do with the 
strong hand whatever it thinks it ought to 
do in the way of suppressing polygamy, our 
Missionary work in the Church must go 
steadily on in the line of duty to our fellow- 
men, and loyalty to the Master’s cause. 

The schools are and evermore have been 
among our most efficient forces for good. 
In them 775 children are under our daily 
instruction in Utah. Many from them are 
being confirmed every year. In them and 
by them and out of them is being gradu- 
ally moulded a public sentiment in our 
midst, strongly and intelligently adverse to 
Mormonism. Some of our scholars who 
were born in that system of belief and prac- 
tice are becoming faithful Churchmen and 
Churchwomen; most of them are trained 
unto honest American citizenship; all of 
them, with rarest exceptions, are made too 
well informed ever to relapse into the 
ignorance and error of the odious heresy. 

Toward this valuable school work in 
Utah it cannot be too often repeated that 
the scholarships of $40 per year, which are 
sent to us from individuals and Sunday- 
schools, are most helpful and quite neces- 
sary adjuncts. 

In St. Mark’s Hospital 535 patients have 
been treated during the year. We are 
proud of the fact that the current expenses, 
amounting to $11,359.07, have all been pro- 
vided at home. In addition to which we 
bave borrowed $5,000 for a much needed 
enlargement of the Hospital, which loan we 
in Salt Lake intend to meet and pay off 
ourselves when it falls due. 

St. Mark’s Parish gives systematized and 
thorough attention to the wants of the sick 


eration, especially in the hearts and thoughts/and poor in all of Salt Lake City. Miss 
and converse of the younger ones; but tu|Sweet, supported in large part by the Wo- 
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man’s Auxiliary, has devoted her whole 
time to this benevolent duty. I regret to 
say that demands from her own family call 
her away to Nebraska. ‘We are to lose her 
valuable services on September 1st. I wish 
to put on record my grateful sense of her 
eminent faithfulness and efficiency while 
she has been with us. May Gop send us 
one as good and useful to be her successor 
in this important work. A veryright hand 
of helpfulness in this field is extended to us 
by the boxes and barrels of new and half 
worn garments that individuals and ladies’ 
associations generously forward to us from 
the East. Miss Sweet and Mrs. Tuttle have 
given much attention to the reception 
and distribution of these timely gifts. 
. Prayer Books for distribution among the 
poor, and also for use in our Mission Sta- 
tions, have been sent to me by the New 
York Bible and Common Prayer Book So- 
ciety in several generous grants. 

The ladies of St. Mark’s Parish, by their 
‘Charity Association” and their monthly 
dues to the same, have raised and expended 
over $1,000 for the poor. The ‘‘Sel- 
fridge Fund,” an investment of $1,000 
given to us by an officer of the U. S. 
Navy, has contributed its interest to the 
same purpose. Poverty, ignorance, misery, 
disease, old age and sin make the num- 
bers of the helpless and the infirm in 
Salt Lake City to be large. In caring for 
them extensively as we do, we are surely in 
the line of obedience to the Master’s orders; 
and from heretics and unbelievers is won 
legitimately an amount of respect and ap- 
proval for the Church which is of no small 
advantage to us, and, we hope, of some 
benetit to them. 

The Rev. N. F. Putnam, late of Peekskill, 
New York, is in charge of the Cathedral 
congregation. In godly zeal and with un- 
sparing industry he fulfils his pastoral 
duties. He has given new life to the Sun- 
day-school, added regular Wednesday eve- 
ning prayers and lectures to the public 
Services, and provides a monthly Sunday 
Service for the prisoners of the Utah Peni- 
tentiary, six miles distant. 

During this year the people of St. Mark’s 
have placed in the Cathedral one of Johnson 
& Son’s excellent pipe organs, at a cost of 
$6,000. One transept was added to make 
room for the organ. This addition cost 
$3,000. The day we opened the organ for 


its first use, with an appropriate Service, I 
had the pleasure of reporting that the entire 
amount of cost ($9,000) was paid. It was 
the ladies who did it. They had been 
working and gathering funds for three 
years. -With the generous support of the 
people, and the counsel and co-operaticn of 
the Vestry, and the help of some gifts that 
they secured from kind friends abroad, they 
grandly succeeded. 

St. Mark’s Rectory, which is my own resi- 
dence, has been improved by the addition 
of a bath-room, and by the building of a 
much needed barn. 

The Rev. G. D. B. Miller is in charge of 
all our educational work in Salt Lake City, 
and it grows upon his hands. It makes 
busy days and nights for himnow. He has 
nineteen teachers and five hundred and forty- 
three scholars to look after. St. Mark’s 
School, in its seventeenth year of life, re- 
mains steady and vigorous as ever. Our 
Boarding-school for Girls, Rowland Hall, 
though only in its second year, awakens 
great hopes for its future. Seventeen 
boarders and thirty day scholars were in it 
last year. 

The late Mrs. J. McGraw Fiske, of Ithaca, 
N. Y., left in her will the sum of $10,000 
for our Mission. I have devoted it to 
the help of Rowland Hall. The half is 
invested at eight per cent. per annum 
as an endowment of the ‘‘McGraw Fiske 
Scholarship;” the beneficiary of the same to 
be always the daughter of a Clergyman at- 
tending the Hall. The other half I have 
also invested, retaining it for the purpose of 
enlarging and improving the Hall, the need 
for which will soon press. Mrs. V. L. Row- 
land, of Philadelphia, the founder of the 
fall, has sent me $500 to be expended for 
the nucleus of a library, to be called the 
‘* Virginia Rowland Kirby Library.” By 
this and such like gifts, added to those of 
Appleton & Co. and other book publishers 
two years sinée, the library, as a most im- 
portant appliance of the school, will grow 
with its growth and strengthen with its 
strength. In the outlook of next year for 
the Hall Iam saddened by the knowledge 
that the health of our excellent Principal, 
Miss L. M. Marsh, is giving way. Lindulge 
the hope that her projected sojourn in 
Southern California for the winter may re- 
store it. 

The Rev. C. M. Armstrong is in charge of 
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St. Paul’s Chapel, besides being superin- 
tendent and treasurer, and Chaplain of St. 
Mark’s Hospital. His congregation slowly 
and steadily increases, and his Sunday- 
school is very prosperous. <A parsonage has 
been built for Mr. Armstrong, the expense 
of which ($8,000) was borne by a lady of 
New York City, one of the sisters who gen- 
erously erected St. Paul’s Chapel. 

The Rev. 8. Unsworth is the Rector at 
Ogden, and also the Pastor of the people 
and manager of St. Paul’s School, at Plain 
City, fifteen miles distant. I gratefully 
record that the $3,000 for which, in my 
Annual Report last year, I asked for a 
rectory at Ogden, have been sent to me. 
The rectory has been built, and, as I 
write, Mr. Unsworth and his family are 
comfortably housed therein. In addition, 
I am glad to say that the Ogden peo- 
ple, thinking a lot near the church a 
better location for the rectory than the 
church lot itself, purchased the former at a 
cost of $1,200, and so have cheerfully put 
their helping hand to this great improve- 
ment in the parish. Mr. Unsworth con- 
tinues, at the request of Bishop Spalding, 
his Services of once a month at Evanston, 
Wyoming. 

The Rev. OC. G. Davis lives at Ogden, and 
is the most faithful and efficient head of the 
School of the Good Shepherd. In addition, 
he goes once a month to hold Servicesin the 
Chapel of the Good Samaritan, Corinne, and 
is the much loved Pastor of the people there. 

The Rev. P. McD. Bleecker, at Logan, is 
more hemmed in: by strong Mormon influ- 
ences and by an overnumbering Mormon 
population than any other of us. Hence 
less local support is forthcoming at Logan 
than elsewhere. He is enlarging St. John’s 
School-house, expecting to make of the en- 
largement a habitation, as ‘‘rectory ” for 
himself and wife. 

Six other towns of Utah, besides those 
mentioned, I have visited; and in one of 
them, Park City, I have secured alot for the 
future church. 

Five young men are preparing under me 
for the Holy Ministry, Toward sustaining 
them I have expended this year $728.90. A 
generous friend in Salt Lake City, and my 
dear old friend and helper, Rev. R. M. 
Kirby, of Potsdam, N. Y., have stood by 
me in these charges. 


In Utah, 121 have been baptized and 38| 


condemn There are 426 communicants, 
48 Sunday-school teachers, and 706 scholars. 

Givers have sent to me generous supplies, 
and I am warmly grateful. But in a hun- 
dred ways the steady calls upon me for help 
are manifold and multiplied; and I sorely 
regret to be obliged to report that not only . 
have I not been able to diminish any of my 
debts this year, but that I have really added 
to them the sum of $750. This much I was 
compelled to borrow in order to give asa 
special to our Ogden School. 

Reluctantly, I state the present amount 
of my debt as follows: 

On Rowland Hall, $2,375; School of the 
Good Shepherd, Ogden, $1,750; St. Mark’s 
School House, Salt Lake, $500. Total, 
$4,625. 

In closing, I would not forget to return 
my thanks to the members of the Domestic 
Committee for their uniform courtesy and 
unfailing generous kindness to me. 

As I pen these thanks, Iremind myself 
of him who was for years the Secretary of 
the Committee, and the Secretary and Gen- 
eral Agent of the Board, And the pen 
still writes thanks. Thanks for the precious 
example of Dr. Twing’s most earnest and 
faithful life. Thanks for his holy zeal and 
unflagging energy which, bumanly speaking, 
largely kindled and fed the fire of true Mis- 
sionary spirit in our American Church. 
Thanks for his wide charity and his large- 
hearted sympathy, and his wise ways of 
influencing men to work together for the 
Master instead of wrestling together in 
controversy, whereby he, more than any 
man I know, contributed to the blessed and 
blessing obliteration of party feeling in the 
Church, Thanks personal for the almost 
fatherly kindness and love that I always 
received from him. Thanks fervent to Al- 
mighty Gop for the leag life and successful 
fight in the Church militant of him, the 
stalwart leader of our Missionary work, the 
ever tender and true friend of all Mission- 
aries, the good man and full of the Hoty 
Guost and of faith. But with him gone, 
we bate not one jot of heart or hope in our 
work. Could he speak to us in voice, as he 
does in spirit, he would have none of that 
thought of. Stand steady, go forward, 
push on, would be his words, And, under 
Gop, so we will do. Rest will come by 
and by. Gop help us to be worthy, 
through Crist, of the peace it will bring. 
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Meanwhile He taketh away hence one and 
another of His workers, but His work lives 
on

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF OREGON. 


Sance my last report to the Board, I have 
been able to add but one Clergyman to our 
ranks, though I have carried on an unfailing 
correspondence with those who offered them- 
selves, but with whom all negotiations finally 
failed. Jam glad to say, however, that we 
have lost none by death orremoval. By the 
addition of the Rev. Reese P. Kendall, our 
present number of Clergymen is sixteen, 
which is within one of the largest number 
ever reported when Oregon and Washington 
Territory made one jurisdiction. Mr. Ken- 
dall took charge of the Mission at Canyon City 
and John Day Valley, immediately on his ar- 
rival here, in January last. On my visit 
there this summer I found very encouraging 
signs of renewed life and interest. Mr. 
Kendall’s ministrations extend through the 
Jobn Day Valley for a distance of sixty 
miles and beyond; and by his continuous 
visiting from farm-house to ranche, he com- 
mends himself and the Church he represents 
to the good-will of the people. <A very en- 
couraging subscription has been begun for 
the building of a church at Prairie City, in 
John Day Valley, the corner-stone of which 
was laid early.in September, and the people 
of Canyon City have purchased a small house 
and lot for a rectory. 

Notwithstanding the loss of nearly two 
months’ time by sickness last winter, I have 
still been enabled to visit all our congrega- 
tion and Missions once, with a single excep- 
tion, and many of them two or three times. 
I have also visited several new and promis- 
ing points not heretofore reached, and can 
report a wide and growing field which we 
are to occupy and possess for the Church. 
I have been down the Southern coast as far 
as Rogue River, and also to the Valley of 
the Wallowa in the opposite extreme north- 
eastern corner of the State. I have visited 
Grand Ronde, Powder River, and John Day 
Valley once, and gone three times to Uma- 


tilla county (once when we had the mer- 
cury at thirty degrees below zero). In the 
month of June, I made a visit of three 
weeks to Jackson County, in the Southern 
part of the State; and in July I went down 
the southern coast to Coos Bay, Port Or- 
ford and Ellensburg, travelling 125 miles of 
the way on horseback, by a rough mountain 
trail. On these two visits to Jackson Coun- 
ty and the coast, four adults and twenty- 
four children were baptized, fourteen per- 
sons confirmed, and $82 contributed to Mis- 
sionary work. Even with this large share 
of time given to these remote parts of the 
State, there remains yet very much land to 
be possessed. I have not yet reached the 
lower boundary of the State by forty miles. 
Church families are known to have settled 
on the Chetco, near to California, and others 
are living far back in the mountains. There 
I hope to visit next summer, if my life 
should be spared. Each of these visitations 
discovers new families that are members of 
our Church, as well as some of other com- 
munions, who are most grateful for the 
mivistrations of the Gospel. With our pre- 
sent inadequate supply of Clergymen, there 
seems nothing to be done but for the Bishop 
to continue these annual visitations. In 
some places, his are the only public religious 
Services from one year to the next. Infre- 
quent as these visitations are, they do much 
to cheer and encourage the members of our 
own fold, and to enable them to realize that 
they have a living connection with the great 
body of Curisr’s Church, though they are 
so far removed from all its ordinances and 
offices. Our own people are thus held firm 
in their allegiance to the Church, and the 
field is made ready for permanent occupancy. 
An evidence of the people’s real interest is 
shown in the contribution of $30 at Marsh- 
field, on Coos Bay, toward our Lenten Offer- 
ings for Domestic and Foreign Missions. 
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This came to me with an earnest call for a 
Clergyman and the assurance of a liberal sub- 
scription toward his support. But I have 
none to send them now, and no prospect of 
any in the future. 

CHURCH BUILDINGS. 

At Oakland, in the southern part of the 
State, we have secured a very neat and suit- 
able church by the purchase of a good- 
sized school-house, which was moved a short 
distance to a very eligible lot given us by a 
citizen of Oakland. The few people we 
have there have shown commendable interest 
and liberality in fitting up this building for 
its sacred uses, and they feel much encour- 
aged by what they have accomplished. 

The Rev. Walter Marvine, of Central New 
York, is ready to take charge of this Mis- 
sion, in connection with Eugene City and 
Rosebery, and I am only waiting the assis- 
tance of the Domestic Committee, in provid- 
ing his travelling expenses, to welcome him 
to this large field. Though the church at 
Oakland is the only one added to our num- 
ber within the year, three have been materi- 
ally enlarged—St. Paul’s, at Salem; the 
Church of the Redeemer, at Pendleton; and 
St. David’s, at East Portland. For these and 
other improvements, and for the payment of 
debts, the sum of $13,000 has been raised 
and expended. I regard this enlargement of 
our churches as an encouraging feature of 
our work. To build a church, in the first 
place, is by no means a sign of success. 
There may be many motives and influences 
favoring such an undertaking that will have 
little effect in building up the spiritual temple 
and promoting righteousness and holiness of 
life among the people. When, however, the 
congregation has outgrown its original ac- 
commodation, and, with the ability to pro- 
vide it, demands wider space, we have the 
best signs of healthy growth and permanency. 


RECTORIES. 

A rectory has been built by St. Matthew’s 
Chapel, Portland, and one by St. Peter’s 
Church, La Grande. St. Thomas’ Church, 
Canyon City, has purchased one. The one at 
Baker City has been enlarged, and those at 
Weston and Eugene City have been improved. 
Our present number of rectories is fourteen. 
Some of them, of course, are small and not 
very costly buildings, but they are a great 
help in supporting the Ministry, and I hope 
each year will witness the addition of one or 


more till every church in the jurisdiction 
has a comfortable home for its Minister. 


GIFTS. 


In addition to the gift of the lots in Oak- 
land by Mr. Alonzo Brown, Mrs. Mary Ells- 
worth, of the Cove Union Company, has 
given two houses and lots in Eugene City for 
the support of a scholarship in the Cove 
School; and the proprietors of the town of 
Sellwood have given four lots for a church 
in this new town. We hope soon to follow 
up this gift at Sellwood with the building of 
a small chapel and the establishment of a 
Mission in this rising district of Portland. 


THE EPISCOPAL RESIDENCE. 

The Episcopal residence, known as ‘‘ Bish- 
opcroft,” was occupied by the Bishop’s 
family in November last. Though somewhat 
unfinished and incomplete as to minor mat- 
ters, it is still very comfortable, and in its 
arrangements and accommodations entirely 
satisfactory. The ladies of the church in 
Portland have added much. to the comfort 
and beauty of the house by putting a hand- 
some carpet upon its halls and stairways. 
From the unexpected and unprecedented rise 
in the price of labor and of every kind of 
building material, the house cost a good deal 
more than was anticipated. The liberality 
of friends in Portland and elsewhere has in 
part provided for this, leaving an indebted- 
ness still of about $1,200. The cash value 
of this property, with its four and a half 
lots, is not less than $20,000. It might be 
well soon to offer two of these lots ‘for sale, 
for the purpose of paying this debt and in- 
creasing the Episcopal Fund. This Fund 
now amounts to $1,400, having gained $345 
the last year. Small as this may seem, we 
still regard it as a good beginning. With 
our sparse population, very few of whom can 
with any propriety be called rich, almost all 
having to struggle with the stern necessities 
of life in a new country, very much cannot 
be done in the way of endowments for the 
future. As in the past, so for the time to 
come, I shall continue to urge our people to 
put forth every possible effort for their own 
support and independence, even though that 
may not be speedily obtained. 


THE COVE SCHOOL. 
Through the action of the Probate Court of 
Union Co., I received possession last spring 
of the valuable property Bet to us by 
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the late Samuel G. French for the purpose of 
a school for girls. It is a place of great 
beauty, literally a ‘‘ Cove,” in the foot-hills of 
the Blue Mountains, sheltered from the strong 
winds that blow over the adjacent valley, 
and girt about with the most varied and at- 
tractive scenery. With the beautiful church 
and rectory close by, with a garden, lawn, 
orchard, and one hundred broad acres of fer- 
tile land, it is an ideal place for retirement, 
study, and freedom from all the interruptions 
and distractions of the busy ‘‘ working-day- 
world” outside. But, with this valuable 
foundation and beginning for a school, we 
have nothing whatever with which to furnish 
and equip it. Our first want is that of a 
married Clergyman, well qualified to be the 
head of a girls’ school, and a capable and 
vigorous Missionary withal. Tosuch a one, 
with a wife of like qualifications, I could 
guarantee more than a comfortable support, 
and an opportunity to do a great work for 
Curist and His Church. The work could be 
begun at once, without a large outlay of 
money, and made to grow into larger accom- 
modations and usefulness. But, to begin it 
in accordance with the present demands and 
expectations, we should have $5,000 for fur- 
niture and fittings. As Gop has put it into 
the hearts of His people to do as much and 
more for other similar enterprises that are 
now doing honor to His Church, and to 
these blessed benefactors, so do I pray that 
He will not allow this opportunity to be lost, 
this noble bequest to lie by in idleness and 
neglect. 
SCHOOLS. 

St. Helen’s Hall and the Bishop Scott 
Grammar School have both passed through 
the year in a very satisfactory and encourag- 
ing manner. The former has had 157 pupils, 
and the latter 74, making 231 inall. These 
pupils have come to us from the most oppo- 
site and remote parts of our own State, from 
Washington Territory, Idaho, California, 
Minnesota, Connecticut, British Columbia, 
and Honolulu. There is nothing of special 
interest or importance to record in regard to 
these schools more than to say that for dili- 
gence in study, and good conduct on the 
part of the pupils, and for fidelity and devo- 
tion to duty on the part of the teachers, this 
has been a most gratifying year. I still re- 
gard these schools as the right arm of our 
work, and am willing to confess that I owea 
large debt to those capable and conscientious 


teachers, and regard them as /elpers in the 
work of the Church worthy of the highest 
esteem and honor. From the very great in- 
crease in the cost of provisions of every kind, 
it is only by the utmost care and economy 
that these schools can meet their expenses 
at our present prices. That St. Helen’s Hall 
has been able to pay $7,000 out of former 
earnings toward the purchase of a large 
block of ground for a new building is a mat- 
ter of encouragement to all interested in its 
welfare. While the Grammar School meets 
its current expenses, without incurring any 
indebtedness, it has been heavily burdened 
the last two years with the cost of street im- 
provements ordered by the city authorities. 
These have accumulated an indebtedness of 
$3,000 over and above the cash payment of 
$1,500. The school has no present means 
with which to pay this debt or its accumu- 
lating interest, and this, with the knowledge 
that other costly improvements are soon to 
be ordered, fills me with anxiety and alarm. 
The Grammar School grounds—in the very 
best part of the city—divested of every build- 
ing upon them, are worth little less than 
$100,000. There is no sort of encumbrance 
upon this property except this recent debt; 
but how to stop the ravages of this moth and 
its threatened destruction of a noble founda- 
tion for Christian education for all time, I 
know not. Maybe Gop in His goodness will 
guide me to some one who has the power and 
the will to lift this burden and dispel this 
gathering cloud, to our inexpressible joy and 
the good of coming generations. 


THF GOOD SAMARITAN HOSPITAL. 

The hospital has materially increased its 
good work, having cared for 265 patients, 
and closed the year with a satisfactory bal- 
ance sheet. Its total receipts were $8,258, 
and its expenditures $7,628. The imme- 
diate construction of a Women’s and Chil- 
dren’s Ward is a pressing need, which we 
shall undertake as soon as we have the means. 


OFFERINGS. 

Our contributions for Diocesan Missions 
were nearly $700. We gave to Foreign and 
Domestic Missions, to the Jewish Mission, 
and to the Woman’s Auxiliary the sum of 
$600. The sum total of all contributions, 
as reported to the Convocation, was $25, 244. 
Thirty-five adults and 192 children have been 
baptized and 85 persons confirmed. The pres- 
ent number of communicants is 800. I need 
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hardly enlarge further upon the condition 
and wants of this Mission more than to say 
that their wants are steadily increasing with 
the development and improvement of the 
country. The completion of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad changes the whole condition 
of things on this northern coast. We are 
entering upon a new era of prosperity in all 
natural interests. Our population is increas- 
ing rapidly; the varied and abounding re- 
sources of the country are being vigorously 
developed by Eastern men and money. 
Railroads are reaching out in various lirec- 


tions after our lumber, coal, and ‘‘golden 
grain.” New fields are opening up for busi- 
ness and money-getting in all corners and 
quarters of the country. Now, too, should 
the Church be astir with her work. Never 
before was there such a demand for men and 
money; never was the field so ripe and ready 
for the sickle; never was there more need 
for earnest prayer that the Lorp would send 
forth more laborers into His harvest.

FOURTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF NEVADA. 


THERE has been no attempt made in this 
district to occupy any new fields of Church 
work during the past year. The full strength 
of our clerical force has been required to hold 
the ground already occupied. And the 
openings for new Missions are not many nor 
promising. There are, indeed, several places 
in the State in which a faithful Minister 
would be kindly received, and might do 
much good. But in each of these he would 
have to depend mainly upon offerings from 
the outside for support. 

Two of the Clergy who were with me a 
year ago have since removed and engaged in 
active labors elsewhere. The Rev. R. 8. East- 
man, after ten years of faithful ministry in Ne- 
vada, resigned the Rectorship of St. George’s 
Church, Austin, to accept an election to the 
care of St. Paul’s Church, La Porte, Indiana, 
at Haster; and the Rev. W. R. Jenvey, after 
nine years of untiring energy in his work, re- 
signed the charge of Trinity Church, Reno, 
to accept the Rectorship of St. Paul’s, Hobo- 
ken, in May. 

Thus two of our parishes were left vacant, 
and our working Clergy diminished one- 
third. 

But I am very thankful to be able to state 
that both these vacancies have been filled. 
The Rev. H. H. Buck has come to us from 
New Haven, Conn., and taken charge of the 
church in Austin, and the Rev. William 
Lucas has come from Ohio, and taken 
charge of the church in Reno. Mr. Lucas 
was our first Minister in Reno, having come 
to Nevada in 1874. In 1879 he was obliged 
to give up work on account of ill health, but 
he now returns as well and strong as when 
he first came here. This makes the number 
of Clergy the same as a year ago. 

The removals and changes of the members 
of our congregations have been less this year 
than last. Ido not think that the popula- 
tion of the State has diminished much during 
the year, but there has probably been no in- 
crease. The income of the parishes and 
stations has been about the same as in the 
preceding year, and there have been nearly 
the same number of confirmations and bap- 
tisms. 

St. Paul’s Church in Virginia City reports 


a small gain in the number of communi- 
cants and scholars in the Sunday-school, 
and in the amount of contributions. The 
balance of the debt which was incurred in 
rebuilding the church after the great fire in 
1875 has, through the assistance of friends 
outside of the parish, been paid, so that 
there is not now a dollar of indebtedness 
upon any church property in the district, 
except the Diocesan School for Girls. 

The present condition and influence of 
this school justify all the hopes which its 
friends have entertained concerning it. It 
is a power that makes for righteousness 
throughout the State. Its beneficent in- 
fluence is reaching hundreds of homes. 
During the past four years it has had a 
steady healthful growth in attendance, in 
scholarship, and in Christian living. Of 
the thirteen confirmed in Trinity Church, 
Reno, the past year, nine were from the 
school, and altogether about fifty of its 
pupils have been confirmed. The number 
of scholars last term was larger than in any 
preceding, and the tone of the School was 
higher. The income during the year has 
been equal to the current expenses and nec- 
essary repairs. 

But there still remains a portion of the 
original debt incurred in building and 
furnishing. When the school was opened 
seven years ago this amounted to $8,500. 
By contributions from various friends this 
has been reduced until it is now a little less 
than $2,500. I am very anxious to have 
this paid during the coming year, and shall 
be grateful for any contributions toward it. 
It will take a long time to pay for it out of 
the current income. The school is doing 
well to provide for its current expenses as 
it has done the past year, and it is doing so 
much good that I cannot but feel that it 
ought to be relieved of all burden of in- 
debtedness. 

May the Giver of all good gifts put it into 
the hearts of many of His servants to help 
do this.

REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF ARKANSAS AND THE INDIAN 
TERRITORY. 


Since my last report I have been steadily 
engaged in work strictly appertaining to my 
field and office, as I have been for the past 
four years, having in that period allowed 
myself little or no time for simple recreation. 

Last October I visited the Missions in the 
western portion of the Indian Territory 
under the charge of the Rev. J. B. Weeks, 
and was much gratified to find that no little 
progress had been made in planting the 
Church among the Cheyennes, Arapahoes, 
Kiowas and Comanches. As the fruits of 
his labors, seconded by the Cheyenne Dea- 
con, Rev. David P. Okahatee, I confirmed 
at the Cheyenne School-house, near Darling- 
ton, fifteen persons—seven males and eight 
females—all Cheyennes. The candidates 
were all young men and women, and very 
intelligent looking. They form a grand 
nucleus for a large work among these Indi- 
ans. I do not think I was ever more deeply 
impressed with any religious Services than 
I was by the baptism of three young men 
by Mr. Wicks on the Wednesday night pre- 
vious to their confirmation, Sunday, Octo- 
ber 5th. There was a large congregation of 
Indians and whites present, and few eyes 
were seen in which no teardrop glistened. 
Mr. Wicks is erecting a church at Darling- 
ton, which, I suppose, is by this time ap- 
proaching completion. Besides numerous 
short addresses, J preached at Darlington 
and at Fort Reno. 

On November 12th, the Twenty-third Sun- 
day after Trinity, 1883, at the Kiowa and Co- 
manche School-house, Anadarko, the Rev. 
Mr. Wicks baptized six young men, all Indi- 
ans, at the morning Service. At3p.m. 1 
preached and confirmed twelve persons—ten 
males and two females. Of this most inter- 
esting class eight were Kiowas, two Coman- 
ches, one Apache and one Seminole. Mr. 
Wicks has been assisted at Anadarko by the 
Kiowa Deacon, the Rev. Paul C. Zotom, and 
has had the valuable co-operation also of 
Mr. George W. Hunt, the superintendent of 


the Kiowa and Comanche School. It gives 
me great pleasure to add that Mr. Hunt 
has become a Candidate for Holy Orders. 
He will be a great addition to the small 
force at work in the Indian Territory. 
Steps were already taken looking to the erec- 
tion of a church at Anadarko. 

November 19th, the Twenty-fourth Sun- 
day after Trinity, the Rev. Mr. Wicks and 
myself spent at Fort Sill, where I preached 
twice, celebrated the Holy Communion, 
baptized a child and confirmed two persons, 
one of whom is the wife of the commandant, 
Colonel Guy V. Hendry, to whom I am in- 
debted for much kindness and hospitality 
shown me. 

In closing this brief notice of the visita- 
tion of these Missions, I cannot omit to 
mention the great satisfaction which Mr. 
Wicks’ work and plans of developing the 
the work gave. He is the right man in the 
right place. It was most gratifying to me 
to see how thoroughly he had the confidence 
of the Indians in all the tribes with which 
he comesin contact. He has already gained 
such an influence as is generally the reward 
of many years of earnest work and much 
self-sacrifice. He needs only the means to 
enlarge his Mission and properly develop it. 
The Church may feel that contributions for 
Indian Missions can be placed in no wiser 
and more judicious hands than his. He 
plans well, and he willably perform. I saw 
no improvement to suggest to him, and I 
think the Church will give him and his 
fellow-workers a strong support. 

As to Arkansas, I have to report progress 
in various matters. A new church is being 
pushed toward completion at Van Buren. 
A lot has been secured and a goodly sum raised, 
and work will soon commence on a new 
church at Marianna. MRectories are to be 
built soon at Pine Bluff and at Fort Smith, 
and I hope at Batesville. At Dardanelle the 
Rev. Dr. McDonald has put up a small par- 
sonage. 
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T am sorry to say that the Rev. J. A. Mat- 
thews has resigncd Trinity Church, Van 
Buren, and removed to Ohio. I will do my 
best to fill the vacancy. But, as has happened 
often, the field may lie uncared for for months. 
Were the Central Mission and Clergy-house 
with its board of Clergy already established 
at Little Rock, work at Van Buren would 
not be interrupted one week. Toward the 
establishment of this Cathedral and Clergy- 
house I have been steadily, though gradual- 
ly, working for some years. I am now, and 
have been since the middle of June last, try- 
ing to raise the requisite funds. My success 
has not been up to this time great, and yet 
not discouraging. With $2,000 in addition 
to what is now secured, I can begin to build 
this Fall, and have;much of my scheme in 
operation during the coming year. I consider 
this work one of so much importance and 
* so vital to the Churchin Arkansas that I shall 
place it second to nothing else till it is done. 
May Gop put it into the heart of Churchmen 
everywhere to help me. The sum I ask is so 


little, that I ought not to be obliged to take 
months to raise it. I need rest. I ought to 
take rest. I cannot rest till this work is un- 
der way, and my mind relieved of the weight 
that is crushing me all the time. 

I add the following tabular statement from 
the Journal of Council held April last: 

Eucharists celebrated, 22; sermons preach- 
ed, 84; addresses made, 28; confirmed, 88; 
Ordination (to the Priesthood), 1; marriages, 
1; funerals, 2; number of miles travelled, 
6,201. 

Besides the Confirmations in Arkansas, I 
have confirmed in the Indian Territory 29. 

The Rey. D. L. Trimble has been officiating 
at Camden since the Rev. I. O. Adams re- 
moved to Pine Bluff. So I’am glad to say 
the ground there is not without care. Omit- 
ting many particulars which might be in- 
teresting, but would lengthen this report, I 
come to a close at once.

ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF NIOBRARA. 
From July 1st, 1882, to June 30th, 1883. 


I FEEL that the first word of this Report 
ought to be, and it shall be, one of grati- 
tude to Almighty Gop for the fostering 
care so long continued to the Niobrara Mis- 
sion of the late Secretary for Domestic Mis- 
sions, the Rev. Alvi T. Twing, p.p. He had 
a gallant faith in the ability of the Church 
of Gop to take.in hand successfully the case 
of any class or race, however barbarous or 
down-trodden; and he gave to those who 
engaged in such enterprizes whole-souled 
confidence and ungrudging support. It was 
characteristic of his nature to plan broadly 
and generously, and it is delightful to think, 
now that he is removed to a nobler sphere, 
what sweeping views that large mind of his 
must take and how that great heart must 
swell. 

NATIVE CHARACTER AND CONDITION OF THE 


PEOPLE. 
The people among whom the Mission is 
placed, the Dakotas, are a people of 


superior character and intelligence as com- 
pared with many other Indians. They 
have long held a dominant position as the 
consequence of their many successful wars 
with the Crows, Arickarees and Poncas, and 
possess the personal dignity, gallantry and 
hospitality whicb naturally result from such 
triumphs. They are not given to stealing, 
except in war from their enemies. The re- 
lations of the sexes are far from what they 
ought to be, but are not as bad as might 
have been expected; and, notwithstanding 
there is a dark side to their life, they are, 
on the whole, a people pleasant to be with, 
and the manners and habits of their children 
when we take them into the Boarding- 
schools, indicate that their parents are far 
from the degradation which characterizes 
some savage tribes. 

The photograph entitled ‘‘The Bear 
Dance,” which will be found in the illus- 
trated edition of this Report, gives a 
glimpse of the darker side of their life, and 
the Rev. H. Swift, who has had rather ex- 
traordinary opportunities of viewing it, 


writes thus of their condition when he be- 
gan his work among them: 


‘¢They were heathen in what belief they 
had, utterly ignorant of the Gop of revela- 
tion and of spiritual truths, while they had 
many dances and ceremonies which tended 
to keep them fixed in their heathenism. 
The camp where I lived seemed to be the 
centre of these things, and the sound of the 
dance or of the conjuror’s drum was hardly 
ever unheard day or night, while strange 
fantastic processions and incantations such 
as I have seen nowhere else were matters of 
common occurrence. I soon ascertained 
what their feelings toward Missionaries 
were. On one side was a party which would 
have nought to do with us, because they 
feared our work would destroy their old 
traditional customs and dances. The con- 
jurors and dancing chiefs represented this 
faction. 

‘There was a party which looked with sus- 
picion on us—confounded us with the Gov- 
ernment. They said, ‘let the Government 
fulfil its promises to us, and then it will be 
time to talk of schools and churches. As 
yet we want to have nothing to do with you.’ 
This faction was represented by many good 
and intelligent men. 

‘“¢Then a third party, not very numerous 
nor very strong, favored us; but I soon saw 
that their professions were hollow. There 
was no hunger of spirit, but rather hunger 
of body; they looked upon the Church as a 
grand store-house to draw from, or as a 
means to secure greater favors from the 
agent. In fact, the only value that could be 
attached to their asking us to come and 
help them was that it enabled us to come 
among them with their free and cordial con- 
sent, and that we had in them a kind of pro- 
tection against the other factions. 

‘‘We soon picked up some children and be- 
gan a day and boarding-school. It was 
very hard to have any day-school. One In- 
dian would be jealous of another, and if one 
child came another would be taken away. 
I did my best to overcome this wretched 
spirit, but for along time in vain. Some- 
times I would have a large school, and per- 
haps the next day it would dwindle down to 
two or three. Then again an upward rise, 
but perhaps another set of children. We 
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were overrun, too, by Indians; no room was 
too private for them to force their way in. It 
was useless to try to lock any doors, for they 
stole every key we had in a very short time. 
It must be remembered that these poor peo- 
ple were thoroughly heathen, that many 
were hostile and semi-hostile, and their 
whole desire was to torment us as much as 
possible. We were much oppressed by 
begging, and the people were so wretchedly 
poor that it was hard to shut our hearts to 
them, and consequently we went through 
the experience of nearly every Missionary; 
while we helped many deserving cases, we 
were much imposed on by unworthy ones. 
The parents and relations of our boarding 
children were a great source of annoyance 
tous. They considered the fact of our having 
their children living with us as sufficient 
claim on us for indefinite supplies of cloth- 


ing and food; and a refusal to accede} 


to their exhorbitant demands was followed 
usually by the carrying off of one of the 
children and a troublesome chase after him. 
We were much harassed by hostiles, who in- 
vaded us all hours of the day and night, 
though never offering to do any violence, 
and by the officious kindness of friendly In- 
dians, who, considering us in great peril, 
paraded around the house through the 
night and often kept us up late in the even- 
ing, sitting with conspicuously loaded rifles 
on their knees and entertaining us with 
prophecies of possible catastrophes. 

. “Now a word about our Indian Services. 
I used to drill the people, teaching them 
hymns and responses, and having just as 
much Service as they could follow. They 
soon began to improve, the people learned 
to stand, and some of them, though sheep- 
ishly, to kneel. I had baptized only a very 
few as yet. In fact the people were all of 
them so wretchedly ignorant that I did not 
care to do so until I had instructed them for 
a long time.” 


WORK IN THE VERNACULAR. 

Most of the Clergy have with admirable 
zeal and patience acquired the language of 
the Indians, a pre-requisite to successful 
Missionary and pastoral work among them, 
and through their labors the people now 
enjoy the Prayer Book, a Hymn Book, the 
King’s Highway, and the Calvary Catechism 
in their own tongue, as, through the labors 
of others, they possess the Bible in the ver- 
nacular. | 

No words can express too emphatically 
the blessing these versions have been. I 
suppose that it is admitted on-all hands that 
the Gospel must always be carried to the 
heathen in their own tongue. 


that all that is necessary to the conversion 
of the Indians is that an English speaking, 
well-meaning white man should for a year 
or two, take up his residence among them 
and preach the Gospel, however often such 
enterprises may be called Missionary work, 
is, of course, absurd. The secret of any suc- 
cess the Missionaries in Niobrara have had 
lies largely in the fact that they have taken 
up their homes among the people, and made 
them hear in their own tongues wherein 
they were born the wonderful works of Gop. 

Gop bless them for all the vexation of 
spirit and the toil of mind and tongue which 
they have cheerfully endured to accomplish 
this end! 


NOT AN END, BUT A MEANS, 


And yet it has seemed to me of the first, 
importance to regard this vernacular work 
as provisional, as not an end, but a means to 
an end; indeed, to look upon everything as 
provisional which, if permanently main- 
tained, would tend to make Indian life 
something separate from the common life of 
our country: a solid foreign mass indiges- 
tible by our common civilization. Just be- 
cause it has been an indigestible mass has 
our civilization been all these years con- 
stantly trying to vomit it and so get rid of 
a cause of discomfort. 

Ordinary laws must have their way. All 
reservations, whether the reserving of land 
from the ordinary laws of settlement, or 
the reserving of the Indian nationality from 
absorption in ours, or the reserving of old 
tribal superstitions and notions and habits 
from the natural process of decadence, or 
the reserving of the Indian language from 
extinction, I have regarded as necessary 
evils or as but temporary expedients. The 
only safety for 250,000 people divided up 
into over a hundred different tribes speak- 
ing as many different languages, scat- 
tered on about seventy different reser- 
vations among 50,000,000 of English speak- 
ing people lies in flowing with the cur- 
rent of their life and ways, not in trying 
to hold its own against it or obstructing it. 
And I have thought our mission to be not 
what it would be if the Indians were to be 
an insulated people like some of the island- 
ers of the South Sea, that of building up a 
National Indian Church with a national 
Liturgy in the Indian tongue, but rather

I should like to repeat here 
language used in my report for the year 1880. 

“Tt is a mistake, then, to think of the In- 
dians as astrange people. That way of think- 
ing of them has been the source of a vast deal 
of our errors as a nation in dealing with them. 
From this it has resulted that they have not 
been brought under our laws or reconciled 
to our customs or mingled among our people. 
They remain, even in old settled communi- 
ties, a distinct people, with a nationality, a 
religion, and manners of their own, proud 
of being Indians, not of being Americans, 
and hence an obstruction, a gravel-stone in 
the machinery of our political and social 
life. 

From the same mode of thought has result- 
ed the segregation of the Indians upon reser- 
vations from which the white man is ex- 
cluded, and this not as a temporary expedi- 
ent, but as a permanent policy—shut up 
there in their own helplessness and ignorance, 
without the stimulation which good exam- 
ples of agriculture, trade, and manufacture 
impart; barricaded out from the contagion of 
our warm, on-rushing, common life. While 
many of the white men who have intermar- 
ried with the Indians are industrious and 
virtuous, and are valuable helpers of Indian 
civilization, and have nobly seconded Mis- 
sionary effort, the tendency of the reservation 
system has been to exclude such white men

These assistants have proved a valuable 
factor in our work. I have followed the 
plan of licensing provisionally for tempor- 
ary and desultory work any native commu- 
nicant who may be named to me for that 
privilege by any of the Clergy ; should the 
novice prove himself capable, and should 
more permanent work be open for him, then 
to set him apart by the service which I some 
years ago put forth for that purpose, and to 
authorize him to wear the cassock ; and 
then, should he purchase to himself an even 
better degree, and should he be able to 
qualify himself intellectually for deacon’s 
orders, amd should there be a call for his 
services in that office, to advance him to the 
Diaconate; thus following the law which 
governs the emergence of the man from in- 
herited and acquired habits, and the growth 
of the kingdom in his heart—viz., first the 
blade, then the ear, after that the full corn 
in the ear.

VISITATIONS. 


I have visited all the churches and chapels 
during the year—many of them twice, sev- 
eral of them many times. 

On these visitations, and on other occa- 
sions, sometimes within and sometimes with- 
out the Missionary District of Niobrara, I 
have celebrated the Holy Communion 46 
times; I have preached and made addresses 
164 times; I have baptized 26 adults and 15 
infants; I have confirmed 117 persons. 


EVANGELISTIC AND PASTORAL WORK. 
The whole field is mapped out into sub- 
divisions, these sub-divisions being ordinar- 
ily the territory connected with a United 
States Indian Agency. The special care of 
each of them is entrusted to one experienced 
Presbyter, and around him are grouped 
the Indian Ministers and Catechists and 
others who are engaged in evangelistic work 
within his sub-division. These assistants 
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reside near their respective chapels and con- 
duct the Services there. Monthly the chief 
Missionary makes his visitation for the pur- 
pose of ministering the Word and Sacra- 
ments and inspecting the condition of his 
field. 

Rev. Mr. Fowler has charge of the Santee 
Mission and all its Chapels and Stations. 

Rev. Mr. Cook has charge of the Yank- 
ton Mission and all its Chapels and Stations. 

Rev. H. Burt has charge of the Yankton- 
nais Mission and all its Chapels and Sta- 
tions. 

Rev. M. Walker has charge of the Lower 
Brulé Mission and all its Stations. 

Rev. Mr. Swift has charge of the Chey- 
enne River Mission and all its Missions and 
Stations. 

Rev. Mr. Cleveland has charge of the 
Upper Brulé or Rosebud Mission and all its 
Chapels and Stations. 

Rev. Mr. Cleveiand has charge pro tem. of 
the Ogalala or Pine Ridge Mission and all 
its Chapels and Stations. 

Rev. Mr. Ashley has charge of the Sisse- 
ton Mission and all its Chapels and Stations.

The Mission was begun at Redwood, 
Minn., in 1860. Removed to present loca- 
tion on Santee Reserve, 1868. Rev. Mr. 
Fowler took charge, April, 1878. 

There is a central church and two depen- 
dent Chapels on this Reserve, the Chapels be- 
ing respectively 12 and 6 miles distant from 
the central church. St. Mary’s School is 
attached to the central Mission building on 
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the-north. The Flandreau Mission is more 
than 100 miles distant ; but, as the people 
are Santees, the Mission is combined for 
purposes of administration with the Santee 
Mission. 

The work has come to be in avery healthy 
condition under the faithful labors of Mr. 
Fowler. As an illustration of this, I may 
mention that on a Saturday in July last I 
went over with the Missionary for a visita- 
tion to the Chapel of the Redeemer, a little 
chapel situated among a scattered farming 
population. We stayed at a house almost a 
mile distant from the church. A heavy rain 
was falling Sunday morning, and we doubted 
whether it were worth while so much as to 
go to the chapel. Seventy persons came 
together from their scattered houses not- 
withstanding, and thirty-six participated in 
the celebration of the Holy Communion!

This Mission was begun in the year 1869 
by Rev. Paul Mazakute. In 1870 the Rev. 
J. W. Cook took charge. He has seen the 
whole people pass from tent to log house 
life, and has presented 298 persons for Con- 
firmation. 

The Mission consists of a central chyrch, 
which serves as the Bishop’s church, and 
two chapels, each fifteen miles distant from 
it. St. Paul’s School is within a few hun- 
dred feet of the central church, and Em- 
manuel House is not farther off. 

An excellent work has been carried on 
among the women in connection with Em- 
manuel House by Mrs. Fox. She has been 
faithfully assisted by Angelique Gayton, a 
graduate of St. Mary’s School. The women 
have cordially responded to Mrs. Fox’s sug- 
gestions ‘towards self-help and helping 
others, and have raised $49.75 by their gifts 
and by the sale of their work for benevolent 
objects, Kind friends at the East have done 


much to further the work and to enable me 
to make the House more comfortable and 
better fitted for its uses.*

This Mission was begun in the year 1873 
by Rev. H. Burt, who, after serving at sev- 
eral other points, again resumed the charge 
of it in 1881. 

The Mission consists of a central church 
and two chapels, distant severally six and 
seven miles from it. The population has 
shifted so much since the church and chapels 
were erected, that the large church (Christ 
Church) is now being removed bodily to 
the Agency, the chief and central point, and 
the little chapel (St. Thomas’), now at the 
Agency, will be removed hereafter to the 
midst of a farming settlement. 


LOWER BRULE MISSION (Population, 
1,550).

This Mission consists of the central 
church and one station, about six miles 
from it. The people are on the west side of 
the Missouri River, and in frequent commu- 
nication with the wilder Sioux. The better 
disposed find it hard to hold their ground. 
There is a flourishing congregation at the 
central church, however. The out-station 
is very weak, and work is suspended there 
for the present. 

After having been assured for years, both

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of the Government, that those Indians who 
began farm life would thereby secure the 
permanent possession of their land and 
homes, this people have been astounded and 
almost driven to fury by the discovery dur- 
_ ing the past year that a plan had been nearly 
consummated without their consent or even 
knowledge, by which they were to be de- 
prived of both houses and land and removed 
to another locality!

The progress of 
many of the people has been remarkable. 
The settlement made by the Indians, who 
under Mr. Swift’s lead have taken claims

and of St. Luke’s Station, twenty-five miles 
distant. 

As this Mission and the Ogalala (next in 
order in this narrative) are in quite a distinct 
part of Dakota from the other Missions, and 
as they are placed among two of the largest 
bodies of the wildest Indians in the coun- 
try, it may be well to rehearse here some of 
the events which have attended the first 
years of the effort. 

These Missions grew out of a visit suddenly 
made in 1874 to the Upper Brulés and Oga- 
lalas, to discover the cause of a threatened 
outbreak, and pacify the malcontents. 

The Red Cloud and Spotted Tail Agen- 
cies were then the resort during the winter 
of multitudes of northern Indians (Minne- 
conjous, Sans Arcs, Oncpapas, etc.), vari- 
ously estimated at from 10,000 to 15,000 
in number, who ranged over districts far 
removed from civilization and the power 
of the Government, and who, when driven 
in from their roving life upon the plains 
farther north by the rigors of the winter, 
came to the Red Cloud and Spotted Tail 
Agencies, attracted by the rations which 
the Government dispensed there. 

The wilder spirits among the Ogalalas 
and Upper Brulés found in these sojourners 
congenial company. Combined they con- 
stituted a turbulent party, which for the 
time ruled the Agencies with a high hand. 
The better-disposed Indians had not yet 
reached strength enough, either in number 
or character, to resist these impetuous hordes 
from the north and their abettors. Those 
who sincerely desired to learn a better way 
dared not raise their heads; and those who 
favored progress in quiet times, because it 
seemed the winning side, were politic 
enough to float with the tide when its tu- 
multuous waters ran the other way. War 
parties were moving in every direction. . 
Turbulence reigned supreme. 

Unpropitious field in which to sow the 
seed of the word! Yet a cleft was found 
in the hard rock in which to drop it. Many 
of the half-breeds and some of the better 
disposed Indians were accessible. Better 
still, brave faithful men and women were 
found to sow the word. An appeal which 
I made was responded to from within the 
Mission, and the Rev. W. J. Cleveland, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Cleveland and Miss 
Leigh and Sister Sophie C. Pendleton, ap- 
peared on the scene in June, 1875, and began 
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the work. Over a hundred persons have|can do at present among the six thousand 
since then been presented for Confirmation |restless, untutored beings who are gathered 


in this Mission. 

Some of the hindrances to the extension of 
the Rosebud Mission, to which I have re- 
ferred in former years, have, I am glad to 
say, been removed, and a promising opening 
for the work of the Church having been 
presented in Good Voice’s Camp, a station 
named St. Luke’s, was begun there about St. 
Luke’s Day last Fall. Salos Walker was 
put in charge as Catechist, and the whole 
settlement have identified themselves with 
the Mission. Mr. Cleveland has baptized 
there within the year seventeen infants and 
fifteen adults, and the chief and three others 
were confirmed on my visitation in June. 
There are indications that other like oppor- 
tunities will soon open to us.

The Mission consists of the central church 
and of three stations which are respectively 
30 miles, 25 miles and 20 miles distant 
from the central church. The whole Mis- 
sian is for the present attached to the care 
of the Rev. W. J. Cleveland, who resides at 
Rosebud Agency 100 miles (three days’ jour- 
ney) distant. He visits it three ‘times a 
year. 

The first steps toward beginning the Mis- 
sion were taken under the conditions de- 
scribed in presenting the Rosebud Mission. 
The disturbed condition of the people and 
the prospect that the Agency would be re- 
moved, however, rendered delay advisable 
for atime, but early in September, 1877, the 
Revs. Luke C. Walker and John Robinson 
left the Missouri River with instructions to 
begin school and Mission work without de- 
lay. Mr. Walker later withdrew to under- 
take the work among the Lower Brulés. In 
my report that year I wrote, ‘‘ All that they 


on the boundless plains which surround the 
Red Cloud Agency will be but as ‘a hand- 
ful of corn upon the mountains.’ But, 
please Gop, by hard work and many prayers 
the fruit of their effort shall yet ‘shake like 
Libanus.’” 

The prophecy seems in a fair way of be- 
ing fulfilled. 

In the illustrated copy of this Report will 
be seen a view of the neat church which now 
stands at the centre of the Mission. It is 
overcrowded generally with worshippers, 
and preparations are being made for its en- 
largement. There are three out-stations, and 
during the past year 101 adults and 81 in- 
fants have been baptized and 24 persons 
confirmed. 

Wounded Knee Creek, on which the Rev. 
Amos Ross’ Stations are located, is pretty 
well settled up already, and seems to offer 
more eligible places for settlement than any 
other part of the Reserve, and I am expect- 
ing to be able to erect a chapel at a central 
point on it which will serve as a place of 
worship for all the settlements which are 
strung along it. A tried friend of the Mis- 
sion, Mrs. J. J. Astor, has placed in my 
hands funds for the chapel, and from 
another friend I have received $250 of the 
$500 needed to get the native Deacon, Rev. 
Amos Ross, under roof. Iam in hope that 
the balance will be forthcoming. The 
Government building which he has been 
occupying will no longer be at his disposal, 
and I have been forced to undertake the 
erection of a house for him in advance of 
the receipt of sufficient funds.

Insuperable 
obstacles, however, prevented our beginning 
a Mission. Good work was done, mean- 
while, among many of them by the Presby- 
terians, but the petitioners still pressed their 
application for a Mission of the Episcopal 
Church, and in June, 1881, Rev. Edward 
Ashley, who had served successively as 
Teacher, Catechist and Deacon in other parts 
of Niobrara, having received Priest’s orders, 
settled among the Sissetons and a successful 
Mission is now established. 


SPRINGFIELD MISSION

The town of Springfield lies just outside 
my district and within that of Bishop Clark- 
son, but by mutual agreement the work 
there was begun by me and is under my 
charge. Hope School is located in this 
town. An interesting Sunday-school has 
been conducted under the superintendence 
of Mrs. Knapp, Principal of Hope School. 
The Services have been maintained as best 
we could by Rev. Mr. Fowler and myself, 
and recently I have been able to place Mr. 
W. J. Wicks, a Candidate for Holy Orders, 
in charge as resident Lay-reader and Cate- 
chist. 

The friendly feeling of the people is indi- 
cated in the generous movement which I 
have recorded in my description of the pict- 
ure of Hope School.

BLACK HILLS MISSION. 
St. John’s Church, Deadwood. 

Vacant. 

Since the death of Rev. Dr. Pennell in 
May 1882, this important district has been 
left entirely destitute of the ministrations 
of the Church, except those which [ was able 
to render during a visit there last Fall. The 
first work of any Clergyman who should go 
there would be to itinerate from place to 
place and rally the scattered Communicants, 
of whom we have a dozen or two, in each of 
several towns. The present is a lamentable 
state of affairs, which I have in vain sought 
to remedy. Icanfind no one to take up the 
work. Many seem waiting for attractive 
fields to woo them. Few seem to feel the 
propulsive power which sends men. 


MANDAN. 

I made a visit last September to Mandan, 
which I found a growing town at the point 
where the great Northern Pacific R.R. 
leaves the Missouri River and starts on its 
march for the Pacific Ocean. The place 
seemed to me to call for a settled Clergy- 
man at once, and after much correspond- 
ence I thought I had secured one; but the 
people failed to show the interest. in the pro- 
ject which I hoped for, and the Clergyman 
too found that he was unable to leave 
his Eastern home. 


BOARDING SCHOOLS. 

In our boarding-school work I have been 
led to follow the plan of having small 
schools (none exceeds thirty-six scholars), 
that family life, as contrasted with that of an 
institution, may be preserved, and that the 
personal contact of the officers with each in- 
dividual scholar may be frequent and famil- 
iar. And instead of grouping the boarding- 
schools together in one locality—a method 
which has some advantages—ours are scat- 
tered at four different points, that these 
centres of heat and light may be distributed 
as much as possible. 

I believe the plan has, on the whole, worked 
well. Could we establish a school some- 
where in the western part of the district 
more accessible to the children of the Rose- 
bud and Pine Ridge Agencies, who now in 
order to reach our Church boarding-schools 
have to travel journeys which range from 
six to ten days in length, we should have 
supplied a great desideratum and rounded 
out the boarding-school work most satis- 
factorily. 

Has the Church done all that it can, or 
will, in behalf of the children of the Indian, 
or may I hope that this want will yet be 
supplied? It might be that some one who 
is able, and likes, to do great things for 
Curisr would furnish the funds necessary 
to erect the requisite buildings (say $8,000), 
and that the current yearly expenses (say 
$8,000) could be secured.

Our boarding-schools are plain and prac- 
tical, and the officers are successful in mak- 
ing them neat and tasteful, a combination 
of excellences not to be achieved without 
constant, patient effort made ingenious and 
keen to excel by the stimulus of a high 
ideal. 

We have not yet done our best in the 
working of these schools, so the devoted 
teachers would, I think, have me say, but 
we feel the glow of success and have been 
blessed with results enough to make us 
wish to do better. We will all unite ina 
tribute of praise to the children. They 
are of course children with moods and 
fancies and with natures undisciplined and 
uninstructed, and the drain on the watchful- 
ness and patience of the teachers is severe, 
but the tractableness of the scholars and their 
desire to please are on the whole wonderful. 
While each school has its own character- 
istics and peculiar excellence, the following 
language used by the Principal of St. John’s

School states, or by implication suggests, 
what is true of all the schools: **The 
health of the children during the whole 
year was remarkably good. “Indeed we 
have been wonderfully blesseci in that re- 
spect; not one child has been seriously ill 
during the four years we have had charge. 
The improvement in the girls has been 
very satisfactory. Their household duties 
have been done with much cheeriness and 
evident interest; while in school-room work 
there has been a steady advance over pre- 
vious years, especially in speaking and un- 
derstanding the English language. We 
have carried on the work without servants 
as usual,* employing two of the older girls 
as assistants, alternating the forenoons of 
each month between them; afternoons they 
were pupils the same as the other girls. One 
of these girls has been employed for two 
years and has carefully saved her earnings 
until she has quite a little sum laid by, be- 
sides purchasing herself a sewing-machine. 
The other girl has been employed one year 
and particularly distinguished herself by 
overcoming a great repugnance for kitchen 
work, and made herself a stand-by in plain 
cooking. This vacation she has kept a little 
school for camp children, and up to this 
time has not lost a day. The agent has 
shown a friendly feeling, doing what he 
could to assist us. The Indians have given 
us no trouble whatever throughout the year, 
and have manifested interest and good-will.” 

Six boys from the captive band of Sitting 
Bull have been in St. Paul’s School during 
the past year, an addition of three to the num- 
ber who were there last year from that band. 
It sets one to thinkiug, the fact that there 
were no six boys in the school quicker to 
learn, more tractable or more ready to 
coalesce with the general life of the school 
[than this group fresh from the wildest In- 
dian life, which had spurned the control of 
the Government, and asked only the priv- 
ilege of ceaseless hunting and roaming. 
How hard it is sometimes to square our | 
theories with our facts. 


PECUNIARY SUPPORT OF THE SCHOOLS. 

This comes almost entirely from Scholar- 
ships maintained by friends of the Mission, 
and I record with gratitude the sustained 
interest with which during all these years 
these Scholarships have been kept up.

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NEW BUILDING FOR HOPE SCHOOL. 

This School is now conducted in an old 
inn which is in bad order, which I hold by an- 
nual rental—an insecure tenure—and which 
affords the school no conveniences and only 
scant accommodation whether for sleeping, 
eating, or teaching. The teachers and chil- 
dren have, I feel, earned a better and more 
commodious building. For this I have 
secured asuperb site with title, and subscrip- 
tions to the amount of $4,000. I shall need 
$5,000 more. There are 100 persons in any 
of our large cities who would instantly give 
the money could they drop in upon any of 
the schools and see them as they are. 


SELF HELP. 

In the matter of contributions from within 
the Mission we come far short of what I 
wish, and of what the Church has aright to 
expect of us. I feel that what the native 
Christians give to the support of the Mis- 
sion is a true test of the reality of what we 
have done. People will always give to the 
maintenance of the Gospel when they love 


it, when it has really become theirs, and is’ 


not, as it were, some one’s else coat which 
they have puton. But itis to be considered 
that we have had to do our work among a 
people who knew of white men only as those 
who wanted to make something out of 
them, and that therefore we have been con- 
stantly liable to misconstruction when ap- 
proaching this subject of contributions; and 
that the Indians had been suddenly reduced 
by the disappearance of their former means 
of support, the game, to a condition of ab- 
solute dependence upon the Government for 
the very necessaries of life. I feel encour- 
aged by the fact that there has been decided 
increase in the amount of contributions for 
each year of the last three. In 1881 the 
contributions reported, omitting the white 
part of the field, amounted to $585.Q0, in 
1882 to $960.00, in 1883, to $1,217.00. 


DEBT. 

There is no debt or incumbrance of any 
kind on any of the churches, houses, or other 
Mission buildings, except a mortgage for 
$500 on St. John’s Church, Deadwood. 

INSURANCE. 
The buildings which are of any great value 
“are insured, in comovanies of such standing 
as the Home Insurance Co. in New York, 
and the Insurance Company of North Amer- 


lower rates the premiums have been paid up 
for several years to come. 
FINANCES. 

Iv « my privilege to repeat, regaraing the 
financial support of the Mission, what Ihave 
had occasion to report so often before. Our 
brethren of the Church at large, especially 
its faithful women, have been very loving to 
us and to our work. Hach year adds to the 
admiring thankfulness with which I view 
the persistent interest which month after 
month, through good report and evil report, 
they bestow upon our work. The garments 
which good women of the Church have sent 
have clothed the cold and naked. The kind 
thought for the comfort of the Missionaries 
as well as for the Indians, which has often 
appeared from the make-up of the boxes 
sent, has cheered our hearts, and the Christ- 
mas boxes have enabled us to make Christ- 
mas happy to hundreds of young and old. 

Remittances have been made to the Mis- 
sionaries by the Domestic Committtee up to 
the full amount appropriated by the Board 
of Managers, and they have been made with 
a promptness and an assiduous care for our 
comfort which have helped us much to dis- 
charge that ministry which the Church has 
assigned ‘us, 

I judge from what I hear that it disturbs 
some persons that the Niobrara Mission re- 
ceives so much money. Would that they 
were disturbed that some other work receives 
too little, not that the Niobrara Mission 
receives so much, 

Perhaps the amount voted by the Board 
will not appear excessive or out of propor- 
tion when it is remembered that, whereas 
in the case of other Missions, the amount 
voted by the Board is supplemented by many 
auxiliary streams which flow, not only 
through the Board, but directly, to the Mis- 
sions or their Bishops, it is different with 
the Niobrara Mission. The money raised by 
the various societies which help it (like the 
Niobrara League, the Indian Hope, etc.), the 
special gifts of individuals sent to me, unless 
they be for buildings, and even the money 
given for scholarships in the boarding- 
schools, are reported to the Board and passed 
into its treasury, and are part of, not in ex- 
cess of, the aggregate sum voted by that 
body. 

GENERAL REVIEW OF THE MISSION. 
A general review of the Mission reveals 


ica, in Philadelphia, and in order to get|much that is cheering. Where once was 
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seen only the fantastic gear of the savage, 
and the only assemblies were those for the 
hideous orgies of heathen dances, 25 congre- 
gations of decently dressed worshippers, ag- 
gregating an average attendance of 1,160 Indi- 
ans, gather every Sunday and offer in prayers 
and spiritual songs their homage to Almighty 
Gop, as revealed in His love and holiness in 
His beloved Son. Minds which once hardly 
raised themselves above the sphere of their 
bodily desires are now reaching after the 
highest things, and extending over their 
lower natures the lordly sway of the judg- 
ment and the conscience. 

I find on making up my Report for 
the General Convention that during the 
three years last past the Clergy have had the 
privilege of admitting by Baptism 864 in- 
fants and 468 adults into the ranks of 
those whose names are written in heaven. 
During the ten years last passed they 
have prepared and presented for Confirma- 
tion nearly 900 persons. In our boarding- 
schools 132 children are growing in every 
acquirement that can contribute to their 
welfare. 
ent. They love usand are loved. Our native 
Clergy are men of probity in private life 
and useful in their high calling. Our can- 
didates for the Ministry are sterling, manly 
fellows, and are in love with their prospec- 
tive vocation. The Supper of the Lorp is 
not neglected, and when the King comes 
in to see His guests He finds 796 ready to 
sit down at His table. 

Even the external world testifies that a new 
rule has been introduced, and that Gop has 
set up here His kingdom. Nature has re- 
sponded, under the blessing of Gop, to the 
presence of intelligent, industrious men, and 
the wilderness and solitary place are glad for 
them! The change for the better in the 
amount and in the distribution of the rain 
fall, and consequently in the productiveness 
and appearance of the country, has been only 
a little less than miraculous. Our surround- 
ings are becoming attractive, and in some 
cases, even beautiful, and we have enjoy- 
ment now where once we existed only by 
sheer endurance. Neat churches and chapels, 
and side by side with them simple but com- 
fortable parsonages, are dotting the once 
unbroken wild. Gardensrich in wholesome 
vegetables, and gardens adorned with flow- 
ers, like Elims, give delight where once arid 


desolation held almost undisputed sway. | 


They are honest, truthful, obedi- N. 
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find it hard to believe now that this is the 
country of which in earlier years I truthfully 
wrote and spoke as a hopeless desert.

Commending the Mission to the continued

TENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF COLORADO. 


Wirs thankfulness to Gop for His bless- 
ings upon the work intrusted to us, we make 
this our tenth annual report : 

The Services of the Church have been 
regularly maintained at 45 different Sta- 
tions. Twenty-three Clergymen, besides 
the Bishop, have been employed. The cor- 
ner-stones of three churches have been laid, 
and also the corner-stone of a Divinity 
School Building, Matthews Hall. Twelve 
Lay-readers have been licensed. There 
have been three ordinations, one to the 
Diaconate and two to the Priesthood. On 
thirty-two occasions, 133 persons have been 
confirmed, to wit: In Rawlins, 5; Laramie 
City, 17; County Hospital, Denver, 5; Cathe- 
dral, Denver, 29; Trinity Memorial, Denver, 
2; St. Luke’s Hospital, Denver, 1; Durango, 
4; Gunnison, 3; Ouray, 5; Colorado Springs, 
10; Manitou, 1; Rosita, 7; Silver Cliff, 2; 
Cafion City, 6; Leadville, 4. 

All places where Services have been held 
have been visited, and many others, most 
of them several times, during the course of 
the year. 

In Grace Parish, Colorado Springs, a 
Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary has been 
organized, which has sent out to Mission- 
aries, in money and value of goods or cloth- 
ing, over $153. 

Sister Eliza has gathered about her in 
Denver a number of ladies for similar labors. 
We are very anxious to have like branches 
of this most useful organization, which has 
done so much for our Missionaries, estab- 
lished in all our stronger parishes. At the 
suggestion of the general officers in New 
York, I have appointed two ladies of Colo- 
rado to represent the jurisdiction at a meet- 
ing to be held in Philadelphia during the 
time of the Convention. 

The principal church improvements have 
been as follows: Trinity Memorial Church, 
Denver, has been enlarged to more than 
double its former capacity, at a cost of 
$3,500. All Saints’ Parsonage, North 
Denver, has been finished at a total cost to 
the Bishop and Chapter of $1,867, besides 


w 


a small amount secured by the Rev. John 
Gray, Missionary. It is a handsome and 
convenient house of nine rooms. St. Peter’s 
Parish, Pueblo, has purchased lots in Hast 
Pueblo for St. Mary’s Mission, and also a 
block of land of eighteen lots, on which 
there is a brick cottage with nine rooms, for 
a much needed Church Hospital. The be- 
ginning of hospital work is only deferred 
until a small debt shall have been liquidated. 
Trinity, South Pueblo, has raised about 
$2,000 toward a fine stone church, which 
is now nearly ready for Services. The Good 
Samaritan Church, Gunnison, has expended 
a like amount on its stone church, which 
since last winter has been occupied, though 
not completed, and has raised about $400 
toward a small parsonage now building. 
St. Stephen’s, Longmont, has paid off its 
floating debt of $600. St. Luke’s, Fort 
Collins, has added to the $2,000 derived 
from the sale of the old lots about $1,500 
besides, and the debt on the new stone 
church, now nearly completed, is but 
$500. St. Thomas’, Alamosa, has built 
a small parsonage costing $700. St. Mat- 
thew’s Parish, Laramie City, has raised 
$1,500 for its new brick rectory, which, 
with $1,500 from the old Laramie Rectory 
fund begun by the Rev. John Cornell, the 
first Missionary, and the late Bishop Ran- 
dall, gives us, free of debt, one of the finest 
rectories in the Jurisdiction. At Buena 
Vista, lots costing $350 have been purchased, 
and the Ladies’ Guild are gradually raising 
funds for a church, and have now in hand 
$400. The debt on the Cathedral was at 
Easter reduced $8,000, and is still $15,000. 
T secured from the liberality of Eastern 
friends $500 for Durango, $300 for Alamosa, 
$550 for Gunnison, $500 for Longmont, 
$500 for South Pueblo, $500 for Rawlins, 
$500 for Evanston, $500 for Silverton. Each 
of these gifts has been, or will be, the means 
of acquiring property for the Church worth 
from three to ten times the amount. The 
Church at South Puebla will be a memorial 
to the late Miss Cornelia Boardman. Fif- 
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teen hundred dollars has been promised by 
a lady in Philadelphia to build a chapel at 
the Shoshone Indian Agency. 

We have built three rectories and three 
stone churches. Two frame churches are 
now in process of erection. Four churches 
are already projected for the coming year, 
for each of which I must look to outside 
friends for, at least $500. Thus $2,000 is 
wanted now to aid in church building, to be 
bestowed as gifts, not asloans; and from our 
large experience we can confidently say, that 
nowhere else and in no other way could 
money be better employed. Besides these 
four churches now determined on and plan- 
ning for as many more, on grounds the 
most economical, are required. For each of 
these also we shall need $500 and more from 
without. Thus aid for church building has 
been, and is, and will continue to be, one of 
our most pressing necessities. And in the 
nature of the case there can be no so safe 
almoner of funds for this object as the 
Bishop. 

Throughout the year we have had an aver- 
age of three Missionaries, for whose stipend 
the appropriation of the Board did not 
suffice. They required stipends averaging 
$200. For the coming year we shall need 
$1,200 for such eatra stipends. In view of 
the vast importance of the work, Gop grant 
that the friends of the work, who give most 
to the general cause, may be unstinting in 
their special offerings. ; 

On the whole, our parishes and Missions are 
steadily growing stronger, and the work is ex- 
tending on all sides. We have lost two and 
have gained two self-supporting parishes. 
This Mission district is—let it be ever borne 
in mind—chiefly a mining country. There 
are other interests, but they are all subordi- 
nate to that of mining. It may be laid down 
as a general truth, that in all mining coun- 
tries the people are poor and migratory. 
This two facts will always make Church work 
Missionary in character. I have seen already 
three of my strongly self-supporting parishes 
in mining towns become feeble Missions. In 
all but one of these towns, the population 
has rather increased than diminished, and the 
mines are increasingly productive. The 
cause of the Church’s loss of strength is 
found in the changes in the population. The 
work is none the less, probably it is even 
more, important, but it requires outside help 
to sustain it; as in the case of the down- 


town congregations, once strong parishes, in 
our large cities. We need especially two en- 
dowment funds, one for the sustaining of the 
Missionaries, of whom we shall always need 
a large supply; the other for the support of 
the Episcepate. Iam endeavoring and trust- 
ing to be able to lay the foundations of such 
endowments. Gifts and bequests from those 
whom Gop has blessed ought largely to aid 
us in thus providing for the inevitable future 
exigencies of the Church’s work in such a 
region of country. 

It is proper to say that in all cases of 
church building in places in which the 
Church has subsequently became weak, the 
funds have been raised by and among the 
people themselves, so that there has been no 
waste or misapplication of general funds. 
Not a dollar ever contributed through the 
Bishops for church building or any other 
cause, has failed without loss, to reach its 
designed object. 

Christian education is a large and most es- 
sential part of our work in a Missionary juris- 
diction. Our Church schools have been suc- 
cessful in bestowing thorough Christian edu- 
cation under Church influences and surround- 
ings. But the past year their receipts have 
been scarcely sufficient to meet expenses. 
Mrs. Palmer, the Principal of Wolfe Hall, 
after eight years of faithful service, resigned 
on account of ill health. Owing to sickness 
in 1881-2 and various other causes, the 
school has fallen off in numbers, though in 
many respects it has been constantly improv- 
ing. Miss D. M. Buchan, the new Principal, 
enters upon her work with great hopefulness 
and bright prospects, though with only the 
diminished patronage of last year. Jarvis Hall 
has never been a large school. But it has 
been doing thorough work, giving to boys 
as good an education as could be had any- 
where, fitting them for the business of life or 
sending them to the best Eastern Colleges, 
able to enter without conditions, and to rank 
with the best from the best Eastern schools. 
Dean Hart—than whom there is probably no 
more experienced and successful educator in 
this country—has been chosen Warden, and 
Mr. W. I. Smiley, a teacher of quite remark- 
able ability, continues as Head Master. 

There is much competition and rivalry in 
schools in Denver. Ours must, to fulfil 
their purpose, be equal to the very best in 
intellectual training, and immeasurably su- 
perior in the home care and discipline which 
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the Church provides. They have been such 
hitherto, and we are now greatly improving 


them. But from sickness or other reasons: 


they are liable to fluctuations in patronage. 
We see more than ever that endowments are 
necessary for all institutions of their high 
character. In the older States this need 
is appreciated. It is a happy augury that 
means adequate for all purposes flow into 
the treasuries of the best schools and col- 
leges of the Eastern States. Far more im- 
portant relatively to the population is the 
work to be done in the institutions in the 
newer States and Territories. May the time 
soon come when schools like Wolfe Hall 
and Jarvis Hall shall find like favor and en- 
richment, with adequate equipment for their 
work. We cannot be too thankful for the 
one great friend of Wolfe Hall, whose name 
it bears, who gives to this School every year 
$1,500. The need for annual scholarships 
is a pressing and increasing one. We have 
in each school daughters and sons of our 
Clergy. There is no resource to meet their 
expenses but annual scholarships of two 
or three hundred dollars, provided by the 
friends of Missionaries who would give to 
their children such educational advantages 
as they especially deserve and cannot other- 
wise obtain. Such aid helps both the Mis- 
sionaries and the schools. 

The work of Christian charity cannot be 
neglected without great loss to our own 
souls as well as of opportunity for Christian 
usefulness. St. Luke’s Hospital, Denver, 
has been doing faithfully and successfully 
the work expected of it. The ladies of the 
church in Denver have continued to be 
united and zealous initssupport. Its prop- 
erty, the large block of land and building, 
is worth at least $12,000. The debt, bearing 
seven per cent. interest, is $4,000. We hope 
to be able to pay this in annual instalments 
of $800 or $1,000. Meanwhile the efficient 
support of the Hospitalis necessary. It can- 
not meet its expenses from paying patients. 
It now requires aS many as SIX FREE BEDS 
supported by annual gifts or endowments. 
Three have been maintained for the past 
two years. The free-bed patients are not of 
the class that are usually provided for in the 
county hospitals. They are mostly young 
men who come to Colorado for their health, 
but too late. One who was recently cared 
for and died in St. Luke’s was from one of 
the best, and before the late war influential, 


families of the South, and had been for 
some two years a postulant for the Sacred 
Ministry. We cannot refuse admission to 
such persons. The aid of friends of suffer- 
ing humanity everywhere must enable us to 
receive them. There is probably not a State 
in the Union that does not constantly send 
to us some of the health-seeking invalid 
class. A hospital like St. Luke’s in Denver 
must have something like national import- 
ance and national claims. At the same time 
it is, we trust, surely growing in the public 
confidence at home. 

The work of the Church in Wyoming 
Territory is assuming importance and sta- 
bility. There are two self-supporting par- 
ishes, and at five Mission points the Services 
are regularly held. There are four resident 
Clergy and another of the Jurisdiction of 
Utah gives us one fourth of his Sundays— 
the Rev. G. Unsworth, of Ogden. At Raw- 
ling a church is building. At Evanston a 
church is to be built early the coming year: 
At Lauder there is a great demand for an 
Episcopal Church on the part of the people 
without regard to the question of denomi- 
nations. There are several points not yet 
supplied where regular Christian work 
should be established. 

The Mission to the Shoshone and north- 
ern Arapahoe Indians is especially promis- 
ing under the care of the Rev. J. Roberts. 
Ata recent visit I baptized at his request 
two Indian boys, one of whom will be em- 
ployed as a Catechist. It is hoped that 
the proposed church and school can be built 
this autumn. This agency, on which there 
are about 1,900 Indians, who are of as good 
Indian stock, and are as docile and desirous 
to be instructed and civilized as any, is one 
of the most interesting and important of all 
such establishments, in view of its central 
situation, its permanent character, and its 
relation to other agencies. _ It is believed 
that there is no mineral on this reservation 
to tempt the cupidity of white settlers. 
There is probably irrigable and cultivable 
land enough to give to every one of these 
Indians a small farm in severalty. As a 
stock range it is unsurpassed. It borders 
on the Yellowstone National Park, which is 
almost all in Wyoming Territory, and per- 
manently belongs to the public domain, in 
which settlers can acquire no title nor own- 
ership. If you examine a map of the West- 
ern States and Territories on which the 
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several Indian Reservations are marked, you 
will see that the Shoshone is the most cen- 
tral of all, and most accessible to the Indi- 
ans of the various tribes by Indian routes 
and modes of travel. The Sioux, the Utes, 
the Crows, Bunnocks, Blackfeet and others 
frequently make and return visits to the 
now friendly Shoshones. It would seem to 
be the place above all others in which to 
establish a great educational institute for 
Indians, Of the six or eight Arapahoes who 
were sent last year to Carlisle, some have 
died, and almost all have become sickly. 
It is doubtless the safest and wisest policy 
not to transplant them, but to educate them 
on a soil they call their own, in their native 
climate, and amidst the grand surroundings 
of their own mountains, valleys and plains. 
It is believed that after their school life at 
the agency they will be less likely to relapse 
into barbarism than after an education at 
the East. The general and corporate in- 
fluence of a great school on the life of the 
Indians around it, far and wide, must be 
very considerable. 

It is proposed to build now a boarding- 
school that shall be adequate to accommo- 
date one hundred boys and as many girls 
separately. The building is contracted for 
at a cost to the Government of $12,000. It 
is for the Church to say whether she will 
control the religious teaching in this great 
school. To this end she must have her 
chapel so long talked of. Mr. Roberts must 
have at least two assistants of whom one 
should be in Orders and one should be a 
lady. We are now corresponding in refer- 
ences to the supply of these needs. We 
have, at last, the hearty good-will of the ex- 
cellent Agent, Dr. Irwin, and his family, all 
belonging to our own Church, and of the em- 
ployees of the Agency, as also of the officers 
of the Post, Fort Washakil. May the 
prayers and alms of the friends of Indian 
Missions ascend to Gop on behalf of this 


work and bring down on it His richest bless- 
ings! 

The following summary of Parochial and 
Mission statistics is taken from the last Con- 
vocation Journal. They are for the year end- 
ing June 1, 1883: Baptisms, Infant, 390; 
Adults, 61. Total 451. Marriages, 145; Bur- 
ials, 215; Communicants added, 268; Died or 
Removed, 171;' Present number, 2,112; Sun- 
day-school Teachers, 213; Scholars, 1,849. 
Total, 2,082. Services, week days, 953; 
Sundays, 2,461; Communions, 542; Fami- 
lies, 1,921; Souls, 13,141; Church sittings, 
8,281; Value of Churches, $212,000; Rec- 
tories, $36,750; Schools, Irwin Hall and 
Wolfe Hall, buildings and lots, $140,000; 
Hospitals, $12,000; other Property, Land, 
$8,500. Total, $409,850. Communion Alms, 
$4,675; Home Missions, $575.65; Foreign 
Missions, $4.30; Domestic Missions, $86.05; 
Hospital, $15.16; Convocation Expenses, 
$146.20; Ministers’ Salaries; $21,172.59; 
Parish Expenses, $10,552.15; Total of Offer- 
ings, $33,540.85. In some instances these 
returns are very defective, but the means are 
not at hand now to supplement and correct 
them. 

I conclude this report with heartfelt 
thanks to all who have aided us by special 
offerings, those who have given little or those 
who have given much; their help has been 
and is indispensable; to the officers of the 
Prayer Book Societies, uniformly kind and 
generous; and to the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
through many branches, for their welcome 
stores of clothing and Missionary supplies. 

May Gop of His mercy and goodness re- 
ward all who by their prayers and offerings 
have aided, and may yet aid us in the prose- 
cution of this His work.

blessing, I am able to report continued prog- 
ress in this district. At the same time a 
sense of discouragement will dampen our 
energies, as we feel how inadequate the 
means at our disposal have become compared 
with the growth of the country. It seems to 
me good administration will always take into 
account the effect that this want of com- 
mensurate support will have, not only upon 
the fields lying uncultivated, but also upon 
the laborers, whose spirits are necessarily af- 
fected. It takes the spring out of the life 
to understand that the same amount of help 
is only possible whether you have ten thou- 
sand or a hundred thousand souls before you. 

In the past two years the changes in this 
field have been most radical. When there 
was not a mile of railway west of San Antonio

But, besides this, the American population 
in the Mexican States of Coahuila, Nueva 
Leon, and Chihuahua will now be tributary 
to our republic for education such as they 
desire for their children. Our schools are 
quite insufficient for even our own needs. 
St. Mary’s, San Antonio, cannot accomodate 
the local demand. Who will come to our 
aid? Thirty thousand dollars would be all 
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too little for the emergency, but who will 
give us the half or fourth of it ? 

We are not in debt, but with an enormous 
territory to evangelize, and only $2,400 
yearly appropriation with which to do it. 
If we spend any more upon the schools some 
of our Missionaries must be called in. 
Help us to extend this blessed influence 
exerted by these schools. Send money to 
enlarge and strengthen these beginnings. 
We are not pleading for a theoretical de- 
mand, one which may be made upon us for 
education, but speaking of a demand that 
is being made every day. We ask the 
sympathy and help of good men and women 
every where. :

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THIRD TRIENNIAL REPORT OF THE 


MISSIONARY BISHOP OF NORTHERN 


CALIFORNIA. 


Sr. AvUGUSTINE COLLEGE, 
BENICIA, CALIFORNIA, 
September 1st, 1883. 
ANOTHER year of Missionary labor closes 
to-day, and it becomes my duty to make my 
ninth statement of what the good providence 
of Gop has permitted me to perform. As 


the spring of 1880 the number was increased 
to fourteen (14). At the Seventh Convoca- 
tion (1881), ten (10) were on duty. One 
year later (1882) found the number of active 
Clergymen to be eight (8); while at the 
ninth and last Convocation held in St. Paul’s 
Church, Sacramento, May 2d, 1883, the roll 


this is the season for the meeting of thejof Clergymen attached to the jurisdiction 


General Convention of the Church, which by 
its action set apart this district during its 
session of 1874, it seems proper that this re- 
port should present what the Bishop has been 
enabled to do during the past three years. 
This will appear, so far as can be shown by 
figures, from the following statistics: Number 
of public Services at which I have officiated, 
1,798; sermons, lectures and addresses, 417; 
Holy Communions celebrated, 71; infants 
and adults baptized, 62; candidates con- 
firmed, 211; marriages solemnized, 8; church 
buildings consecrated, 1; funerals attended, 
16; Deacons advanced to the Priesthood, 1. 

Two Clergymen have departed this life— 
the Rev. John Sedgfield Thompson, a re- 
tired Missionary residing at Eureka, Hum- 
boldt County, and the Rev. W. Simonton 
Cochran, Rector of the Church of the Ascen- 
sion, Vallejo, and Missionary in Solano 
County, also Secretary of the Convocation 
for three years. Nine (9) Clergymen have 
removed from the jurisdiction; one (1) has 
been deposed, and five (5) have been received 
by transfer. 

When the jurisdiction was formed there 
were fourteen (14) Clergymen attached to 
Nerthern California, of whom ten (10) were on 
duty at the primary Convocation held in 
Grace Church, Sacramento, May 6th, 1875. 
At the second Convocation nine (9) were on 
the active list. At the third meeting (1877), 
there were thirteen (13) active co-operators 
with the Bishop. At the Annual Assembly 
in 1878, the number of Clergy on the roll 
was twenty-one (21), four (4) of whom were 
inactive. Twelve months later (1879), the 
Bishop had twelve (12) clerical helpers. Jn

Rev. E. M. Mott (Deacon), Missionary at 
Marysville and Wheatland, 1882. 

Rey. Alfred Todhunter, Missionary at St. 
Helena and Yountville, 1883. 

Rev. John Weart, U. 8. A., has been offi- 
ciating in Eureka, Humboldt Co., since 1882. 
Canonically he is attached to the Diocese of 
Kansas. 

Since the ninth Convocation, the Rev. E. 
E. Wood has been received from the Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction of Washington Territory, 
and placed in charge of St. John’s Church, 
Petaluma. 

The above comparative view shows how 
unsettled the Clergy in this jurisdiction have 
been, and may explain one of the many diffi- 
culties in the way of progress under which 
we have been laboring. ~ During the past 
three years the Clergy have been enabled to 
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minister to about one thousand families, bap- 
tizing about five hundred infants and adults, 
and administering the Lorp’s Supper to about 
eight hundred regular communicants. 

The church property in the jurisdiction is 
valued at $142,782.60, on which is an in- 
debtedness of $89, 908. 

The number of children in the Sunday- 
schools is about one thousand, taught by one 
hundred and ten teachers. 

The principal edifice for worship in the 
jurisdiction is located at Sacramento, the 
capital city of the State of California. So 
weak did the congregation become in num- 
bers and substance that the building fell into 
the hands of parties holding a mortgage 
which had been placed on the property in 
1872. Three years ago the church had lost 
its entire ownership in property in the chief 
city of the jurisdiction. By almost super- 
human efforts, however, together with the 
generosity of the banks into whose possession 
the property had fallen, the church was res- 
cued, every debt paid in full, every needed 
repair made, and has been consecrated to the 
worship of Almighty Gop. To-day all ex- 
penses are easily met, and in a few weeks a 
fine organ, at a cost of $3,000, will be placed 
in the choir gallery. The money is in bank 
awaiting the completion of the work. 

At Yreka, in Siskiyou county, a handsome 
and substantial church has been erected at a 
cost of $3,000. There is a debt of about 
$800 on the property, which the few strug- 
gling Church families are trying to pay off. 
They have been without the care of a Cler- 
gyman for two years, during which time they 
have been often disappointed in their efforts 
to secure a Rectorand Pastor. In the whole 
county, which in area equals the State of 
Kentucky, there are only two Protestant Min- 
isters and one Romish Priest. A good strong 
man, full of Missionary zeal, at this point, 
would greatly strengthen my hands. 

In Benicia, a well appointed Sunday- 
school building has been erected at a cost of 
$1,800. It is a great comfort to the chil- 
dren as well as the congregation, and also 
an ornament to the town. 

»At Folsom, one of the oldest mining 
camps in the State, regular Services have 
been restored by the energetic Rector of St. 
Paul’s Church, Sacramento, who officiates 
there every Tuesday evening. 

By the death of the Rev. W. S. Cochran, 
the parishes of Vallejo and Suisun are 
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vacant. They are both very feeble, and their 
combined strength is scarcely equal to the 
support of a Rector. 

The Church schools at Benicia are in 
about the same condition as when last re 
ported, except that the debts continue to 
grow. St. Augustine’s College is still under 
the immediate eye and care of the Bishop, 
which fact necessarily confines him more or 
less to Benicia. The management of St. 
Mary’s Hall is still in the hands of the Rev. 
L. D. Mansfield, Deacon in charge. These 
schools have the hearty commendation of 
the Convocation, but do not receive the 
patronage to which they are entitled from 


Church people. The Committee on Church 
Schools reported to the last Convocation as 
follows: ‘‘The past year has witnessed a 
satisfactory progress in the schools at Beni- 
cia. There has been a marked increase of 
patronage which bids fair for their future 
prosperity. The intellectual and moral train- 
ing, which under the fostering care of our 
‘Bishop, is furnished at St. Augustine’s is care- 
ful and thorough, and as such calls for the 
encouragement of every Churchman who has 
a son to educate; and St. Mary’s School 
for Girls, under the care of the Rev. L. D. 
Mansfield, is entitled to the same commenda- 
tion. The staff of instructors in these 
schools compares favorably with any other 
on this coast or in the Eastern States. The 
character of the teaching and discipline is 
and has been of the highest order, and com- 
mands the full confidence and approval of 
all who believe in Christian education as the 
indispensable and enduring foundation of 
both Church and State.” ‘ 

We add also an extract from the last report 
of the Committee on the State of the Church 
in the jurisdiction. 

‘“The Bishop’s address shows a larger 
amount of work done during the last than 
any previous year. The figures may not in- 
dicate it. The smaller number of confirma- 
tions is one of the incidents peculiar to this 
immediate section of the State, but no evi- 
dence of failing interest in the Church work. 
The Bishop stated that when he visited the 
jurisdiction eight years ago he found six 
hundred communicants, since which time he 
has confirmed one thousand persons, which, 
under normal circumstances, ought to give 
sixteen hundred communicants, whereas now 
there appears to be only about seven hun- 
dred. When well understood this is no source 
of discouragement. A great part of the 


jurisdiction is a ee region, where the 
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population is always changing, and where 
the people rarely make permanent homes. A 
remark of an Eastern statesman that ‘his 
native State was a good place: to immigrate 
from’ applies to no small part of this juris- 
diction. There is a constant moving of the 
population towards the agricultural regions, 
which are always improving, and where peo- 
ple are gathering for permanent homes. No 
doubt, if statistics of the agricultural regions 
of the whole State could be had, it would be 
found that earnestness was deepening, and 
interest in the Church increasing. 

‘‘Throughout the jurisdiction there is a 
manifest improvement, and just cause for 
encouragement,” 

Our immediate needs may be summed up 
in afew words. We want first $1,500 to 
be appropriated to the support of a clerical 
Missionary, who can visit, under the direc- 
tion of the Bishop, those points in the juris- 
diction which are destitute of the regular 
ministrations of the Church. After estab- 
lishing the Church at these places, he could 
settle in one or two of them, and probably 
after a while relinquish the above aid in 
favor of some new Missionary, who could 
repeat the work of his predecessor. 
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Secondly, we want $10,000 wherewith 
to pay the interest on the debts of our 
Church schools, and make such repairs to 
the property as demand immediate atten- 
tion. 

The new Bishop of Washington Territory 
found in Philadelphia—so the newspapers 
state—friends who came nobly forward 
with thousands by the score to build and 
endow his Church schools: may there not 
be found more such friends to help the Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction of Northern California 
and relieve its institutions of learning from 
the embarrassments which hamper their 
efforts? Northern California is far more 
destitute than Washington, and therefore is 
more entitled to sympathy and substan- 
tial help from the generous Churchmen at 
the East. It has never received yet one 
dollar of endowment, but we trust the time 
has come for a cheering change.

PRESENT CONDITION OF THE FIELD. 


‘It is, I suppose, impossible to overesti- 
mate the growth of material prosperity in 
this jurisdiction. The six thousand miles 
of railroad now in operation in this State 
have opened up vast tracts of land to 
settlement. Population and capital have 
by this means been attracted from all parts 
of the Union and Europe. New farms have 
been opened in every direction; vast pas- 
tures enclosed for sheep and cattle; new 
towns created as by the waving of a magi- 
cian’s wand; manufactures of various kinds 
set on foot; a State University founded, with 
numberless schools and colleges, public, 


and agnosticism, may find here many repre- 
sentatives. The .tongues of Europe, the 
dialects of England, the sounds peculiar to 
the lands of Burns and of Moore, mingle in 
our streets with those which may be heard 
in Boston or New Orleans. The sentiment 
of these people is as various as their na- 
tivity.

found it impossible to continue with us long. 
Some of them have plainly stated that the 
strain occasioned by the cosmopolitan char- 
acter of the population, and its consequent 
lack of co-operation and cohesion, was too 
much for their powers. If this be so in the 
sphere of spiritual things it will require no 
labored argument to prove a still greater 
difficulty in that of temporal things. Com- 
paratively few have received any training in 
the Church. Of these, again, only afew have 
been trained to habits of systematic liber- 
ality in the cause of Gop. Hence gifts are 
seldom made or services rendered for the 
honor and glory of Gon, but rather to serve 
some lower purpose of a personal nature. 

To these facts we must add one more—the 
fluctuating character of our population. 
The losses by ‘‘removal” are so severe as to 
have almost extinguished some of our most 
promising Missions. This is an evil against 
which no foresight can guard. Restlessness 
is characteristic of the age, and especially of 
new settlements. Sudden changes of value, 
caused by a new railroad or town, shift the 
centre of population of a district or county, 
and the plans and labor of years are scattered 
to the winds. 

But let us proceed to particulars. 


new Missions in different parts of the city. 
The Mission of the Incarnation is continued 
by a Lay-reader, but that of the Transfig- 
uration had to be given up for the time for 
lack of workers. Although that progress 
which I know was possible in spiritual 
things has not been attained for the reason 
given, much nevertheless has been done. 
For the better organization of woman’s work, 
a Missionary Association has been formed 
which is to work in connection with the 
Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of Missions. 
From this I anticipate the happiest results. 
Already has a desire for information on Mis- 
sionary topics been aroused and a determi- 
nation manifested to do some solid work 
this winter for the Master’s cause. 

The Benevolent and Church Furnishing 
Societies have also been reorganized, and are 
doing effective work in their respective de- 
partments. 

Similar work has been set on foot among 
the male members of the Parish, especially 
with a view to Church extension and Sun- 
day-school work. 

In addition to these, aclass for instruction 
in electricity has been formed in the choir- 
room by a youth who gladly gives his time 
and instruction gratuitously. 
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A parish library of useful books is acces- 
sible to those who wish to avail themselves 
of its benefits. Substantial improvements 
have been made in the organ by the addi- 
tion of new pipes, etc. A superior iron 
fence has been placed in front of the church 
property, and the other fence repaired in a 
thoroughly substantial manner. The grounds 
have been neatly laid out in grass and 
gravel walks. These improvements have 
cost a good deal of money and labor, but 
are now sources of great pleasure to the con- 
gregation and their visiting friends. 

Grammar School.--The Grammar School 
for Boys, which was carried on by the Rev, 
J. F. Hamilton, failed in his hands last year. 
Thave had neither the man, means nor courage 
necessary to revive it. A school to be suc- 
cessful must be superior to all the common 
and private schools in the city. But being 
a Church school it will need to be very 
much superior both in teachers and general 
equipment. 

S FORT WORTH. 

This city has grown and continues to 
grow with great vigor. 

St. Andrew’s Parish (which has become 
self-supporting) was induced to purchase, 
through my aid, a valuable lot, and to re- 
move the parsonage to the new site. This 
is a great improvement. They are nowrais- 
ing funds for the purchase of a new organ. 
At least one Mission should be founded im- 
mediately on the south side of the railroad, 
but both the man and the means are wanting. 
The congregation feel unable to do more than 
support the machinery already at work. The 
opening for most hopeful work is manifest 
and encouraging, but the support of the 
workman during its incipiency could not be 
raised upon the spot. The Rev. W. D. Sart- 
welle is doing probably as much as any man 
can do in his circumstances. 

WEATHERFORD. 

All Saints’ Mission is the headquarters of 
the Rev. W. W. Patrick, whose regular min- 
istrations extend to Abilene, Colorado City, 
and Graham, with occasional Services at other 
points. The distances travelled by this Mis- 
sionary are very great, his district being 
two hundred miles in length. His work is 
being done effectively, with great patience 
and success. The number of our people in 
Weatherford is smaller than formerly, owing 
to death and removals. 
the Missionary have therefore been great. 


The necessities of}the Texas and Pacific railway. 


have given him such assistance and encour- 
agement asI could. Substantial improve- 
ments have been made in the parsonage and 
a constant supply of water obtained by dig- 
ging, hoth of which add materially to the 
comfort of the family. Funds are also be- 
ing raised to give some necessary finish to 
the fabric of the church. Of the spiritual 
condition of the Mission he writes more 
hopefully than formerly. 
ABILENE. 

The growth of this place in the year just 
past has been truly wonderful. Substantial 
buildings of brick and stone have been 
erected in considerable numbers. The pop- 
ulation has increased beyond the expecta- 
tion of the sanguine, with a large percentage 
of Church people of refinement and energy. 
They have raised a subscription for a church, 
to which I have promised to add an equal 
amount from the Colby Memorial Fund. A 
lot has been presented and two others ad- 
joining purchased. Plans for a pretty stone 
church have been adopted and bids for the 
work are now advertized for. 


COLORADO CITY, 

ubout one hundred miles still further to the 
west, is only of two years’ existence. Already 
it has a large population, many costly brick 
blocks, and a street railway! Here also we 
have some people. A site for a church has 
been procured, partly by gift and purchase, 
though the deed has not yet come to hand. 
A subscription has been raised, to which I 
have promised to add $500 upon condition 
that nodebt remain. Immediately on receipt 
of the deed work will be begun. This is the 
last town to the westward within the limits 
of Northern Texas. At this point the rail- 
road (which is the town generator of this 
region) passes into Western Texas and cre- 
ates therein much work for my brother who 
so wisely presides over that field. 

Returning we find the Chape! of the Good 
Samaritan at 

EAGLE COVE 

remains almost in memoriam. Only two 
families of the once flourishing colony are 
left to use it. Passing on to the eastward, 
through the flourishing town of Baird, where 
we have no people, we stop at 


CISCO. 
Here the Houston and Texas Central crosses 
A few 


I'souls at this point spread a news of the Bish- 
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op’s arrival, the Presbyterians gladly lend 
their church, and a most attentive congre- 
gation is quickly assembled. The Houston 
and Texas Central Railroad Co. have pre- 
sented two valuable lots at this place. Our 
people are so few that I am not able at pres- 
ent to build upon them, but hope to do so 
next year. 

Fifty miles by stage to the southwest 
brings us to 

BROWNWOOD. 
Here our people have worked with great| 
energy, notwithstanding the fact that death 
and removals have thinned their number. 
They have purchased a most desirable lot, 
and are busy raising money to build a church. 
Of course I have promised to assist them to 
the best of my ability. Thirty miles to the 
eastward is 
COMANCHE. 

Our people are fewer than before. Lay 
Services are conscientiously maintained. I 
urged them to build a small chapel at least, 
which would prove a spiritual home. They 
took the matter up, and, encouraged by the 
usual promise of assistance from me, raised 
a partial subscription on the spot. Twenty- 
five miles farther east we reach the Houston 
and Central Railway again at the village 
of Dublin. Here babies are baptized and 
sermons preached. Then off by rail to Ire- 
dell, Morgan, Whitney, and Kopperl, where 
we find the Rev. C. L. Fitchett, from 
Cleburne, has been giving occasional Services 
with great satisfaction to the people. Our 
people are so few in these small places that 
nothing more can be done for them at 
present. From Morgan the Gulf, Colorado, 
and Santa Fé Railroad takes us to 

CLEBURNE. 

The parish of the Holy Comforter has 
passed through severe trials, which canvot 
here be enumerated. It is sufficient to say 
that it has now taken a new lease of life. 
Mr. Fitchett has succeeded in moving the 
interest and liberality of his people. A 
subscription has been raised for the repair 
of the church, and that most needful work 
is now in progress. Thirty miles south of 
Cleburne, on the Missouri Pacific Railway, 
is the rising town of 

HILLSBORO. 

Occasional Services are given here by Mr. 
Fitchett. The town is prospering and our 
people are on the increase. A church at 
this point isnow urgently required. I hope! 


next year to be able to report that it is an 
accomplished fact. Much assistance will 
be needed, for the people are poor. 

Forty miles to the east is 

CORSICANA. 

St. John’s is prospering with the growing 
prosperity of the town. A larger church 
will soon be demanded. The parsonage is 
now fairly comfortable and commodious. 
The Rev. J. B. Linn is doing valuable work, 
to the grateful satisfaction of the people. 

About twenty miles to the north, on the 
Houston and Texas Central Railroad, is the 
flourishing town of 

ENNIS, 
which has improved very decidedly in the 
last year. Here we have very few people. 
Iam satisfied that if a small church could 
be built at this point and supported with 
regular Services, the happiest results would 
follow. 

To the northwest fourteen miles is the 
thriving town of 

WAXAHACHIE. 

Our people here are very few. Yet the 
same remark is in point as that just written 
of Ennis. Northward through Dallas we 
pass Plano, where we have no people at 
present, and soon reach McKinney. This 
town grows apace. Our people are few, and 
seem unwilling to attempt the labor and 
effort of building. Thirty miles west is Den- 
ton, on the Missouri Pacific, where a sub- 
stantial town and prosperous population re- 
buke our lack of Missionary enterprise. 
Fifteen miles to the north, on the same 
railway, Pilot Point repeats the charge; 
onward but a few miles Whitesboro renews 
the complaint. Fifteen miles to the west 
is solid town of 

GAINESVILLE. 

St. Paul’s Mission has grown into a self- 
supporting parish, and called the Rev. T. 
B. Lawson as its first Rector. <A valuable 
lot has been purchased, beautiful plans 
adopted, and a large subscription raised. 
Of course I am pledged for liberal aid as 
usual. I hope all preparations may soon be 
completed and the work begun. 

Passing northeast through Whitesboro we 
soon reach 

DENISON, 
the bustling city lying at the northern en- 
trance to the State. St. Luke’s, under the 
earnest care of the Rev. F. N. Atkin, its 
new Rector, is developing increased life 
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and activity. The Sunday-school is larger 
than at any time heretofore, the congrega- 
tions are pressing upon the chancel, and al- 
ready demand more room, The parsonage 
has been papered throughout. It was a 
great pleasure to see the sweet contentment 
of the geod man and his interesting family 
in their neat and suitable home. 

Nine miles south, on the Houston Central 
railroad, is 

SHERMAN. 

St. Stephen’s has prospered under the Rev. 
T. B. Lawson, whoresigned from the first of 
July to accept St. Paul’s, Gainsville. Sher- 
man is a beautiful town, affording a splendid 
field for work. A man of energy and ability, 
full of the Hoty Guosr and wisdom, would 
soon make St. Stephen’sa blessing and a joy. 
The church is pretty and in excellent order. 
The people are, I am afraid, apathetic, but 
really refined and cultivated, who could easily 
be aroused to earnest life. Iam looking for 
the man to stir them to nobler things than 
they yet haveattempted. Thirty-two miles, 
on the trans-continental branch of the Texas 
and Pacific, is the thriving town of 


BONHAM. 

Trinity Church has been completed through 
the patient labor of Dr. Lawson, and was 
consecrated on the 20th of May. This Mis- 
sion is combined with Sherman. The two 
would form a hopeful and delightful field 
for the right sort of a man. 

Fifteen miles further east is the prosperous 
town of 

HONEY GROVE. 

St. Mark’s Church, of which I laid the 
corner-stone on the 19th of May, is now com- 
pleted and paid for, except the seats and 
windows. For these we have the money in 
hand; so that I look for its completion im- 
mediately. The Mission is financially weak, 
and has done most nobly in carrying its work 
along so quickly. It must be combined 
with Paris for ministerial service. The dis- 
tance is fifteen miles, 


PARIS 
is one of the most delightful places of resi- 
dence in Texas. The Holy Cross is a pretty 
little church. The parish has gained some 
valuable additions during the year. It has 
also unhappily lost some excellent people 
byremoval, With Honey Grove, on the west, 
and Clarksville, on the east, it affords as nice 
a field of labor as need be. A reasonable 
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salary can be provided. A man of refine- 
ment and zeal, with fair ability and discretion, 
would be happily situated and sure of suc- 
cess. The Mission at 


CLARKSVILLE 
has suffered severely by removals. Only 
two or three families are left. The pretty 


church is closed and the comfortable parson- 
age isrented. We wait hopefully, expecting 
new members to arrive to supply the places 
of those that are gone. But it seems weary 
waiting. The town is prosperous as ever. 
Our losses are therefore temporary, and due 
to. the restless character of our people. 

About seventy miles farther east we reach 

TEXARKANA. 

St. James’ feels the prosperity of thisrising 
town. The energy of the Rey. R. Collisson 
has made the church too small for his grow- 
ing congregations, A subscription has been 
raised for its enlargement. I confidently 
expect to find the work completed upon the 
occasion of my next visit. The building 
erected for the parish school is substantial. 
It has not been found possible, however, to 
conduct a Church school successfully. In 
other words, a school conducted on Church 
principles could not be made to pay. The 
building is therefore rented for a secular 
school. 

We now take the Texas and Pacific Rail- 
way, and passing through many towns of 
lesser note we arrive at Jefferson, in the 
Diocese of Texas. Here we take the Rev. 
E. G. Benners and set out on the east line 
narrow guage of the Missouri Pacific sys- 
tem. We pass through Dangerfield and 
Pittsburg, both important towns, but with- 
out any of our people; leave Mount Pleasant 
and also Mount Vernon, to the north of us, 
for the same reason, and at length reach 


SULPHUR SPRINGS. 

St. Philip’s Mission at this point enjoys 
the services of a faithful Lay-reader who 
keeps the Sunday-school at work, and other- 
wise holds the little flock together in the 
intervals of Mr. Benners’ visits. We need 
a small church very much, but the people 
are unable to provide it for themselves. 
Faithful and steady work is being done, 
which will bear fruit in due season. 

Thirty miles farther to the west the 
flourishing town of 

GREENVILLE 
is situated. The town has. improved very 
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much, but our people are fewer than for- 
merly. The few remaining are most anxious 
to have the ministrations of the Church, but 
are unable to obtain them except occa- 
sionally. 

We now take the Missouri Pacific train 
for the south-east, and in due course reach 


MINEOLA. 

Grace Mission at this place makes sure, but 
slow progress. Mr. Benners feels much en- 
couraged, and writes me hopefully of his 
work. It does not seem possible to do 
more for this place at present than is being 
done. Here we say farewell to Mr. Ben- 
ners. 

Taking the Texas and Pacific train we 
meet the Rev. John Portmess at 


WILLS’ POINT. 

St. George’s Mission has lost its oldest 
friends by removal. One new family has 
come to take the place thus vacated. The 
work is slow, but faithfulness and patience 
will produce results in time. 

On westward to 

TERRELL. 

This town has improved materially, The 
Mission of the Good Shepherd, so long and 
faithfully served by Mr. Portmess, has as- 
sumed its responsibilities as a parish, and 
elected the Missionary as its first Rector. 
The beautiful little church will soon need 
to be enlarged, A quiet but most effective 
work is being done by this patient laborer. 

Fourteen miles south is the town of 


KAUFMAN. 
There is marked improvement in the 
town. The Mission of Our Merciful Saviour 
has been organized. There is no increase 
of our numbers, but we have not lost any. 
Our people are more prosperous than they 
have been, which leads me to hope for bet- 
ter things as they become more easy of at- 
tainment. 
Omitting many places, we set out by the 
Fort Worth and Denver railroad, and soon 


reach 
DECATUR. 


The vigor of a strong life is here mani- 
fest. Our people are fewer than formerly. 
A packed congregation will always bid the 
Bishop welcome, but the responses will be 
few. A Missionary giving regular Services 
here would soon make himself felt, but I 
cannot provide the man for the work, nor 


sustain him if I had him during its develop- 
ment, Farther to the northwest is the town 
of 

HENRIETTA, 

Of it we may repeat what has been said 
of Decatur. On still farther is Wichita 
Falls. This is the present terminus. We 
have a few here, as in the other towns just 
mentioned. From this point an immense 
country called the Pan Handle extends to 
the north and west. This region is being 
filled with people and towns. They are so 
scattered that it has been impossible to 
command either men or money wherewith 
to provide for their spiritual needs. At 
Fort Elliott a Lay-reader did most excellent 
work until his removal to another post. 
From his report I am sure that there is most 
urgent need of a Missionary of singular 
zeal and devotion to minister to the settlers. 
Unless some man of the rare kind required 
should offer himself, and means for his sup- 
port be supplied while he was gaining some 
knowledge of the country and people, I do 
not see how it is possible for me to meet 
the demands of the case. The centre of 
population is two hundred miles from Wi- 
chita Falls over a country occupied chiefly 
by cattle. 

An immense extent of territory has now 
been traversed. Very many towns have not 
been named at all, and in others, even of 
large size, we have not stopped, because 
there were none of ‘‘our people” in them. 
This is a very poor reason for leaving large 
and flourishing towns absolutely untouched 
by the ministrations of the Church. Noth- 
ing can justify, however our weakness may 
excuse, this total neglect of a large section 
of our territory and population. Until very 
much larger agencies both of men and 
means are placed at our disposal, it is simply © 
a physical impossibliity to do more than a 
fraction of our duty in this most promising 
field. The ground is purely Missionary. 
To the reflective this will explain the whole 
case. Outside of the few parishes where 
effective work has been already done, both 
the men necessary to reach unoccupied 
towns and means for their support must be 
supplied by the Missionary zeal and energy 
of the Church at large. The same is true of 
parish schools. If well officered and free 
they can easily be filled with children, who 
may thus be brought under religious and 
Churchly influence; but, if fees must be 
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charged, their Churchly character will sink 
them. And this is not a mere theory of 
mine—it is the result of experience pur- 
chased at considerable cost. 

. CHRISTIAN EDUCATION. 

Itis my object to found a school for girls 
of ahigh order. I am quite sure that no 
Missionary agency of greater importance 
can be put in operation. Much interest has 
been aroused on the subject throughout the 
jurisdiction. Several towns have applied to 
me expressing their desire for such an insti- 
tution, and their readiness to help in its 
founding and erection. It would be out of 
place here to attempt any discussion of the 
importance of this subject, or to give details 
as to the efforts which may be put forth in 
particular localities in its behalf: It ismore 
fitting to state in a general way my purpose, 


and also that there is now an intense desire 
upon the part of the people in this jurisdic- 
tion to have that purpose carried out. I 
leave the matter confidently in the hands of 
Churchmen to whom Gop has given the 
stewardship of wealth.

P. S8.—Since the above has been put in 
type the Bishop has purchased twenty acres 
of land in Dallas, at a cost of $3,000, as a 
site for a Girls’ School of high order. .The 
people of Dallas have done nobly in this 
matter, having raised and paid into the bank 
$5,000, and given a promise of $5,000 more 
to be paid when the school building is begun.

THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF NEW MEXICO 
AND ARIZONA. 


I ruinx I cannot better begin this report} 


than by quoting two extracts from our last 
Convocation Journal. 

My address closes with these words: ‘‘In 
summing up the results of the year, there is 
ample ground for encouragement. The 
number of the Clergy has been doubled since 
we last met; the number confirmed is nearly 
double that of last year; while the value of 
church property has been increased one 
hundred per cent.” 

The other extract is from the Report of the 
Committee on the State of the Church : 

‘To sum up in few words our financial 
gain, the value of property has increased as 
follows during the last four years: Esti- 
mated value first year, $5,000; second, 
$8,000; third, $20,000; fourth, $40,000.” 

Not quite $4,000 of the $35,000 thus 
added to our church property came from 
outside sources. I am glad to be able to 
give this proof of the very remarkable liber- 
ality of the people of this jurisdiction. 
At the same time I wish to emphasize the 
fact, that if a few thousand dollars had 
been placed in my hands, to invest for the 
Church, when I took charge of this Mission, 
before many years it would have increased 
to asum large enough to make this jurisdic- 
tion independent of outside help for all time. 
If this should seem to any one an exag- 
gerated statement, let it be remembered 
tbat in several towns in New Mexico prop- 
erty is worth from ten to twenty times 
what it would have cost three years ago. 
Moreover, there could hardly have been any 
risk, as church property is not taxed, nor 
likely to be taxed, in New Mexico for many 
years to come. And as we have a Board 
incorporated for the purpose of holding 
church property, there could be no danger 
of alienation. 

Being strongly impressed with the impor- 
tance of what I have stated above, I have 
secured twenty-one (21) lots in five different 


towns in New Mexico, partly by gift and 
partly by purchase. 

Besides these twenty-one lots, on which 
there are no improvements, we have valu 
able property in four other places in New 
Mexico on which churches or chapels have 
been erected. 

BUILDINGS. 

Handsome stone churches have been built 
in Santa Fé and Albuquerque. 

In Las Vegas the chapel has been im- 
proved, and a neat and comfortable rectory 
built; and $500 collected toward the build- 
ing of a new church, which is greatly 
needed, as the present chapel is much too 
small. 

In Mesilla we have a Mission building, 
which cost $1,000, the generous gift of the 
Rev. Dr. Saul. The town of Mesilla has 
gone down since the railroad passed through. 
If it could have been foreseen, the money 
could have been much better invested in 
several other places. But at the- time the 
purchase was made—long before my day— 
Mesilla was one of the most thriving places 
in New Mexico. It was thought then it 
would be, what El Paso has since become, 
the railroad centre for that part of the coun- 
try. Still the $1,000 spent in Mesilla has 
not been a bad investment. Mr. George D. 
Bowman, a cousin of the late Bishop Bow- 
man, uses part of the building for his land 
office, and pays $100 ayearinrent. Besides 
Mr. Bowman, with his devout household, 
conducts a lay Service every Sunday. 
This Service has been maintained for years, 
and though conducted by a layman, has a 
larger attendance than any other American 
congregation in the town. 

In Arizona we have only one church, St. 
Paul’s, Tombstone. It is built of adobes— 
sun-dried bricks—and is very neat and 
churchly looking. It has a porch, chancel, 
and vestry room; seats 150 persons; the 
roof is open, and the windows are filled with 
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cathedral glass.. We have also in Tomb- 
stone a small parsonage, and what is better 
still, the largest and most liberal congrega- 
tion in the town. 

In Tucson we have had many difficulties 
to contend against, which I stated at length 
in my last Report, and need not repeat again. 
In the past year, however, we have made 
some progress. <A lot costing $2,000 has 
been purchased. A church is very much 
needed in Tucson. It can be built in the 
coming year, if they can get $1,000 outside 
assistance. I believe without this help it 
will not be attempted. It ought to be re- 
membered iu this connection that the gen- 
eral Church has never spent one dollar for 
church building in Arizona, except in 
Tombstone. And for $900 received from 
the East, we have a church and parsonage, 
worth at least $6,500, and no debt, together 
with a flourishing congregation, which will 
be self-supporting. I believe equal success 
would attend our efforts in Tucson, if we 
could get a reasonable amount of outside 
help. 


CHURCHES WHICH OUGHT TO BE BUILT AT 
ONCE. 


We ought to build three (3) churches as 
soon as possible. These would be at Silver 
City and Deming, New Mexico, and Tuc- 
son, Arizona. For Deming we need $500. 
At Tucson $1,000 will be required, Silver 
City can build, it is thought, without any 
assistance. 

If we had the means, we ought also to 
build at Socono, New Mexico, and Phenix 
and Prescott, in Arizona. 

RECTORIES. 

It would be economy to build in every 
town where a Missionary is settled a modest 
home for the Clergyman. It would save 
from $300 to $400 a year in rent, make the 
Mission self-supporting much sooner, and 
secure solidity and permanency for the work. 
But although, as a general rule, a rectory 
does not cost half as much as a church, it is 
a much easier matter to build the latter than 
the former. Nearly every one looks upon a 
church as a public improvement, and will 
contribute something for its erection; but a 
rectory is considered more of a private 
affair, and hence only the members of the 
congregation can be relied on to build it. 
But the strain to which they have been 
subjected in building the church inclines 
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them to put off as long as they can another 
little effort. 


CLERGYMEN, 


Dear Dr. Twing, of blessed memory, said 
to me, when about to take charge of this 
work, ‘‘You will have more difficulty in 
getting men for your field than money to 
support them.” At first I found his predic- 
tion true, but in the past year I have been 
obliged to refuse work to several good men 
for want of funds to guarantee a support. 

During the year now closing the follow- 
ing Missionaries have been at work in their 
respective fields as follows: 

Rev. H. Forrester, at Albuquerque and the 
Rio Grand Valley. 

Rev. E. W. Meany, at Santa Fé. 

Rev. H. L. Gamble, at Silver City and 
parts adjacent. 

Rey. C. J. Hendley, Tucson, Arizona. 

Rev. J. T. Bagnall, at Tombstone, Ari- 
zona, together with the mining camps at 
Bisbee and Charleston. 

Rev. J. A. M. La Tourette, Post Chap- 
lain at Port Union, has done Missionary 
work in the neighborhood of the Post 
wherever he found opportunity. 

Every one of these men has done solid 
and satisfactory work. Whatever progress 
has been made in this Mission in the past 
three years is chiefly due to the ability and 
earnestness of the men who have been my 
fellow-helpers. I was strongly convinced, 
and J have acted on the conviction, that it 
is better to let the land lie fallow than put at 
work any man who does not thoroughly 
command the respect of the community in 
which he is placed. The result has been 
that in every place where we have worked 
steadily for some time we have gone ahead 
of the several denominations who had pos- 
session of the ground before us. 

NEW FIELDS. 

Missionaries ought to be placed at Phenix 
and Prescott, Arizona, and Deming, New 
Mexico. 

I need a Deacon here at Las Vegas to 
do work a hundred miles east and west on 
the railroad, and take my place when I am 
absent on visitations. As it is now there 
can be no Service at Las Vegas when I am 
looking after other parts of the jurisdiction. 
Under such circumstances we need not look 
for progress. If we can hold our own we 
may be thankful. 
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DEBTS. 

Only one church in the jurisdiction is 
encumbered with debt, St. John’s, Albu- 
querque. On this church there is a mort- 
gage of $4,300. This was a great grief to 
me, as well as to the Missionary in charge, 
the Rev. Mr. Forrester. But it was wholly 
unavoidable. I could give them little as- 
sistance, and the people had done all they 
were able. The property is worth $10,000, 
and unless some great disaster should fall 
upon the town I believe the church is in no 
danger of being lost. But the debt is an 
incubus, choking life and progress, and 
ought to be removed as quickly as possible. 
I would undertake, with $10,000 outside 
help, to lift the mortgage. 


By Gop’s great mercy I have enjoyed such 
uninterrupted good health that during 
nearly three years I have not missed a single 
appointment. 

Though at times hard pressed for the 
want of money, and obliged to let splendid 
opportunities pass unimproved, I thought it 
best to stick at the work and not go Kast to 
solicit. 

If in the future we receive our fair share 
of the beneficence of Christian people, I be- 
lieve the Church at large will not be disap- 
pointed in the results.

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THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF MONTANA. 


THE third report for the separate jurisdic- 
tion of Montana will show some progress 
and a reasonable amount of work done. 
There have been some disappointments and 
some successes. We have lost three Clergy- 
men and have added three to our number, 
so that our working force remains the same 
as it was a year ago. We have built two 
churches and are now building a third, 
while a rectory is in process of erection at 
Bozeman. The ordering of the work has 
been changed somewhat to correspond to 


the changes among the workmen. We have} 


relinquished work temporarily in five places, 
but have begun new or resumed old work in 
nine others. 

I have given four months of my own time 
to caring for vacant Parishes or Missions. 
The rest of the year has been wholly devoted 
to the visiting of the field. I have visited 
twenty places where no Clergyman of our 
Church goes because we have no one to 
send. In doing this work in this vacant 
field I have held thirty-two Services, bap- 
tized eleven children and confirmed four 
persons. In Missions that have been tem- 
porarily vacant I have baptized seven chil- 
dren and two adults. The number of confir- 
mations has been larger than in any pre- 
vious year, and IJ think the report of offer- 
ings will show a substantial increase. 

The great drawback has been want of 
workmen. We ought to keep all we have 
and gain all we can. Instead our losses 
have equalled our gains. We have ten 
Clergymen, including the Bishop. But one 
of them is an invalid, has done no clerical 
work for a year, and is not likely to be able 
to take up that work again. Nine Mission- 
aries for one hundred and fifty thousand 
square miles of territory make too little 
Missionary to the square mile. But we live 
in hope. One vacancy I have been trying to 
fill for months. I hope it will be filled 
speedily. Five more have declined. The 
sixth has not been heard from. New fields 


need additional workmen. But I have not 
dared to take a step toward securing them 
for want of means to support them. A por- 
tion of their salaries can be raised in the 
places served. The other portion is not in 
my hands, and the past gives little assur- 
ance that it will be. And so I wait to see 
what the future will bring. In the mean- 
time the Clergy we have supply Services to 
these scattered places as frequently as possi- 
ble. It is not what ought to be, but it is 
all that can be with present resources. 

The whole field is worked, as far as it is 
worked at all, from eight centres. I will 
speak of these somewhat in detail, though 
not in the order of their importance. 

HELENA. 

Here we have a church and rectory. The 
church is of stone and the rectory of wood. 
In the basement of the church we have a room 
in which a small parish school is carried on. 
We hope it may grow into something of 
greater importance in time. Here we have 
two Clergymen—the Rev. Mr. Webb, who 
came to us from Jowa last January, and the 
Rev. Mr. Hooker, whom I ordained Deacon 
on the 18th day of last October. The two 
work together, holding Services in eight 
places besides Helena. These Missions are 
distant from five to thirty-five miles from the 
parish church, and the Missionazies go out 
to them on horseback. They are not fright- 
ened at storm, heat, or cold ; and while the 
home parish is not neglected, the Missions 
are well served. 

FORT BENTON. 

The Rev. S. C. Blackiston began work 
here four years ago. He built a brick 
church, costing about $3,500. The church 
is yet unfurnished, except with temporary 
furniture, but has been in use for two 
years. There isa debt of $600. But one- 
half of the amount is subscribed, and be- 
fore long an effort will be maae and the 
whole removed. On the 1st of March Mr. 
Blackiston gave up the work here and re- 
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moved to Butte. Since then no Services have 
been held except when I made my visitation 
in April. I hope to fill the vacancy soon. 
For two years one Sunday in each month 
has been taken from the Benton work to 
give to Fort Assinaboine, seventy miles to 
the north. Mr. Blackiston’s successor, who- 
ever he may be, will give one Sunday a 
month to Fort Shaw and Sun River, sixty 
miles to the south. 
MISSOULA. 

The Rev. George Stewart has been in 
Missoula six years. In all that time we 
have had no place of worship of, our 
own. Last winter a small chapel was 
built, and this season they are building a 
substantial brick church, which is to’ be 
finished in the fall. We have in hand and 
subscribed for the purpose about $3,000; 
and I think it will be completed without 
debt. Mr. Stewart goes once a month up 
the Bitter Root Valley, where he ministers 
in three places. 

BUTTE. 

On the ist of last December the Rev. 
C. O. Tillotson resigned St. John’s Church, 
Butte, and went to California. And on 
the ist of January the Rev, H. C. Hutch- 
ings gave up his work in Deer Lodge and 
returned to the Diocese of Albany. From 
lack of men and of means to support them, 
it seemed best for the present to unite 
those two Missions. Therefore Mr. Black- 
iston ministers to both of them. But soon 
they should again be separated. Butte 
needs all of one man’s work. And other 
work can be connected with Deer Lodge 
sufficient to give one man enough to do. 
In Deer Lodge we have a stone church with 
no debt resting upon it. In Butte the debt 
of $5,000 still remains. It was a mistake 
to create it, and it was done against my ad- 
vice. But it exists and must be met. The 
affairs of the Mission are in better condition 
than they were a year ago. 
that soon the debt will be paid and the 
church consecrated. 

DILLON. 

For two years .the Rev. Mr. Prout 
gave one Sunday a month to Dillon. In 
that time he built a beautiful little church 
there, which was intended to cost $2,500, 
but which really cost $3,500. It was a dis- 
appointment to have a debt when we meant 
to have none. But when labor costs five 
and six dollars a day, and lumber from 
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thirty to fifty dollars a thousand, it is impos- . 
sible to build cheaply without building 
poorly. We build well and have a debt as 
the consequence. The amount is about 
$1,200. But we have paid no interest so far, 
and I hope it will be liquidated before in- 
terest has to be paid. Last November the 
Rev. A. D. Drummond came to us from 
Colorado. Until July he was assistant to 
Mr. Prout, and together they ministered in 
six places. Now Mr. Drummond has charge 
in Beaverhead county, giving one-half his 
time to Dillon, but ministering in three 
places. 
VIRGINIA CITY. 

For ten years the Rev. Mr. Prout has 
faithfully served in this place. While 
others have sought changes, he has been 
steadfast. And the result is seen in the 
confidence and love of his people. He 
has a neat wooden church edifice and a log 
rectory. No debt rests on the church prop- 
erty. He has usually ministered in two or 
three places besides the home Mission. But 
this year he will only go for one Sunday 
each month to Madison Valley, where he 
has a Mission which gives great promise of 
the future. He is editor, publisher and 
printer of the Montana Churchman. And 
this, with his Mission work, will give him 
enough to do. 

BOZEMAN. 

The church in Bozeman is doing well. 
They are building a brick rectory this 
season. They have about two-thirds 
enough money to pay for it. But they - 
have been so successful in raising means 
for this purpose in the past that it 
will not be long before it is all paid for. 
They have a very comfortable little church 
edifice which was built for a hall. But 
they have $2,500 in hand toward a new 
church, and when the rectory is paid for, 
they will move with energy toward the erec- 
The 
Rev. Mr. Lewis goes once a month on a trip 
down the Yellowstone Valley. On Sunday 
he holds Services at Billings -one hundred 
and forty miles from Bozeman, and on Mon- 
day evening returning he gives a Service 
at Livingston. But Bili::gs ought to have 
a Clergyman of its own, who can minister 
there and also look after other places which 
are building up in this valley. 

MILES CITY. 
The Rev. William Horsfall came here 
t 
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last August... Since that time a neat 
chapel has been built and a good con- 
gregation gathered. The chapel cost about 
$2,000, and as far as I know is not yet 
all paid for. But this season will see it 
all paid for, I trust. A successful parish 
school has been started, which is a help in 
his work. He ministers at Miles, at Fort 
Keogh, two miles away, and goes for occa- 
sional Services to Glendive, seventy miles 
further down the valley. 

What is needed for the work in Montana 
is first of all) men. We ought to occupy two 
more centres at once—Billings and Deer 
Lodges. A monthly Service by a Clergy- 
man living far away is something, but

not enough. But in order to get more we 
must have money to help in supporting 
them. And then we want to pay our debts, 
and we cannot do that without help. It is 
easy to say, ‘‘ Don’t make debts.”? They will 
be made in spite of Bishops. And some 
times it is necessary to make them in order 
to accomplish anything at all. I have tried 
to be prudent. I have held back when I 
wanted to push on. And I trust that a way 
will be provided to do the work which 
needs to be done, and to accomplish all 
plans which have been set in operation.

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THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF WASHINGTON 
TERRITORY. 


In the goodness of Gop I have been 
granted health during the year for the con- 
tinuous prosecution of the work committed 
to me, and in journeyings of thousands of 
miles have been kept from all harm. 

Although in this new country we have 
much to contend with from the indifference, 
worldliness and unbelief of those who have 
come for ‘‘one thing,” and are absorbed in 
the pursuit of gain, although we are but ‘‘a 
feeble folk,” and our work is that of the 
sower rather than that of the reaper, we 
are sure that labor for ‘‘Curist and the 
Church” is not in vain; and we rejoice that 
something is visibly accomplished, which 
will be for the glory of God and the salva- 
tion of souls. 

I have baptized three children and eleven 
adults, and confirmed in the Territory thirty, 
and, at Bishop Tuttle’s request, one in 
Idaho. 

In July last I spent a week in the extreme 
north-west of the territory, at the Indian 
Station at Aloh Bay. Here I had the privi- 
lege of baptizing five adults of the Makah 
tribe, who had been instructed by Mr. J. 
H. Y. Bell, the teacher in the Government 
School and a Candidate for Holy Orders. 
About sixty youth are here under constant 
instruction. So far as I can learn, these are 
the first Indian adults who have been bap- 
tized by a Clergyman of our Church in this 
north-western region. We labor and pray 
that they may be followed by many who 
shall help to make up the ‘‘ great numbers” 
to be gathered out of ‘‘ every kindred and 
tongue and people and nation.” 

In my last report I alluded to some im- 
provements made in the interior of St. 
Luke’s, Vancouver. A sweet-toned bell, 
weighing about 1,100 pounds, has this year 
been placed in the tower of the church, the 
cost having been provided by an associa- 
tion of young persons connected with the 
parish. On my last visit to Fort Townsend 
I was thankful to find that the expense in- 
curred in removing the church to lots more 
eligibly located, and in putting repairs on 
the building, had been met, and that some- 
thing remained in the treasury for other 
needed improvements, 


The additions to the Sunday-school build- 
ing of North Seattle, alluded to in my last 
report as proposed, have been completed, 
and the edifice serves a very good purpose 
for church Services, and is known as ‘‘ The 
Chapel of the Good Shepherd.” On ac- 
count of a little debt at the time of my 
visit, the consecration of the building was 
deferred. 

On the 10th day of June I consecrated at 
Pomeroy, in the eastern part of the Terri 
tory, St. Peter’s Church, the Frances Me- 
morial. Services are now held every Sun- 
day by the Rev. Wm. A. Fair. The two 
lots and the cost of the building, about 
$2,000, were given by the citizens of the 
little place, aided and cheered by a dona- 
tion of $500 from two of my former parish- 
ioners in Brooklyn, N. Y. The donors of 
this last-named sum have entered the Para- 
dise of Gop. Though ‘‘dead,” as men say, 
they will live on earth and be advancing the 
cause of their Gop and Saviour in the tem- 
ple which they helped to rear. ‘‘ Blessed” 
they who ‘‘rest,” and ‘their works follow 
them.” 

On the 22d of August I consecrated St. 
Luke’s Memorial Church, New Tacoma. 
This building, for its combination of 
‘¢strength and beauty,” is approved by all, 
and is the finest church edifice on the Pacific 
coast, north of San Francisco. It has cost 
the generous giver about $20,000; and his 
daughter has added to the gift a sweet- 
toned organ, valued at about $2,000. Bishop 
Morris favored us with his presence and 
aid, and on the following day preached the 
sermon at the ordination of the Rev. H. 8. 
Bonvell to the Priesthood. 

Benevolent and liberal-minded citizens of 
Seattle have given lots and subscribed about 
$3,000 for the erection of a church hospital 
in that town, and it is expected that the 
building will soon be commenced. The 
Memorial Hospital, located at Tacoma, has 
been quietly, but efficiently, prosecuting its 
work ‘‘for the healing of the body and the 
saving of the soul.” Ninety-six have, for a 
longer or shorter period, enjoyed its privi- 
leges during the year; and the time seems 
near when an addition to the present build- 


= 
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ing will be called for in the erection of an- 
other edifice. The institution has lost the 
services of Rev. E. F. Mills, m.p., and 
Mrs. Mills; but we have been thankful to 
secure for it the Rev. D. H. Lovejoy, M.D., 
acting as Superintendent and Chaplain; of 
Mrs. Lovejoy and Mrs. Martha James, who 
have all been familiar with Church hospital 
work in Philadelphia or Brooklyn. Three 
beds are partially endowed; that to be 
known as. ‘*The Children’s Bed” having 
been begun during the last year, and $1,000 
contributed for it; but not one of these en- 
dowment funds has yet reached that point 
when the interest is available for the support 
of patients, Christian people who seek the 
blessing promised to those who ‘‘ provide for 
the sick and needy” have met the demands 
for the year, so that no debt rests upon the 
institution. 

It was forcibly said, in the report of the 
Committee on Christian Education, at the 
last General Convention: ‘‘There is no 
subject more vital, more closely connected 
with the well being, nay, the very life, of the 
Church, than this subject. In its broader 
scope, in its deeper soundness, it touches 
and includes every other interest, both 


tinuance of the school, and citizens of Walla- 
Walla having pledged $5,000 toward it if I 
would aid, and valuable offers of land and 
of money being made for a like school at 
New Tacoma, in the north-western part of 
the Territory, I felt it my duty to spend the 
last winter in the Atlantic States in efforts 
fcr the establishment of these Church insti- 
tutions. I gratefully acknowledge the sym- 
pathy and aid given me by the Clergy and 
laity in the prosecution of the undertaking, 
As the result, $3,000 was received for a 
chapel at Walla-Walla, and about $25,000 
for the School for Girls at New Tacoma, and 
the corner-stone of this edifice was laid on 
the 22d day of August. We thus secure the 
gift of land in New Tacoma, valued at from 
$8,000 to $10,000, and of a donation from 
Mr. Chas. B. Wright, of $50,000 for the en- 
dowment of this school. Land of like value 
and the gift of another $50,000 are offered 
if a building can be reared for the education 
of boys. For this I need $25,000, and for 
the completion of the Girls’ School at Walla- 
Walla $10,000. To the securing of these 
sums I must address myself. If, by the ex-

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR FOREIGN MISSIONS TO 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS. 


THE Committee for Foreign Missions respectfully submit this, their Forty- 
eighth Annual (Sixteenth Triennial) Report. 

The triennium is marked particularly by the great advance in the work of 
Medical Missions and the decided increase in the gross receipts. These and 
other matters of encouragement will be dwelt upon hereafter, and this Report 
taken with the Reports of the two preceding years, will show fully what has 
been accomplished since the date of the last General Convention, 

Of course there has been much discouragement ; hindrances not a few are 
to be noted ; but the Committee look beyond these and thank Gop for all that 
is shown in the way of encouragements. About $58,000 more have come into 
the treasury of the Committee than during the previous three years’ term, 
resulting in the decidedly improved financial condition of this Department of 
Missionary work. On the first day of September, 1880, $40,000 were needed to 
bring the work to a cash basis, while at the closing of the books at the present 
date but $22,000 are needed to the same end. ‘The particular financial state- 
ment for the year now closed will appear beyond. 

The Church has been informed with exactness, in the official publication 
of the Society, from time to time, as to the resources of the Board. At the 
time of the June meeting of the Board of Managers, it was found that the 
receipts from Contributions were not large enough to continue the Appropria- 
tions for the fiscal year beginning this day upon the same scale as those that 
were made for the year now expired. It was considered safe, however, to grant, 
for the support of the work in all the heathen fields, and in Greece and Haiti, 
what had been asked for current expenses ; the precaution being taken to make 
these appropriations binding only for the first quarter of the coming fiscal 
year.* ‘To Mexico, acting upon the suggestion of the Bishops of the Mexican 
Commission, as was fully explained in the August number of THE SPIRIT OF 
Missions, a reduced appropriation, confined to specified items, was afterward 
made for the months of September and October,} in order to sustain those por- 
tions of the work in that country favorably reported upon by the Commission 
of Inquiry sent to Mexico by the Mexican Commission earlier in the year until 
the mind of the Church could be officially expressed. Besides this, however,

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the necessity was so great that the Board, upon the recommendation of the 
Committee, appropriated about $12,000 for building purposes in China and 
Japan, with the understanding that these items should be chargeable against 
future receipts from Legacies, unless otherwise specifically provided for, as a 
part of them have since been. 


CHANGES IN MEMBERSHIP. 


Several changes in the membership of the Foreign Committee have occurred 
during the year. On the 10th of October the Board accepted the resignation of 
the Rev. C. H. HAL, p.p., then renewedly pressed, after a request that he 
would consent to withdraw it; and, on the 12th of December those of Mr. 
QuarLes R. Marvin and Mr. Howarp Potrer. The reasons given by all 
these gentlemen for their retirement were made known to the Church at the 
time. Mr. Marvin, after a long life of usefulness, died on the 7th of July. 
The Foreign Committee feel that the cause of Missions has much to be thank- 
ful for in the service rendered by their departed brother and friend. 

To fill these vacancies the Board elected and assigned to duty on the Foreign 
Committee, on the 12th of December, the Rey. JAcoB S. SHIPMAN, D.D., D.C.L., 
and on the 13th of March, Mr. Joan H. SHOENBERGER and Mr. JULIEN T. 
DAVIES. 

On the 2d of February last occurred the death of Mr. Lewis Curtis, who, 
under the former organization, was a member of the Board of Missions and of 
the Foreign Committee from their inception in 1835 to October, 1877. The 
Committee had prepared and spread upon their records a minute touching 
Mr. Curtis’ connection with them. One only of the original members of the 
Foreign Committee survives, and he, by Gop’s goodness, is still actively 
engaged in the work. 

There has been no change in the personnel of the office save that the Rev. 
F. B, CHETwoop has been serving, under a temporary appointment, for the most 
of the year as an assistant to the Secretary. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The Committee have now to speak particularly of one cause of discourage- 
ment—the decided falling off in contributions during the fiscal year just closed. 
Excluding ‘‘ Specials,” as compared with the previous year, the decrease from 
this source of income was $14,326. They do not undertake here to determine 
the probable causes of this deficit. 

By the Treasurer’s Report appended* it will be observed that there was a 
cash overdraft at the close of the year of $3,711.34. The liabilities for work 
performed in the field, up to the date of this Report—outstanding and unac- 
crued—are as follows: ;

Thus, as before stated, $22,046,82 are needed to put the finances of the 
Committee upon a cash basis at this date, and by a comparison with the last 
Report, it will be found that they are about $14,000 worse off than they were 
a year ago. In other words had the contributions of the year now closed been 
equal in amount to those of the previous year, the Committee would have had 
the pleasure of reporting that the receipts for the fiscal year had fully met the 
unusually large expenditure for the same term.

It should be further noted that, besides the foregoing, there are large 
residuary interests, under wills, of which an estimate is not here attempted ; 
and also the Mission property belonging to the Society in foreign lands (which, 
of course, is not in any way available for current liabilities), as set forth beyond 
under the head of each Mission. In the valuation of this last item, which is 
made in the field upon the best information there obtainable, there is an increase 
over that of the last year of $47,930, 49. 

The “Central Expenses,” or cost of administration and collection, have 
been nine and eight-tenths per cent. of the gross amount received for Foreign 
Missions, or seven and one-fifth per cent. on the total amount administered by 
the Treasurer, including subscriptions to the stated publications, and receipts 
for other purposes. These percentages are somewhat larger than those given 
in the last Report. It hardly needs explanation that the cause is the diminished 
contributions above noted.

EPISCOPAL JURISDICTION. 


The question of Episcopal Jurisdiction in foreign Mission fields, as between 
the English and American Churches, has been twice alluded to in these 
Reports. The Foreign Committee took the earliest opportunity to publicly 
retract the statement made in their last Annual Report that the new English 
Bishop for Mid-China had been ‘‘enthroned ” in the English consular chapel, 
called his cathedral, in Shanghai. It proved that they had been misled by a 
statement that this ceremony had taken place, which statement they had rea- 
son to think was entirely accurate. A reference to the HOPES and September

RECEIPTS FROM AUXILIARIES. 


In addition to their many good works heretofore reported, the WomAN’s 
AUXILIARY have now undertaken to raise, during the ensuing year, $750 toward 
the cost of the education of the children of Foreign Missionaries. It may be 
remembered that this was one of the definite purposes for which the Woman’s 
Auxiliary was organized. 

During the year covered by this Report they have contributed the cost of 
the erection of two native chapels near Shanghai, say $1,267.69. One of 
these is to be known as the Chapel of the Redeemer, and is to be a memorial 
of the Rey. Charles H. Young who, in the earlier days of his ministry, was pre- 
vented from undertaking Missionary work in China because of physical inabili- 
ty. The contributions for this chapel come through the Southern Ohio 
Branch, of which diocese Mr. Young had been Secretary since its organization. 

Among the special efforts made this year were the completion of the fund 
for the erection of St. Barnabas’ Hospital, Osaka, and the raising of $300 for 
the personal and medical outfit of Dr. M. Helen Thompson. 

Diocesan branches of the Auxiliary have been organized during the year in 
Albany, Springfield, and Northern Texas. 

The total contributions in money through this Auxiliary have been $18- 
593.10. The value of boxes sent abroad is estimated at $884.65. 

THe LEAGUE IN AID OF THE MEXICAN BRANCH OF THE CHURCH have 
been no less actively engaged than heretofore. Notwithstanding the peculiar 
difficulties with which they have had to contend, they have been able to raise 
and place in the Treasury of the Foreign Committee toward the Appropriation 
of the Board to the Mexican Church $10,574.75 or about $6,000 less than the 
amount contributed through them the previous year. Besides this, they have 
transmitted, through the Foreign Committee, for Mrs. Lever’s salary, for the 
personal benefit of other workers in the field, and for building purposes, $999.50, 
making an aggregate of $11,574.25 against $20,067.96 last year. 


APPOINTMENT OF MISSIONARIES.* 


Seven appointments of Missionaries have been accomplished during the 
year, and several have been added to the working staff of Clergy by Ordination 
in the field. These have by no means, however, met the needs of the work. 
There has been one withdrawal after appointment, and at the same time a lack 
of suitable applicants; for it should be understood by the Church that the 
constant effort is to send abroad only those who by education and temperament, 
as well as by sound physical condition, are fitted for the work. Probably as 
many applications are declined as are accepted. It may be well to reiterate,

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what has been said more than once elsewhere, that the following additional 

workers should be appointed as soon as may be: 

For the African Mission.—Two Clergymen, two Physicians. 

For the China Mission.—Two Clergymen, one or two Physicians, two Chris- 
tian Women. 

For the Japan Mission.—Two Clergymen, one Physician, a Head Master for 
St. Timothy’s School, two Christian Women. 


Applications from one Clergyman, two Physicians and several women are 
now on the Committee’s files. How many of these may be acted upon favorably 
depends largely upon the amount of contributions in the near future. The 
call at present is both for workers and for additional means to support them. 

The Board of Managers, upon the recommendation of the Foreign Com- 
mittee, is now considering the feasibility of establishing in this country a house 
for the training of women for the foreign field. This is a growing need. 
Pending ‘action the Committee have been authorized to make temporary 
arrangements to accomplish the purpose.

Miss Muir, under date of June 30th, re- 
ports: 

In September, when we reopened the 
school, a dark, threatening cloud hung over 
our city, but a loving Father guided it 
past us. While we had to be daily in the 
midst of the loathsome disease, He preserved 
us from all harm, and we feel truly thank- 
ful for His goodness and care. 

Our annual examination took place last 
week, and I am happy to say that we have 
never had a more successful one. 

The higher classes were examined on 
sacred history from the creation down to 
the birth of Curist. They were examined 
also in grammar and orthography, Greek 
history, geography, arithmetic, natural 
history, recitations and music, to the en- 
tire satisfaction of a crowded audience, 
many of whom were men and women of 
high education. 

The advanced classes in the infant depart- 
ment recited the eighty-ninth Psalm, and 
first and second chapters of the Acts of 
the Apostles. These classes were also ex- 
amined in reading, grammar, geography 
and arithmetic. 

Next entered the infant classes singing a 
hymn. The exhibition opened by the in- 
fants reciting in one voice the Lord's 
Prayer and Creed and chanting the Collect 
for Pentecost. The infant school is always 
very attractive. Sage philosophers will sit 
throughout the whole examination without 
showing the smallest sign of weariness. 
Their lessons treated on subjects sacred and 
secular, The secular lessons and dialogues 
are generally amusing, but at the same time 


instructive, and always have a good moral. 
They had also an examination on the theory 
of music. Afterward they sang some 
hymns and infant songs and closed with the 
national anthem. At the close every child 
received sugar-plums, provided by a Greek 
lady of high rank, who often visits the 
school, and takes great interest in our work. 

During the past year we have had 600 
pupils under our instruction, 112 of the 
above number boys from 3 to 12 years of 
age. 

eon account of the epidemic, we were afraid 
to crowd our class-rooms, so we kept our 
number down to 600. 

We still have a few Jews in all the classes, 
and they continue to study the same Scrip- 
ture lessons with the other children. 

Last, but not least, the industrial depart- 
ment showed work of various sorts, from a 
suit of boy’s clothes to beautiful embroidery 
on muslin and card-board. We do not al- 
low any kind of fancy work till the child is 
able to make every kind of useful garment. 

Perhaps some one would like to ask what 
the little boys and baby girls do. The elder 
boys help the younger boys to prepare les- 
sons for the next day, and the smallest boys 
and baby girls make lint for the hospitals. 
We have no idle ones in our hive. The 
great secret of success is the keeping of 
every one occupied.

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The property in Africa is none of it held in fee by or for the Society, the laws of 
Liberia preventing. Trinity Church, Monrovia, St. Mark’s, Cape Palmas, and one or two 
other churches on or near the St. Paul’s River are held by their respective wardens and 
vestries. The remainder of the buildings stand upon land the use of which is granted by 
the Government so long as it shall be occupied for Mission purposes. 


This Mission has been much afflicted dur- 
ing the past year. The Rev. McNabb and 
wife have been detained in this country by 
impaired health. The Bishop has been com- 
pelled to return to the United States for the 
same reason, and his resignation is in the 
hands of the Presiding Bishop. Later Mr. 
and Mrs. G. W. Christian Schmidt became 
so seriously ill that their retirement was 
also necessary. They are now probably on 
their way to this country, after a season of 
rest in their native land—Germany. On 
the 26th of June the Rev. Henry W. Meek, 
the last appointed Missionary, died. By 
these changes it has come to pass that Mrs. 
Brierley is the only white Missionary left in 
the field. 

The Church at home, or some portion of 
it, has no doubt thought that there was 
much room for discouragement, but the 
Committee see reason to thank Gop for 
what there is to-day in Africa as the result 
of the faithful work done by those who 
have labored there in the Master’s name, 
some of them at the cost of health, some at 
the cost of life. 

The Clergymen and their fellow laborers 
raised up on the soil are strengthening the 
things that remain, and bravely carrying on 
the work. The statistics as published from 
year to year cannot give an adequate idea 
either of the daily toil of the devoted labor- 
ers, from Savage, in 1836, to Meek, in 1883, 
who have separated themselves from kindred 
and home for the sake of Curist and the 
salvation of the Africans. 

In the May number of THe Sprrir or 
Missions the present work of the Church 
in Africa was set forth for the information 
of those who might infer that there was 
nothing left; but no statement can sum up 
all the results. The words of the Bishop 
of Long Island, speaking of Missions to the 
heathen in general, are applicable here: 

‘‘Our Missions are more or less discred- 
ited, because in the judgment of many they 
fail to produce adequate results. . . A pure- 
ly physical result can be put into figures 
and stated with some degree of precision. 


Not so results moral and spiritual. You 
cannot gather into statistics the subtle 
effects of the moral training of a nation. 
You cannot condense into set phrases the in- 
fluence of patriotism and loyalty, or of rev- 
erence for authority, or of any of the virtues 
which make a strong and balanced national 
character. Far more true is this of spiritual 
things. Whbo can apply the scales or the 
measuring rod to a new spiritual impulse in 
a human soul? What arithmetic or what 
rhetoric can adequately express the value in 
time and eternity of the gifts of the Holy 
Spirit working in the heart and conscience 
of a human being? And yet to convey just 
these incommensurable benefits is the object 
of every Christian Mission planted in the 
I have spoken of results 
which cannot be summed up in figures or 
condensed into paragraphs. I have done so 
because these are the deeper and mightier 
ones belonging to the mysterious agency of 
the Spirit of Gop.” 

Results there have been, without question, 
in our African Mission now known only to 
Gop. Without doubt there have been scores 
of men and women brought to the knowl- 
edge and love of Curist, who have been 
hindered from coming to Baptism by reason 
of local heathen laws and social customs, 
sometimes stronger than formulated law. 

-Aside from this, moreover, the Church 
has the testimony of her own workers (for- 
eign and native) as to the decided modifica- 
tion of heathen customs, the breaking down 
of horrible rites, the change of sentiment 
with regard to ancient superstitions, and, 
in a word, the gradual dispelling of the 
darkness by the influx of spiritual light. 

This nation has a peculiar mission to the 
African, and this Church must share in it. 
This mission cannot be accomplished in our 
own land among the descendants of those 
brought hither; but must reach out to those 
colonized in Liberia and to the aborigines 
of the land whence their fathers were taken. 

In passing to details, we wish to empha- 
size the fact that this report and the statis- 
tics appended exhibit the work of the Mis- 
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sion as carried on almost exclusively by 
laborers raised up in the field, and prepared 
by the Mission itself. Much as the absence 
of foreign Missionaries is to be deprecated, 
for our African Mission is far from being in 
condition to be satisfactorily maintained 
for any length of time without them, the 
Committee are sure that the Church in this 
country will be gratified by the showing 
made in the returns from the different Sta- 
tions of both the general condition and the 
spirit of the local Church. 
CAPE PALMAS DISTRICT. 

Harper.—At this station the Rev. 8. D. 
Ferguson (Liberian), Treasurer, and Presi- 
dent of the Standing Committee of the Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction, is in charge. At St. 
Mark’s Church Services have been regularly 
held, with an average attendance of 128. 
Mr. Ferguson has baptized 5 adults and 10 
children. The number of communicants is 
99, and he estimates that he directly reaches 
500 Liberians by his ministrations. The 
amount of contributions is $306.13. 

The work of the Orphan Asylum and 
Girls’ School is prospering. At an exami- 
nation held in June, and attended by a 
goodly number of spectators, including 
several prominent officials and their fami- 
lies, the pupils, with few exceptions, exhib- 
ited satisfactory progress in reading, spell- 
ing, the Holy Scriptures, geography, Eng- 
lish grammar, arithmetic, writing, singing 
and declamation. Forty scholars were ex- 
amined. At the close of these exercises 
others were introduced—namely, trials of 
skill in needlework and in washing. All 
the girls were divided into three classes, 
to each of which was given a task in 
hemming, the work to be done then and 
there within a specified time, and a prize 
was promised to that one in each class 
who did the best work. A girl of eight 
years received one prize; but in the other 
two classes the work of several of the com- 
petitors was so excellent that it was found 
impossible to decide in favor of any one, 
and the committee (appointed from among 
the spectators) therefore gave prizes to four 
girls in the intermediate and three in the 
highest class. After this each of the larger 
girls brought for inspection a dress washed, 
ironed and folded by her own hands. The 
committee also awarded a prize to one of 
these girls. 

Industrial education is of the very highest 


importance in the training of the pupils in 
our African schools, and we record with 
gratification the prominence given to it at 
Cape Palmas. 

A Conference of the Missionaries of the 
Cape Palmas District was held at Harper 
in July, and was very fully attended. Two 
sermons were preached, one by the Rev. Mr. 
Ferguson on the mission of the disobedient 
prophet to Jeroboam (I. Kings xiii.); the 
other by the Rev. Mr. Valentine Keda from 
the text: ‘‘He brought me forth also into a 
large place; He delivered me because He 
delighted in me.” (Psalms xviii., 19.) 

Mr. Ferguson says of the reports pre- 
sented to the Conference that ‘‘ they showed 
earnestness and were encouraging. No great 
visible achievement, it is true, but constancy 
in proclaiming the Word of God.” 

Cavalla.—The Rev. M. P. Valentine Keda 
(native) in charge. In connection with 
this station are eight places at which Ser- 
vices are held. The whole number of 
Services during the year was 579, with an 
average attendance of 100. Mr. Keda is 
assisted in the Hoffman Institute and the 
High School by three native teachers. He 
considers that the condition of the field is 
improving. A very valuable letter from Mr. 
Keda was published in the July number of 
Tue Sprrir or Missions. 

Hoffman Station.—The Rev. O. E. Shan- 
non Hemie (native), who is just recovering 
from a severe sickness, writes that there is 
very little appearance of progress, yet that 
he is not disposed to be discouraged. The 
average attendance at Servicesis 111. He 
has baptized 5 adults and 12 infants. 

Fishtown.—Mr. E. W. Appleton Wade 
(native teacher) has held Services at three 
places in connection with this station, and 
reports that he is much encouraged by the 
regular and increasing attendance. 

SINOE AND BASSA DISTRICT. 

Bassa.—The Rev. L. L. Montgomery (Li- 
berian) is the only Missionary receiving pay 
from the Board in this district. He holds 
Services at two places, at each of which there 
is an average attendance of 40. There have 
been four Baptisms. <A suggestive paper by 
Mr. Montgomery on some needs of the 
Church in Africa was published in THE 
Spirit or Missions for February. 

MONROVIA AND CAPE MOUNT DISTRICT. 

Cape Mount.—At this place resides Mrs, 
Brierley, the only white Missionary remain- 
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ing in the field. A heavy responsibility is 
thrown upon her as teacher and matron of 
the Boarding-school, in which there are 120 
scholars. 

The report of this station is from the Rev. 
H. C, Merriam Nyema (native), who went 
there from River Cavalla in December last. 
It covers only the time since his arrival. 
Fifty-seven Services have been held on Sun- 
days and 60 other days, and two adults have 
been baptized. There are 117 children in the 
school, which has an industrial department. 

Crozierville.—The Rev. Edward Hunte 
(Liberian) has held 263 Services at seven 
places, with an average attendance of 80. 
There have been four Baptisms. He con- 
siders the outlook hopeful. 

The Committee have received reports from 
three Clergymen not supported by the Mis- 


The Rev. G. W. Gibson some time ago re- 
signed the charge of Trinity Church, Mon- 
rovia, to which position, however, he has 
been re-elected. He reports the average 
attendance upon public worship at 65, and 
the number of communicants as 58. Two 
Services have been held each Sunday, and 
the church has been opened on Holy Days. 
The congregation has contributed $425.00 
during the year. 

The Rev. J. W. Blacklidge, of Lower 
Caldwell, bas held 96 Services on Sundays 
and 83 on other days. 

The Rev. Alfred F. Russell, is now Acting 
President of the Republic of Liberia. He 
is anxious, at the close of his term of office, 
to return to Mission work altogether, and is 
especially desirous to labor among the Vey 
tribe, near the St. Paul’s River, if the way

Bishop Schereschewsky is still under med- 
ical treatment in Switzerland, but has im- 
proved during the past year, and is himself 
hopeful that before many months he will be 
able to return to Shanghai. He is in active 
correspondence with the Foreign Committee 
and with the Missionaries in his field. 

Shanghai.—In October last, by invitation 
of the Ecclesiastical Authority, the Mission- 
ary Bishop of Yedo made a visitation to 
this station, where he was warmly welcomed 
by both Chinese and foreigners. He re- 
mained nearly a fortnight, and visited the 
several departments of our work in and 
about Shanghai, including the out-stations. 
On the 28th he ordained to the Priesthood 
the Rev. Frederick R. Graves, and to the 
Diaconate Mr. Herbert Sowerby, both of 
Wuchang. On the following day he ad- 
mitted to the Diaconate Messrs. Wu, Sih 
and Hwa, of Duane Hall, and Mr. Chu, of 
Baird Hall. Bishop Williams also con- 
firmed seven persons at the Church of Our 
Saviour, Hong-Kew; thirteen at St. Paul’s 
Church, Kong Wan; and fourteen at St. 
John’s College.

Important advance movements have been 
made in our Medical Mission at this point 
in the putting up of new Hospital buildings, 
Luke’s 
Hospital for the residence of the Missionary 
Physician, the association with him in the 
clinical work of Dr. Jamieson, English prac- 
titioner in the Foreign Concession, and the 
erection of a building for the Medical 
School. A full description of these struct- 
ures will be found in Dr. Boone’s Report 
published in Tue Spirir or Missrons for 
October. The perfection of all their ar- 
rangements, the fact that a large proportion 
of their cost was paid by Chinese citizens, 
whose interest was elicited largely by the 
Rev. Mr. Woo, the assurance that the Medical 
College in China is now, though not yet 
fully developed, well begun—all these facts 
mark an epoch in the history of our Medical 
Missions. 

At the time of the latest advices, Dr. 
Jamieson was in charge of the work of St. 
Luke’s Hospital, during the vacation of Dr. 
Boone. For a number of years previous to 
Dr. Boone’s arrival in the field practitioners 
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in the Foreign Concession had charge of our 
Hospital work at Hong Kew, out of which 
grew the present establishment. It was a 
labor of love on their part. 

The number of patients seen at St. Luke’s 
Hospital and out-stations for the year end- 
ing June 30th, was 25,270, besides thou- 
sands of vaccinations. 

The Committee continue to receive full and 
satisfactory accounts of the progress of St. 
John’s College, some of which were published 
inthe January, May and October numbers of 
Tue Spirit or Missions. In the Prepara- 
tory Department the English language’ is 
taught to all the students, with the object 
of leading them up to a fuller collegiate 
course than could be acquired from the best 
text-books in the Chinese language. This 
department is now full, having thirty-two 
boys, about one-half of whom pay for both 
board and tuition. 

A Transient Department has also been es- 
tablished into which students of all ages are 
admitted without stipulations as to how 
long they shall remain. It has twenty stu- 
dents, which is the limit of its accommoda- 
tions. This department is intended to be 
self-sustaining, all of the students being 
sons of well-to-do and influential Chinese, 

_and paying liberally for their instruction. 

The Preparatory Department is taught by 
Miss Martha Bruce and by two Chinese 
students educated at Hartford, Conn., the 
Transient by the Rev. Mr. Yen, Mr. Koh 
and Mr. Fan, also educated in Amer- 
ica. The Collegiate Department is taught 
by Rev. Messrs Yen and Sayres and their 
assistants, while the Rev. Mr. Boone’s 
share of the educational work is that of 
translating, and teaching in the Divinity 
School. At St. Mary’s Hall, in charge of 
Mrs. W. J. Boone, assisted by Miss Sara E. 
Lawson and Miss Wong, there are 40 pupils. 
An interesting letter from Mrs. Boone, con- 
taining an account of the work of the school, 
was published in Tue Spirit oF Missrons 
for January. At the examinations in June 
the girls of St. Mary’s showed very satis- 
factory progress in their studies. 

The Rev. E. H. Thomson is in this coun- 
try, but expects soon to return to China. 
He has done good service in addressing Mis- 
sionary meetings, and particularly by a paper 
read before the Missionary Conference in 
Brooklyn in November last, and published 
in Tuz Sprrit or Missions for June, 1883. 


The Rev. W. J. Boone, upon whom since 
Mr. Thomson’s departure, have fallen the 
duties of President of the Standing Com- 
mittee, in addition to his former duties as 
Treasurer of the Mission and Professor in 
the College, writes that the usual number 
of Services have been held at the College 
and in St. Mary’s Hall, that there have been 
five Baptisms, and that its number of com- 
municants is 42. 

The Rev. W. S. Sayres has until lately, in 
addition to his work at St. John’s, had 
charge of the foreign Services at the 
Church of Our Saviour, Hong Kew. Seven 
Europeans of that congregation are candi- 
dates for Confirmation. 

The Rev. George H. Appleton arrived in 
Shanghai in April, and has lately succeeded 
to the charge of the Church of Our Saviour. 
Mr. Appleton is to be associated with the 
Rev. Mr. Thomson in evangelistic work. 

The Rev. Kong Chai Wong, our senior 
Chinese Clergyman, has charge of the work 
in Shanghai city, Hong Kew, and several 
other localities. He is assisted by three 
Deacons and several teachers and Catechists. 
A total of 2,189 Services have been held, at 
which the average attendance was 41, 
There have been 7 adults and 4 infants bap- 
tized, and the number of communicants 
is 63. 

The Rev. Hoong Neok Woo reports from 
his residence at Kia Ding that he, assisted 
hy one Deacon and several Catechists, has 
carried on an evangelistic work in four 
places in that city and neighborhood. At 
each of these public worship has been held 
once every Sunday, and at three of them on 
two additional days of every week. The 
average attendance has been about 35. 
Kia Ding is a city of 25,000 inhabitants 
within the district bordering Shanghai, and 
was opened as a Missionary Station only last 
year. Mr. Woo, lion-hearted and indefati- 
gable, is, as always, full of the pioneer spirit, 
and if his life be spared the Committee are 
confident that he will, with Gop’s help, 
make a strong station of Kia Ding. He re- 
ports the state of his work as greatly im- 
proved in comparison with that of last year, : 
and the attendance upon Services increas- 
ing. 

The Rev. Zu Soong Yen resides at Kong 
Wan, and has charge also of San Ting 
Kur and three other stations. In four of 
these regular Sunday Services, and in all 
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week-day Services or meetings for prayer are 
maintained. The average attendance is es- 
timated at 50. A Sunday-school is also 
maintained at each station, 125 scholars in 
all being gathered. There are several Day- 
schools. There have been 10 Baptisms. 

Wuchang and Hankow.—At this station 
also an advance movement has been made 
in the Medical Department. The Elizabeth 
Bunn Memorial Hospital for Women and 
Children has been completed, and has be- 
gun to fulfil its mission of beneficence. A 
brief description of the Hospital was pub- 
lished in Tue Spirit or Missrons far June. 
It is in charge of Dr. Deas, but a trained 
nurse, Mrs. Kate J. Sayers, has been sent 
out to assist in it, and it is intended as soon 
as possible to place over it a female Medi- 
cal Missionary. Dr. Deas’ report shows an 
aggregate attendance of 10,922 cases, includ- 
ing 165 in-patients. He urges the import 
ance of enlarging the Men’s Hospital, and 
the Committee have already appropriated 
about $3,350 for that purpose. 

Dr. Deas’ interesting report will be pub- 
lished soon. 

In January of this year the Rev. Mr. 
Graves and Mrs. Graves (formerly Miss 


ever, Mrs. Graves has completely recovered, 
and they are hoping to leave for China at a 
very early day. 

The Rev. Herbert Sowerby has continued 
his faithful labors. His report shows that 
Sunday Services and daily preaching have 
been maintained at St. Paul’s Church, Han- 
kow, with an average attendance of 25, 
Morning and Evening Prayer have been said 
daily at the Church of the Nativity, Wu- 
chang (average attendance, 60), and there 
is daily preaching at the Fu Kai Chapel in 
the latter city. Evening Bible-classes are 
also regularly held in both Hankow and 
Wuchang, and are well attended. There 
have been 14 adults and 13 infants baptized, 
Number of scholars in Sunday-schools, 140; 
in Day-schools, 150; in the Bishop Boone 
Memorial Boarding-school for Boys, 30. 
The attendance upon public worship is reg- 
ular and increasing. 

Our Chinese Deacon, the Rev. Y. T. Yang, 
continues his labors at this station, and 
there is an additional force of four Cate- 
chists, one Lay-reader and three teachers. 

The Rev. Arthur H. Locke has lately ar- 
rived at Wuchang. He has begun the study 
of the language, and has undertaken the

The Committee desire to call attention to 
the fact that they have during the past 
year published two papers on the Japan 
Mission, one of which, originally printed in 
THE Spirit or Misstons for July, was re- 
issued as ‘‘ Leaflet 195;” the other, a much 
larger historical sketch, was published in 
pamphlet form. Single copies of this, and 
copies in any number required of the Leaflet, 
can be procured on application to the Secre- 
tary. 

One item in the Report of the Bishop of 
this jurisdiction is of the very deepest in- 
terest, indicating as it does the great activi- 
ty and the spirit of independence in the na- 
tive Church. The allusion is to the movement 
toward complete self-support. Whether or 
not this shall prove to be premature the 
Committee hail it as a most cheering sign 
of life, zeal and enterprise, and the Church 
at home should watch the progress of the 
movement with prayerful solicitude. 

Tokio.—The changes in the staff on duty 
at this Station since the last report are the 
absence, for a visit to the United States, of 
the Rev. Mr. Blanchet and Mrs. Blanchet; 
the appointment as teacher of Miss Emma 
Verbeck; and the ordination to the Diacon- 
ate of two graduates of the Theological 
School, Mr. Nobori Kani and Mr, Masakazu 
Tai. Both of these had been faithful and 
earnest in their work as Catechists, and 
passed excellent examinations. Bishop 
Williams speaks of Palm Sunday, the day 
of their ordination, as a red-letter day in 
the calendar, and the force of that expres- 
sion will be felt by those who have read 
the Bishop’s repeated statements, and those 
of the Rev. Mr. Cooper and the Rev. Mr, 
Tyng (the former published in the March, 
and the latter in the April and May numbers 
of Tue Sprrir oF Missions), as to the abso- 


lute necessity, humanly speaking, of a native 
Ministry for Japan. Let all hope and pray 
that these young men who on Palm Sunday 
were commissioned as heralds of CHRIST 
may be but leaders of a great multitude of 
their countrymen going before and follow- 
ing their Saviour, crying, ‘‘ Blessed is He 
that cometh in the name of the Lorp! Ho- 
sanna in the highest!” 

Services have been maintained at eight 
different places in Tokio. TYhe statistics 
from this station are incomplete. Mr. 
Blanchet reports the Baptism of four adults. 

St. Paul’s School for boys has 26 pupils. 
A new building with accommodations for 
50 pupils is about to be erected for St. 
Margaret’s School for girls. 

Osaka.—The Rev. Mr. Morris is now in 
the United States; but expects soon to re- 
turn to hiswork. Dr. Laning, after a year’s 
absence, returned to Osaka in November last. 

The new Hospital, to be called St. Barna- 
bas’, is nearly finished. A description of it 
is given in Dr. Laning’s report published in 
Tue Sprrit or Missrons for Octover. The 
number of patients at the dispensary was 
3,158, and the receipts from patients have 
considerably more than covered current ex- 
penses, and contributed $1,000 toward the 
fittings of the new building. 

St. Timothy’s School is suffering from a 
lack of teachers, and the Rev. Mr. Tyng 
strongly urges that there must be reinforce- 
ments if the work is to be successful. The 
number of pupils has decreased; but the ad- 
vanced students are going on satisfactorily. 
Of the three persons confirmed during the 
year two were members of the school. 

The Sunday Services and Sunday-school 
have been maintained at St. Timothy’s 
Chapel, where Mr. Tyng has been assisted by 
Mr. Nakashima, who has lately been admit- 
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ted a Candidate for Holy Orders. Mr. Tyng 
has also held Services once a week in a 
native dispensary in a distant part of the 
city, 

The Rev. Mr. McKim has held daily Ser- 
vices at St. Agnes’ School, (average attend- 


ance, 32); 150 Services at Awaji Machi 
Chapel (average attendance, 89); and 18 Ser- 
vices at Koriyama (average attendance, 26). 
Extracts from the reports both of Mr. Tyng 
and Mr. McKim were published in Tan 
Spirit oF Missions for October.

In the last report the Committee were 
called upon to explain that Church work had 
been very seriously interfered with because of 
pestilence; the population of Port-au-Prince 
having been decimated by it. This year the 
interference has been no less great because*of 
the civil war that has been raging in the 
island. One of the Bishop’s workers was, 
some time ago, reported as in prison, because 
he would not take part against the constituted 
authorities. Another was obliged to flee the 
island for the same cause. The former of 
these has since been heard from as being at 
liberty, and the latter has safely reached 
Port-au-Prince. A third among the Bishop’s 
Clergy, who was largely dependent for his 
support upon the exertions of his wife and 
daughter, has been left with nothing but a 
Missionary stipend of $15 per month. 

In addition to all this, there are the same 
difficulties in carrying on evangelistic work 
in Haiti that are so frequently spoken of by 
workers among the colored people in our 
Southern States—difficulties which are gen- 
erally recognized as the outcome of the en- 


slaving of the people in generations past. 


It seems to the Committee that, considering 
the natural and providential hindrances, as 
well as the very limited appropriation that 
the Board is able to make, the results of 
Bishop Holly’s work, as shown by statisties 
given to the Church each year, are quite all 
that could reasonably be expected. Not to 
go into particulars, suffice it here to say that 
with means at command no larger than the 
income of many a parish in this country, 
there are no less than twelve Clergymen to be 
supported. 

A long and interesting letter from Bishop 
Holly was published in Tux Srrrit or Mis- 
sions for May, which dwelt particularly upon 
the work of his Industrial and Normal 
School. This, with other published letters, 
his annual report, which is appended, and a 
statement to be read to the Board of Mis- 
sions with regard to the progress of the work 
in Haiti during the past triennium, will put 
those interested in possession of the principal 
facts, and enable them to form a judgment 
for themselves as to the conclusion just ex- 
pressed. In the last Annual Report the ma- 
terial needs of the Church were set forth to- 


* The two items relating to teachers are incomplete because of the prevailing rebellion. 
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gether with a statement that, for specified 
purposes, the Bishop would need $3,000 then, 
and $2,000 more within two years. The 
Committee said in that connection that they 
would be glad should the statements of the 
Bishop call forth in a single offering or in a 
few offerings a sum which would enable him 
to carry out his plans. This appeal was again 
alluded to in the January Sprrit or Mis- 
sions. So far as the Committee are advised 
there has been no response; but that which 
gives them more anxiety at this moment is 
the need for the prompt relief of the Rev. 
Messrs. Jones, Benedict and Kerr, from the 


distress brought upon them by the war. This 
they present as a matter of Christian charity. 

Bishop Holly says, speaking of the case of 
Mr. Jones: ; 

‘‘T am sure that our fellow-Churchmen in 
the United States who have not forgotten 
the horrors of their own civil war, and who 
now bless Gop for their happy deliverance 
therefrom, will not forget this Missionary 
family in this moment of their homeless de- 
privation.” 

The statistics of the Haitien Church are 
tabulated beyond, but it may be well here to 
state that in the last three years there have 


been 192 Baptisms.

REAL ESTATE. 
No report has been received this year concerning the Real Estate owned by the Mexi- 


can Branch of the Church. 


The Foreign Committee can give but little 
new information regarding the work of the 
Mexican Church during the past year, so 
fully has it been discussed from all points of 
view in the various publications of this 
Church. It has been difficult for the Com- 
mittee to obtain the information that they 
considered desirable before making appropri- 
ations. They have persistently availed them- 
selves of every opportunity to secure such in- 
formation, and, as far as possible, have given 
to the public a digest of everything that has 
come to their knowledge. 

The appropriation for the fiscal year just 
closed was made in June, 1882, and the Com- 


‘ 


mittee and Board found no sufficient ground 
to warrant them in declining to fulfil their 
engagement in thisrespect. On the contrary, 
the Committee were called upon to recom- 
mend to the Board an extra appropriation, 
amounting to a considerable sum, for the 
travelling expenses to this country of Bishop 
Riley and Bishop-elect Hernandez to enable 
the Mexican Commission of the House of 
Bishops to discharge the duties devolving 
upon it under ‘‘a Covenant entered into be- 
tween the Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America and 
the Mexican Branch of the Catholic Church 
of our Lorp JEsus Carist Militant upon 


*In forwarding this list of workers the Business Agent of the Mexican Church, remarked: “Some 


of these have no salaries from the Church,” i.e., in the United States.—[Sxc. 
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Earth.” It having been represented to the 
Committce that injustice had been done to 
certain persons in the Mexican Church by 
their dismissal without notice, for reason of 
disagreement with the Bishop of the Valley 
of Mexico and others with regard to ques- 
tions of policy, etc., they empowered a special 
committee, who acted with formal authority 
from the Board of Managers, to make such 
settlement as might seem just with the 
parties, at a cost not to exceed $1,000. This 
special committee afterward directed that 
the salaries of the persons referred to should 
be paid up to the date of the meeting of the 
Mexican Commission in December last. Of 
course this was a gratuity on the Board’s 
part, since the money intended to cover the 
salaries of these persons already had been re- 
mitted in sending the general appropriation 
for the fiscal year; and still further, they felt 
themselves obliged to provide for the cost of 
the return to this country of the Rev. C. 
Enrique Butler and family. 

At a meeting held on the 9th of February, 
at which a committee of the Mexican Com- 
mission was present, a special committee was 
‘appointed to obtain and report an exact 
financial statement of the condition of the 
Mexican Church.” The report of that special 
committee was published at length in THE 
Sprrit oF Missions and in all the Church 
papers. 

At the same meeting, understanding that 
the Mexican Commission desired to send a 
Bishop and a Presbyter of this Church to 
Mexico, the Committee, by resolution, offici- 
ally endorsed by the Board, made an appro- 
priation for the full cost of the journey of 
the said Bishop and Presbyter. 

At the meeting in June last the Committee, 
in consequence of want of information, were 
unwilling to recommend to the Board any 
appropriation whatever for the continuance 
of this work, and adopted the following 
resolution, which was approved by the 
Board the same day: 

‘« Resolved, That the Foreign Committee 
‘Care not prepared to recommend that any 
“further appropriation be made by the 
‘Board of Managers to the Mexican Church 
‘until information has been received from 
‘the Mexican Commission of the House of 
‘Bishops to enable the Committee to act 
“intelligently.” 

At a special meeting held July 17th, the 
report of the Examiners [7. ¢, the Bishop 
and the Presbyter referred to] sent to Mex- 
ico by the Commission of the House of Bishops 


was laid before the Foreign Committee, with 
the request that it should not go beyond the 
members of the Committee, since it had not 
been officially before the Mexican Commis- 
sion. After full consideration of the report, 
the Committee recommended to the Board 
a limited and temporary -appropriation for 
specific items contained. in a schedule sub- 
mitted through the Mexican Commission, and 
appointed their own fiscal agent to disburse 
the same. The particulars of this action were 
also published in Tue Sprrit oF Missrons and 
in all the Church periodicals. The object of 
the Committee in making this appropriation 
for September and October was to sustain 
those portions of the work of the Mexican 
Church endorsed by the Commission of the 
House of Bishops until the whole subject could 
be carefully considered by the Board of Mis- 
sions at its triennial meeting in October. 

In transmitting the statistics of the Mexi- 
can Church, the Business Agent of that body 
remarked : 

‘You will be pleased to see Paes 
that under the head of contributions we can 
report the sum of over $6,000. It is but 
right for me, however, to explain that a very 
special and extraordinary effort was made in | 
the State of Hidalgo in connection with the 
building of two church buildings. The 
amount collected in Mexico has been collected 
largely in connection with our Society for 
the Protection of Children, and aids us in 
meeting expenses in connection with our 
Orphanages, for which no provision is made 
in the schedule forwarded.” 

The same officer forwards a translation of 
an article from the pen of the Rev. J. L. 
Perez, which he says was prepared at the re- 
quest of the Standing Committee, etc., for 
use in this Annual Report. The entire paper 
cannot be reproduced, as there is much in it 
that does not belong to the work of the last 
Missionary year, but is too retrospective. 
Some paragraphs are selected : 

‘Tt can be seen that during the year which 
finished in June last, the sum collected in the 
capital and in the different congregations to 
help on the work in part shows the interest 
which the Mexican Protestants have taken in 
propagating the Gospel. This is also con- 
firmed by visiting San Pedro Martir, Xochi- 
tenco, Nopala, and Encinillas, where churches 
have been built by private donations. In 
Atzala and Tilapa there are lots of land 
which have been deeded for the same object, 
and in some parts, like Joquicingo, the 
women and children of the congregations oc- 
cupy themselves in carrying stones and other 
materials to build a church with. 
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‘‘ At the present moment, each parochial 
vestry is occupied in collecting funds. No- 
pala has collected a fund of $500, to begin 
with. But will these collections, among 
which we must mention several donations 
from foreigners residing in this country, 
be sufficient to sustain the expenses of this 
Church? . . It is to be borne in mind 


that funds are required, not only to sustain 
what already exists, but also to propagate 
the Gospel in places in nearly all the States 
of the Republic where there are brethren. 

‘“Where the statistics mention 3,490 
members, allusion is made merely to those 
who are openly known as members of the 
congregation.” 


CONCLUSION. 


The Foreign Committee feel that, in spite of all the hindrances which 
have come to the work during the three years last past, there have been tan- 
gible gains in many directions. Not the least among these is the decided in- 
crease of interest in the work evinced by the larger and more generally dis- 
tributed contributions of the Church at home. There is no doubt that a cor- 
responding amount of benefit has come to the Church in her parochial and 
diocesan relations because of her broadened sympathy with the cause of CHRIST 
in heathen lands. Well was it said by the late Bishop of Pittsburgh on a certain 
occasion during one of the sessions of the former Board of Missions: 

“‘T take it this Church of ours has no warrant to claim the Master’s 
blessing upon her at home if she do at all neglect His work abroad.” 

And now comes a similar remark from one born and bred amid scenes of 
heathenism, and who received his entire education in the graded Schools of 
our African Mission. In his last annual report the Rev. Edward Hunte says: 

‘“ Now, be it remembered, I believe that this Church has its commission 
with a promise attached thereto; not one without the other. Friends and foes 
are watching her march and marking her footsteps. Whenever she has estab- 
lished herself and her principles, she will never stop until her Lorp comes and 


takes her to glory. Will you not let her do what she can? Will you not put 
forth every effort on your part to help her on the way ?” 


The Committee wish that these questions might be considered by every 
individual member of the Church as addressed to himself, and that the answer 
of each heart might go up before Gop, together with the divinely taught 
prayer, “‘ Thy Kingdom come.” Let it be remembered that this work of For- 
eign Missions is incumbent upon every one who offers that petition before the 
throne of grace. let it be remembered that while the Great Missionary in- 
formed His disciples that the time when His Kingdom should be fully estab- 
lished was known only to the Father, He yet left to His Church the knowledge 
that the Gospel of the Kingdom should be preached in all the world for a wit- 
ness unto all nations, and then should the end come.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF YEDO. 
For the year ending June 80th, 1883. 


At the beginning of my annual report 
several changes in the personnel of the Mis- 
sion have to be recorded. 

The Rev. A. R. Morris, after eleven years 
of most faithful devoted labor, returned 
home, in September, 1882, for his well-de- 
served vacation. In November last Dr. H. 
Laning, after an absence of about a year, 
returned to his post, and entered on his 
duties immediately. By her marriage in 


June to the Rev. Mr. Hopper, of the Society| 


for the Propagation of the Gospel, Miss 
Mead ceased to be a member of our Mission. 
Mrs. Blanchet, with her children, returned 
to the United States last autumn, and Mr. 
Blanchet followed in the spring. Miss 
Emma Verbeck, the daughter of Dr. Ver- 
beck, one of the oldest and most influential 
Missionaries in Japan, joined the Mission 
in the spring. She teaches English in St. 
Paul’s School and singing in both boarding- 
schools. 
OSAKA. 

The hope expressed in the last report that 
the number of pupilsin St. Timothy’s School 
would be largely increased has not been re- 
alized. The great need of more English 
teaching, and a Head Master who can give 
his whole time to the school, is still press- 
ing, and probably the school will not grow 
very materially before the teacher comes out, 
A Preparatory Department has been added, 
and numbers twenty-three pupils. 

St. Agnes’ School has increased, and now 
numbers thirty-four scholars, of whom 
twenty-two are boarders, chiefly supported 
by scholarships. Two of the boarders now 
pay all their own expenses, and five others 
of the same class are seeking admission. It 
is hoped that the number of self-supporting 
pupils may be largely increased. The at- 
tendance and progress of the scholars are 
reported as very satisfactory. Mrs. Laning 
will continue to have the oversight of the 
school for the present; but an unmarried 
lady should be sent out for the work with 
the least possible delay. 


A new school has been started by Mr. 
McKim in connection with his chapel, and 
has met with encouraging success. 

Services at two additional places have 
been begun, one by Mr. Tyng ata dispen- 
sary owned by Japanese physicians, the 
other by Mr. McKim in the heart of the 
city. At the latter chapel there are several 
catechumens preparing for Baptism, and six 
communicants transferred from the older 
congregation. Efforts have been made to 
extend the work to regions beyond. Mr. 
Tyng paid two visits to Wakayama, a large 
town some distance from Osaka, but he has 
not been able to hold regular Services there. 
Since October last Mr. McKim and Mr. 
Ozawa have visited, three times a month, 
Koriyama, a town about fifteen miles from 
Osaka, A goodly attendance at the Services 
is reported; but it is too soon to look for 
any great results. There are, however, two 
catechumens, and we may look for an in- 
crease next year. 

A wide and most encouraging field for 
work among women is opened to us, and 
what has been done at first by Mrs. McKim 
and Miss Michie, and later by Mrs. Tyng 
and Miss Mead, shows what promise there 
is of abundant fruit, if there were well- 
trained women, who could give their whole 
time and energies to this work. By this 
means access is gained to some of the higher 
classes, whom we are able to reach in no 
other way. 

The number of patients at the dispensary 
diminished considerably during the first five 
months of the year, but a marked improve- 
ment took place after the return of Dr. 
Laning. The number of patients for the 
year was 3,153, of whom 1,888 were men 
and 1,265 were women. It gives pleasure 
to be able to report that St. Barnabas’ Hos- 
pital is nearly completed, and will probably 
be ready for occupation in September. The 
situation of the hospital is very pleasant, 
and all the appointments are good; and Dr, 
Laning has good reason for hoping that a 
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large extension of his work will be seen in 
the near future. 
TOKIO. 

St. Paul’s School suffered from the fact 
that the building, through failure of the 
contractor to fulfil his contract, was not 
finished in time to be occupied at the be- 
ginning of the session. The natural conse- 
quence was that most pupils had entered 
other schools before our school was ready, 
and only the restless, roaming ones, dissatis- 
fied probably with other schools, found their 
way to us. However, an average of twenty- 
six for the year was reached, and Mr. Gard- 
iner looks forward with the hope that, as 
he will open under more favorable circum- 
stances next session, he will have a large 
increase. 

St. Margaret’s Boarding-school for girls 
has grown a little, and the examinations at 
the end of the session showed that both 
teachers and pupils had worked faithfully. 
The contract for a school-building is about 
settled, and it is expected that it will be 
completed by the end of the year. It will 
have accommodation for fifty pupils. 

Full or shortened Services, with ser- 
mons or addresses, have been maintained 
regularly, twice a week, at eight different 
places in the city. We feel that this is doing 
very little for the immense population of 
Tokio, equal to that of the city of New 
York; but it is as much as it is thought wise 
to attempt with our weakened force. 

The Christians are showing generally 
much zeal and earnestness. In Tokio there 
is a strong feeling in favor of having one 
Japanese Episcopal Church, and certain 
converts connected with the three Episco- 
pal Missionary Societies [two of them 
English} represented here are making a 
movement with reference to self-support. 
They have had several meetings to dis- 
cuss the subject, and at the last one there 
was a general wish expressed that they 
should begin to collect money at the com- 
mencement of the new year. They pro- 
pose to raise yen 100 (equal now to $85 
Mexican) amonth. This is at the rate of 
yen 6.66, or $5.69, for each baptized Chris- 
tian, man, woman and child; or at the rate 
of yen 19.92, or $17, a year for the heads 
of families and unmarried persons, who have 
entered into the arrangement. The scale is 
too high, and it is not at all probable that 
they will be able to give such a sum; but it 


shows us something of the mind and aspir- 
ations of the Japanese. There are two mo- 
tives impelling them: One a sincere con- 
viction on the part of some that it is the 
duty of every Christian to support his re- 
ligion; the other a feeling of unwillingness 
to be under the supervision or control of 
foreigners, and a wish to be free from this at 
the earliest time possible. 

The ordination of Mr. Nobori Kanai and 
Mr. Masakazu Tai to the Diaconate on the 
Sunday before Easter (March 18th) marks a 
new stage in our work. After completing 
the prescribed course of studies in our Theo- 
logical Seminary, extending over four years 
and one-half, and passing a satisfactory ex- 
amination, and after having been tested as 
Catechists, they were admitted to the Di- 
aconate. Since then they have been faith- 
fully engaged in the work of their minis- 
try, and if health and life be given them, 
they will, with Gop’s blessing, do much in 
building up the Kingdom of Curist in their 
native land. 

In this connection it. must be mentioned 
that Mr. Nakashima, a former pupil in Mr, 
Quinby’s School in Osaka, who has been 
studying and acting as Catechist there the 
past year, has been admitted, after examin- 
ation, as a Candidate for Holy Orders. 

The Rev. E. R. Woodman, who was ad- 
vanced to the Priesthood on Trinity Sun- 
day last year, has charge of a chapel and a 
day-school in the city, and is greatly inter- 
ested in a class of young men who come to 
him to study English and the Bible. 

VISITATION OF THE CHINA MISSION. 

At the request of the Standing Committee 
of the Missionary Jurisdiction of China, a 
visit was made to Shanghai, in October, 
1882, and on the Feast of St. Simon and St. 
Jude (October 28th) the Rev. Frederick R. 
Graves was advanced to the Priesthood, 
and Mr. Herbert Sowerby was ordained 
Deacon. On the 21st Sunday after Trinity 
(October 29th), Mr. Ching Chang Wu, Mr. 
Ssz Chia Hwa, Mr. Yuin Yu Sih, and Mr. 
Yu Tang Chu were admitted to the Diacon- 
ate. At Confirmations held at the Church 
of our Saviour, Christ Church, Kong Wan, 
and the Chapel of St. John’s College, thirty- 
four persons were confirmed. 

The China Mission has an excellent prop- 
erty at St. John’s, and appliances for carry- 
Ing on a great work; but more men are 
sadly needed, and the absence of their sorely- 
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afflicted Bishop is felt deeply. May Gop 
graciously raise up the men, and restore to 
his former health and strength their hard- 
working, indefatigable Bishop. 

REVIEW OF THE JAPAN MISSION. 

On a review of the Japan Mission for the 
past year, much to encourage is seen. Better 
appointments for carrying on our schools 
and other work; St. Barnabas’ Hospital 
well advanced toward completion; a larger 
number of Baptisms, with the exception of 
one year, than ever before; much zeal and 
earnestness on the part of many of the con- 
verts; a Candidate for Orders admitted, and 
two Japanese ordained Deacons, are reasons 
for great thankfulness and encouragement. 
But while there is much cause for rejoicing, 
the thoughts which continually come up— 


the wide, unoccupied field, the many mill- 
ions of immortal souls, who know not the 
Blessed Saviour, the Light and Life of the 
world, the few, very few laborers to sow the 
good seed of the Word, and gather in the 
harvest for Carist—weigh down our hearts 
and press upon us beyond measure, and we 
can only cry to Gop for help, and earnestly 
entreat the Church to send more men and 
women to do the Master’s work in this im- 
mense field, white to the harvest. 

As the very least the Church shouid send 
out this year three Clergymen, a Teacher for 
Osaka, and two unmarried women.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY BISHOP OF CAPE PALMAS AND 
PARTS ADJACENT. 


THE WORK IN AFRICA. 

We have reached a crisis in this work. 
Since the year 1836 we have struggled on 
amid trials, blunders, discouragements, and 
death such as our branch of the Church has 
nowhere else encountered. From the first 
we have felt that loyalty to Curist demanded 
of us the ‘‘ preaching of the Gospel to these 
benighted people;” and we have kept a 
feeble light burning on that dark shore. 
But the force has ever been a weak one, and 
its support such as to keep the work at a low 
ebb. Many a city congregation spends on 
itself more than the whole 38,000 parishes of 
our Church, with their 352, 000 communicants, 
‘give for the entire work of Curis on the 
African continent. 

The appropriation for this work for the 
year from September, 1882, to September, 
1883, was $17,500. With this amount and 
what could be gotten in the field, we have 
supported: One Bishop, 13 Clergymen, 13 
Catechists, and 4 Lay-readers. We board, 
clothe and teach nearly 200 children in our 
boarding-schools, and teach 134 in our day- 
schools, with 557 in the Sunday-schools. 
The school at Cape Mount, with its 120 
boarding-scholars, has been organized since 
my going to Africa in 1877, and notwith- 
standing this more than doubling of our 
boarding-scholars, with all the expense of 
farming, buildings, etc., the appropriation 
was $17,500 in 1882 and ’83, against $20,200 
in 1876 and ’77, and this too when there was 
no Bishop’s salary to pay. Thus we see the 
work has grown while the expenses have 
decreased. 

Again, if we compare our African work 
with the other fields under our charge, using 
last year’s Report of statistics of work in 
these fields, and the latest Report of the 
Treasurer of our Foreign Committee, for the 
amounts paid to them, we have China, with 
336 communicants, giving $540, having 566 
Sunday-school scholars, had 2 confirmed, 
and receives from us $44,617. Japan has 
105 communicants, 87 Sunday-school scholars, 
contributes $500, had 9 confirmed, and re- 
ceives from us $33,957. Africa has 408 
communicants, 557 Sunday-school scholars, 


gave $890, had 46 confirmed, and receives 
from us $17,868. 

I present these figures and facts to correct 
what I believe to be an erroneous opinion in 
regard to the work Africa. For some years 
past there has been a strong tendency to look 
upon this field as the most discouraging, and 
of less importance than the others under our 
supervision. If this be true, it must be traced 
to other causes than want of results propor- 
tionate to the expenditures. 

The chief cause of difficulty lies, as is well 
known, in the unhealthiness of the climate. 
We have had three Clergymen, two doctors, 
three laymen, and four ladies go out since I 
entered upon the work in December, 1877. 
Ot these the two doctors, who were native 
born, are dead; also one of the Clergymen. 
Three of the ladies and the three laymen 
have had to come back on account of ill- 
health. Of the two Clergymen, one had to 
return permanently and the other tempor- 
rarily, and is by no means certain that he 
can ever go back to the work. Thus we are 
left with one lone woman as the sole repre- 
sentative of our white workers. 

What must we do for this people? That 
that there is a work here of hope and prom- 
ise, a work blessed of Gop, seems beyond 
doubt, and that we are confronted with most 
sickening and discouraging exhibitions of 
failing health and death is equally certain. 
These facts take this question out of the 
common routine of Committee or Board 
management and force it back on the living 
heart of the whole Church, demanding of her 
combined powers of counsel, wisdom, and 
prayer, an answer for humanity, the Gospel, 
and Gop. 

In trying to reach some firm basis for 
reckoning, I have gathered facts it may be 
well to give here: JI find that Sierra Leone 
(the Mission nearest to ours) sent out during 
the first twenty years, beginning in 1804, 
38 men, and their term of service averaged 
five years and two months. During the 
second twenty years, they sent out 43 men, 
whose term of service averaged eight years 
andsix months. During the first fifty years, 
they sent 90 men, and their average term of 
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service was six years, ten and a half months. 
In sixty-two years the English have sent 
out 109 men and 17 women to this Mission. 
The average term of the women’s service was 
seven years and five months. 

Turning now to our Cape Palmas Mission: 
We sent out 30 men and 36 women, from 
1846 to 1871, say in thirty-three years. The 
average term of service for our men was five 
years and one month, for our women four 
years two and a half months, Eleven of 
the 30 men died in the field, and 15 of the 36 

,women. The average term of men and 
women together was four years and seven 
months. If the English could call Sierra 
Leone ‘‘ The white man’s grave,” how much 
more can we say the same of Liberia. 

And now we stand confronting this scene 
of hope and fear. Doubt and perplexity are 
before us. The failure of my health from 
repeated attacks of fever renders me unfit 
for service in that climate. I was attacked 
with fever in four weeks from the time of 
of my arrival, and these attacks came every 
six, then’ five, then every four weeks up to 
April, 1880, when I came to America. Re- 
turning in July, 1881, I was again attacked 
within four weeks, then three, then two, 
then every ten days, which was followed by 
complete prostration, with no power to rally 
there. My work there was done—the only 
question was, whether to remain and die, 
or to come to a climate where I could work 
on? Duty to Gop and man called me to the 
latter, and so J am here, and about to lay 
down this charge. [shall ever thank Gop 
that He called and permitted me to work 
there thus far. JI would rather have done 
what I have for Gop and Africa, even if I 
had died there, than to have lived on a full 
life-time here without having gone to their 
help. 

In resigning the charge of this field, it is 
expected that I should give some sugges- 
tions as to what may appear to me best to 
be done. I therefore present the following, 
without being wedded to either plan: 

ist. The continuation of the present sys- 
tem. 

2d. The sending out of a white Bishop, 
who shall spend the six rainy months at 
Madeira, and the dry months in the Juris- 
diction. Madeira is healthy, within ten 
days’ sail of any portion of the Jurisdiction, 
having a weekly steamer both ways, thus 
giving closer and more reguiar communica- 


tion with the work than I had at Cape 
Mount. 

3d. To elect a Negro Bishop and place 
him in charge of the work. But I must say 
that all I have seen compels the conclusion 
that the first native Bishop should be trained 
as a suffragan. So I think St. Paul trained 
Timothy and Titus, and so I believe Gop 
has ordained that the burden and care of 
ruling should be lowered on new churches 
gradually. 

4th. The English might be asked to take 
this territory in the Sierra Leone district, 
with the consent of all parties. 

5th. Schools on a large scale might be 
established in America and the native chil- 
dren in large numbers brought and educated 
therein, so that when returned to their peo- 
ple they would form a civilized, and, by the 
grace of Gop, we hope a Christianized com- 
munity, going on with the work. This 
plan of course implies money, but the time 
for stickling over money is before a man be- 
comes a converted soul. Solong as we love 
our money more than we do the saving of 
that continent for Curist, He will never let 
us glorify Him in this matter. I believe 
that for $100 per year each the children 
can be brought over, educated and sent back, 
and I am sure we could get far more good 
in our own lives and churches than the 
money is worth. I would give each child 
five years’ training. Of course those taking 
professions would have a longer period. 

These comprises all the suggestions that I 
would make. Do something we must; let 
us do it with a strong heart, steady hand, 
and firm faith, for Gop hath said: ‘‘If ye 
will not believe, surely ye shall not be 
established.”—Is, vii., 9. 


I have already prepared and sent the 
Committee the foregoing copy of the report 
I drew up for Convention. It may be of 
interest to parties concerned to have this 
supplemented with more details. I there- 
fore add the following: During the early 
part of 1882 the sickness of the Rey. J. 
McNabb, and later on of Mrs. McNabb, left 
a great deal of the general care of the Mis- 
sion onme. I, however, visited Bassa, Sinoe, 
and Monrovia, confirming at the two latter 
places—three at Bassa, January 25th, and 
one, January 29th. One at Sinoe February 
5th. At Sinoe I assisted the congregation 
out of my ‘‘Specials,” giving them plank to 
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complete their church building. I found 
matters here in anything but a satisfactory 
state. Did what I could to improve them; 
then left on the German steamer, stopping 
by Bassa to take on sixteen new Bassa boys 
for Cape Mount School. Reached Cape 
Mount on February 11th; found the Rev. J. 
McNabb had been very ill. From this date 
on to August 18th was occupied with the 
routine work, most of the time having 
the full care of the station owing to Mr. 
McNabb’s illness. On the 15th of March 
the Mission was reinforced by the arrival of 
Mrs. M. R. Brierly, who has proved a most 
useful helper. We built from special con- 
tributions three extra houses and repaired 
all of the old ones, The number of scholars 
at Cape Mount was as large as we could ac- 
commodate. At times I had to send away 
applicants. The work at Cape Palmas end 
went on well, the Cavalla Station struggling 
to become self-supporting; St. Marks hav- 
ing its parish school-house completed and 
paid for. The Orphan Asylum, under the Rev. 
8. D. Ferguson and Mrs. Simpson, was very 
satisfactory. At Monrovia I stopped a 
week, hoping to confirm a class there, but 
they could not be gotten together at that 
time. Owing to the distance of Crozier- 
ville from the river and my condition being 
too weak to endure the walk, I could not get 
there. At Bassa I decided to let the Rev. 
Mr. Montgomery go forward with the church 
building, advancing from my “ Specials” 
enough to ensure its completion; but things 
move very slowly, and the materials only are 
ready to put up three dries. 

As time wore on my health began to give 
way. Gradually stroke after stroke of fever 
fell upon and weakened my constitution 
more and more, until on August 18th I was 
stricken down and had no rallying power 
left. The disease now attacked my bowels 
and heart, with symptoms that were unmis- 
takable, and told that nothing but pros- 
tration or death could attend a further stay. 
I, however, remained one month, hoping to 
again recover and trying every remedy; but 
the stomach refused to retain medicine, and 


so I left on the Dutch brig ‘‘ Eliza Susan- 
nah,” on September 21st, from which we 
boarded the steamer ‘‘ Malemba,”’ Septem- 
ber 22d, bound to Havre. As soon as we 
got away from the coast I began to recover 
rapidly. On October 12th we landed at 
Havre, France. On the 13th went to Eng- 
land; stopped in London, where I visited 
the Church Missionary Rooms and had a 
long conference with their Secretaries re- 
garding African work. They are pressing 
forward to place the work in the hands of 
colored agents as fast as they can raise up 
men fitted for the responsibilities. On Oc- 
tober 21st we sailed from Liverpool and 
landed in New York on the 31st. Since 
that time I have visited New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Ohio, Southern Ohio, Maryland and Ten- 
nessee, were I have spoken in the interest 
of Missions. During the month of May I 
confirmed at various times for Bishop 
Bedell of Ohio classes numbering in all 153 
souls. In July I went to Sewanee and par- 
ticipated in the Council of Southern Bishops, 
Clergymen and laymen, deliberating as to 
the duty of the Church to the colored peo- 
ple. Finding my health unfit to stand a 
malarious climate I felt it my duty to resign 
the Bishopric of Cape Palmas and Parts Ad- 
jacent, which I did, sending my resignation 
on April 4th to the Presiding Bishop, and 
transmitting a copy to the Secretary of the 
House of Bishops. 

I consider the work in Africa has ad- 
vanced as rapidly as could be expected, un- 
der the many difficulties with which we 
have had to contend The printed report 
which is herewith submitted will give the 
suggestions that seem to me best, and the 
accompanying tabular statement such facts 
and figures as I can furnish.

ANNUAL REPORT OF 


THE CHINA MISSION. 


For the year ending June 30th, 1883. 


_ THE continued absence of our Bishop 
and of our senior Missionary devolves on 
me once more the duty of reporting the gen- 
eral status of our Mission. We look for 
Mr. Thomson’s speedy return, and have 
more hopeful news as to the state of health 
of our Bishop. We need him back sorely, 
and his return would greatly rejoice the 
Church both here and at home. 

The departure of Mr. and Mrs. Graves 
for the United States, on February 14th, was 
asad loss for Wuchang, as we are so very 
short-handed. On the other hand, the 
efforts of the Foreign Committee have added 
to our forces in the field—-on November 18th, 
1882, Miss Bruce and Miss Lawson; on 
March 15th, 1883, the Rev. A. H. Locke 
and Mrs. Locke; and on April 5th, the Rey. 
G. H. Appleton and Mrs. Appleton. 

Mr. Locke, after conference, willingly 
went to Wuchang to study Mandarin and 
to help in general those who bear the burden 
of the work there. Mr. Appleton applied 
himself to our Shanghai colloquial, with a 
view to evangelistic work in the future. 
The ladies took up such teaching work as 
most needed to be done; Miss Bruce, since 
January 1st, in the Preparatory Department 
of the College; while Miss Lawson at first 
taught the Missionaries’ children (at our pri- 
vate cost, of course), and since Mrs. Graves’ 
departure has had the class in English at 
St. Mary’s Hall. 

Additional movements or changes have 
been as follows: Mr. and Mrs. Sayres and 
Miss Roberts to Chefoo for the summer, and 
myself in October for a fortnight. Dr. 
Boone visited Wuchang in July, and with 
Dr. Deas at Kiu-Kiang selected the moun- 
tain site for the Sanitarium now being 
built for the Wuchang Missionaries. I 
went up to Wuchang, on January 22d, to 
confer with Mr. Graves and to arrange 
for the transfer of work and the accounts, in 
case he should leave for the United States. 
Though he had anticipated my visit in his 
departure, matters were arranged and have 
gone on well since he left, as Mr. Sowerby’s 


careful report will show. Mr. Morris, of 
Osaka, visited us prior to his sailing, on 
September 16th, for New York. 

The visit of Bishop Williams, once our 
own father in Gop, and now as always most 
warmly beloved, was an occasion of hearty 
joy. The Confirmations and Ordinations 
were reported at the time; but I cannot re- 
frain from adding how much help and com- 
fort our five newly-ordained Deacons have 
been in their several fields, 

If Gop will, we trust to have Bishop 
Moule, of Hang Chow (Mid-China), with us 
in October, when other six may be ready 
for the laying on of hands for Holy Orders. 

SCHOLASTIC WORK. 

The special reports sent at the close of 
our examinations give you the details, so 
that I but sum up the several heads. 

The College has gone on steadily and better 
than ever in its several departments. The 
fact that many of the pupils are ready to 
pay some portion of the cost of their board 
and tuition is a step in advance from the 
side of the native parents, while the help 
procured from those who have studied else- 
where indicates what may be hoped for as 
our youths advance and can become tutors 
in their Alma Mater. 

St. Mary’s Hall, under Mrs. Boone and 
Miss Wong, helped by Miss Roberts, Miss 
Bruce and Miss Lawson successively, and 
with Mrs. Wei and the Classical Teacher in 
the Chinese curriculum, has done well in 
studies and happily in conduct. The send- 
ing of a box of their handiwork to help in 
rebuilding St. Mary’s School, Knoxville, IIL., 
was a joy to the busy workers, and will, we 
trust, knit closer bonds of interest between 
these two institutions. 

The Bishop Boone School, Wuchang, under 
Mr. Sowerby’s close supervision, has been 
greatly improved, and when rebuilt will be 
able to do its good work to advantage. 

The thirty-four Day-Schools are con- 
stantly visited and give opportunities for 
reaching parents not otherwise open to us. 
You will gladly notice how our native 
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staff are in charge of this and the outwork 
generally, and with what energy, despite 
the lack of foreign supervision, they have 
multiplied Services and taken advantage of 
opportunities for work. 

Medical Work.—The gift to us of the 
Gutzlaff Hospital, and by Mr. Li of the new 
ward and rooms at St. Luke’s, and the 
contribution of $6,000 by some members 
of the Church of the Holy Trinity, Phil- 
adelphia, with the acquisition of a phy- 
sician’s residence and a School for the 
Medical Students, are fully reported by 
the Physician-in-charge, but recapitulated 
here because the Mission as a whole both 
gains and rejoices greatly in the strength- 
ening of this most important branch of our 
work. The preaching at the Hospital wait- 
ing-room reaches more widely than at any 
other point. Mr. Wong, though in advanc- 
ing years, delights as ever to be a leader in 
all active work, and here and elsewhere has 
made good use also of his assistants. 

At Kong Wan and outlying points, Mr. 
Zu Soong Yen has fully taken up the work 
left him by Mr. Woo’s removal. 

At Kia Ding, at three points, and at Nan 
Kong, Mr. Woo and his helpers are gaining 
acquaintances, and in every way possible 
laying foundations for future years. 

At Wuchang and Hankow work has been 
kept up at all points, and the two Deacons 
and four Candidates have been busily en- 
gaged; while Dr. Deas’ report tells of the 
Woman’s Hospital built, and a large num- 
ber of patients carefully treated. 

The rebuilding of the Fu Kai Chapel, and 


the promise of the same as to the Boone 
School and the Clergy House, are of great 
importance for efficiency and comfort in 
many ways. 

At Ohefoo we have purchased a suitable 
eight-roomed house on the beach for a Sani- 
tarium, and trust that the improved general 
health of the Missionaries will be all that 
was hoped for. 

In general, we may feel very thankful for 
the mercies and gains of the year just past. 
But we need more helpers, both as teach- 
ers and as evangelists and preachers, in the 
region between our central stations. 

On the Yang-tse River we should open two 
or three points, and onward from Shanghai 
to Chin Kiang (on the river) we should be 
preparing the way by journeys, and visits of 
some length at points by the way. Several 
young men ready first to study faithfully 
the language, and then to take work as may 
seem best to the Mission in council, is our 
need if we are to keep pace with openings 
before us and the increase Gop is giving us 
in the way of native assistants. We leave 
the far greater part of the work to be done 
in China to the Church of England. Let us 
then, at least, be earnest to do well our part 
in the portion reserved to us in this Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction of Shanghai.

DISCOURAGEMENTS. 

THE Missionary year just closed has in 
its course brought along its full share of 
discouragements to the Church’s work in 
this field. These have formed so many 
drawbacks to the openings for increased use- 
fulness which have also been presented, in- 
spiring us with renewed courage and zeal to 
persevere patiently in prosecuting the work 
to which we are called, while looking to the 
Lorp to give the increase in His own good 
time. It is much more agreeable to dwell 
upon the bright side of things by ignoring, 
if it were possible, the darker shadows of 
the picture. This, however, would be to 
give an incorrect view of the state of our 
work; and hence I deem it always prudent, 
not only to speak of those discouragements, 
but also to put them in the forefront of my 
reports. 

DIMINUTION OF THE CLERGY. 

First, therefore, among those drawbacks, 
I will note here the diminution in the num- 
ber of our Clerical laborers: Two Presby- 
ters have been cut off in different ways from 
this number since my last report. They 
were the only Clergymen in this field who 
were not stipendiaries of the Board. One 
of them had already ceased to exercise his 
Ministry, as stated in my last annual report. 


; DEPOSITION. 

Three months later, or on the 5th of last 
September, he was deposed from the Minis- 
try of the Church in conformity with a sen- 
tence to that effect by an Ecclesiastical 
Court that tried and convicted him of offen- 
ces defined and set forth in the Digest of 
Canons. Such a judicial act is one of the 
saddest duties that the Church of Curisr 
anywhere can be called upon to perform. 
Old, prosperous, and well established 
Churches must in every circumstance of the 
kind feel a shock that will produce momen- 


tarily at least a paralyzing effect. How 
much severer, then, must be the shock and 
how much more lasting must be the paralyz- 
ing effect felt by an infant Church like ours 
in a Missionary field, where the Gospel has 
yet made but small progress !_ Nevertheless, 
when the purity and integrity of the Church 
require the fulfilment of this saddest of du- 
ties, there is no room left for hesitation. If 
the right eye offends us it must be plucked 
out and cast from us, if we would show our 
obedience to the Master’s commandments. 
It was from this keen sense of duty that we 
deposed from the Ministry the Clergyman 
referred to, who having failed in his minis- 
terial career as a pastor in several dioceses 
in the United States, came down here on 
trial, to see if he could be more successful 
as a Foreign Missionary, but who in a few 
short months made complete shipwreck of a 
ministry, for which it may well be doubted 
that he ever had a real vocation. 

As a proof of the justness of this conclu- 
sion, it suffices toadd here that this deposed 
Minister has made a disorderly and insignifi- 
cant attempt to found a sectarian conven- 
ticle in this city with a pitiable number of 
followers, the ringleader of whom had been 
cut off from our Church four years since for 
his disorders. The miserable and schismati- - 
cal effort of this deposed ecclesiastic is 
already struck with the languor of decay. 

DEATH. 

Our other affliction was the death of the 
Rev. Léon Pons, which took place at Jérémie 
the 22d day of last February. He arrived 
in Haiti in February, 1881, and assumed the 
pastorate there of St. Luke’s Church in that 
city. He had therefore been amongst us just 
two years. During that time he was also en- 
gaged in teaching. He was a faithful and 
diligent laborer both in Church and school. 
He died deeply regretted by all who had 
the opportunity of knowing him, leaving a 
widow and an infant daughter without ma- 
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terial succor for their temporal support. 
Theirs is a case that appeals loudly to the 
sympathies of Churchmen for pecuniary aid 
in their bereavement and dark hour of ad- 
versity; and I heartily recommend those 
stricken ones to the active benevolence of 
the members of our household of faith. 


INSURRECTION. 


Since the 27th of last March a stubborn 
insurrection has been on foot in the south- 
ern department of this island. This disor- 
der may be set down as another one of the 
drawbacks by which our work in that sec- 
tion has been seriously retarded. Mission- 
ary Services have been suspended in conse- 
quence at our recently established station at 
Petit-Goave. Our communication with the 
church at Jérémie and the stations in the 
Grand Anse is cut off; and the two congre- 
gations at Cayes and Torbeck are sadly 
affected by the same, as most of the male 
members thereof have been enrolled in the 
army to operate against the insurgents. 


MONETARY DEPRESSION. 


The fourth and last drawback that I deem 
worthy of mention is the financial embar- 
rassment that has been increasingly felt in 
Haiti for the last three years. One of the 
principal causes of this depression is the fall 
in the price of coffee, our only staple prod- 
uct, in the commercial markets abroad. 
General poverty, not to say starvation, is 
everywhere present throughout all our bor- 
der, staring the working masses in the face. 

Our congregations, being composed prin- 
cipally of the poorer class of people, are 
sadly affected in all that relates to their 
temporalities. Several chapels, begun just 
before this monetary crisis came upon us, 
have in consequence remained unfinished. 
This state of things becomes more discour- 
aging in the dark outlook before us, as we 
see no immediate prospect of relief from this 
embarrassment. On the contrary, the in- 
surrection now going on only threatens to 
render our sufferings in this respect still 
more intense. It is emphatically a dark 
hour in our experience that may be assimi- 
lated to the world’s last great tribulation 
when the only consolation for the child of 
Gop is to look up to Heaven in prayer, from 
whence he expects the divinely appointed 
means of his final deliverance just at the 
moment when things are at their worst.

ENCOURAGEMENTS. 

I will not devote quite so long a section 
to the things that tend to encourage us as 
I have just written about those that have 
operated as discouragements. I will con- 


tent myself with recapitulating them under 


a few heads as briefly as possible. 


ANIMATING SPIRIT OF THE CLERGY AND 
LAITY. 

I am happy to state that our original band 
of Clerical Jaborers gathered in this field 
continue to be animated with the most laud- 
able spirit in devoting themselves to the 
Master’s work, amid all the depressing cir- 
cumstances that I have just recounted. It 
is a no less pleasing fact that the greater 
portion of the laity manifest a correspond- 
ing spirit by their appreciation of the efforts 
of the Clergy, and by seconding them in 
every good word and work. 

A pleasing illustration of this fact occurred 
at our Diocesan Conference held in May 
last, to attend which Clergymen, Lay-readers 
and Church-wardens made the sacrifice to 
come together for united prayer and mutual 
counsel, nothwithstanding the pressure of 
the times and the unsettled state of the 
country growing out of the rebellion, which 
was then two months under way. The same 
self-sacrificing spirit of devotion to the in- 
terest of the Church was manifested by those 
who were called to take part in the always 
unwelcome and unthankful duties connected 
with an ecclesiastical trial such as that re- 
ferred to above. 


EXTENSION OF THE WORK. 

In August last a new station was estab- 
lished at Petit Godve, a seaport town about 
fifty miles distant from Port-au-Prince. 
For want of more ordained laborers this 
station was placed under the oversight of 
the Rev. Mr. Battiste, who had already un- 
der his pastoral charge one organized con- 
gregation and six out-stations. It is at this 
new station that a temporary suspension of 
Missionary Services has taken place, owing 
to the fact that it falls within the lines of 
the active military operations of the Govern- 
ment against the rebellion. 

An efficient Lay-reader and Evangelist has 
been added to the Gospel workers in the 
district, under the pastoral oversight of the 
Rev. Mr. Michel. This new worker evi- 
dently possesses some valuable gifts of the 
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Spirit, and has been instrumental in the past 
_ few months in bringing something like a 
dozen souls to Curist, among whom is a 
General of the Haitien army and his family. 

PROSPECTIVE INCREASE OF LABORERS. 

Our theological student in the Divinity 
School at Barbados bids fair to finish his 
studies with honor at the end of the pres- 
ent year, so as to present himself, 1f Provi- 
dence favors, for Ordination, at the begin- 
ning of next year. The Rev. Principal of 
the Faculty of Codrington College, where 
this student has now been for nearly three 
years, speaks of him in the highest terms of 
commendation, and gives it as his opinion 
that he will be a valuable acquisition to our 
work in Haiti. We have a theological stu- 
dent ready to succeed him on the Scholar- 
ship at Codrington. 

One of the most talented and respected of 
the Roman Catholic Priests in Haiti has also 
applied to be enrolled among our Clergy, 
and is now in course of his six months’ pro- 
bation, preparatory to his full admission to 
the privilege, as provided in the Digest of 
Canons. With the aid of his services we 
hope to be able to make an important ex- 
tension of our work ina hitherto unoccu- 
pied direction, if our friends in the United 
States will give us the additional aid needed 
for this purpose, 


APPRECIATION OF OUR WORK BY AN 
EMINENT HAIJTIEN. 

A distinguished Haitien gentleman and 
scholar now in Paris, whois a graduate both 
of the medical and law faculties of that 
great French capital (where he has also pub- 
lished several medical and literary works, 
and is now engaged in publishing a work 
on the different Constitutions of Haiti pro- 
mulgated since 1805, and in which he treats 
the question of religion), in a recent letter 
addressed to the Bishop of Haiti, makes use 
of the following language explanatory of 
his motive in thus treating the question. 
The extract which is here given is a transla- 
tion: 

‘¢T wish my compatriots to see how neces- 
sary it is for them to embrace the Protestant 
faith, and above all to have a national 
Church. The Haitien Orthodox Apostolic 
Church would offer the best security and 
guaranty to the Haitien Government. It 
should be, and is, the true Church for the 
Haitien nation; in a word, its national 


Church. This Church should be and is the 
pillar around which the other Protestant 
Churches should and mustrally, . 

Rt. Rev. Sir, make an appeal to your friends 
and sympathizers in Switzerland, in France, 
in the United States and in England; and 
you, as a citizen of Haiti, should put forth 
every effort to have Haiti become as soon as 
possible a civilized negro nation, the cradle 
of the future civilization of an independent 
black race, by rescuing it from the hands 
of Romanism, that religion of children, of 
women, and of old men in their dotage! .. . 
The first Article of the Constitution of the 
Orthodox Haitien Church offers a sufficient 
basis to undertake and to do everything to 
this end.” 


III. 
OUR EDUCATIONAL NEEDS, 


The closing section of this report I now 
devote to our educational wants. We do 
not propose to make ourselves the rivals of 
the State or of any other society by under- 
taking any general scheme of popular edu- 
cation. Such pretensions on our part would 
be immodest in us, and far beyond any 
means that we could hope to have placed at 
our disposal. But the development already 
attained by our work in the rural districts 
and its future extension there, where four- 
fifths of the population of the island are to 
be found, with but few religious or educa- 
tional advantages, demand, if we are to ful- 
fil our mission in an adequate manner among 
these people, that we should have a well-de- 
vised system of elementary education to go 
hand in hand with the preaching of the 
Gospel and the establishment of our rural 
Mission stations. This end can best be se- 
cured by having a central Training School 
under the auspices of the Church, where 
pupils gathered from the different inland 
stations can be prepared to act, after prac- 
tical training, as Primary School teachers at 
their respective stations. For obvious rea 
sons of utility and economy in conducting 
the school, agricultural and other indus- 
trial occupations should have place along 
with the mental training given in that es- 
tablishment. To this end we have already 
acquired a farm of nearly sixty acres of 
land. We now anxiously await the neces- 
sary funds already appealed for, to put it in 
successful operation. We hope that the 
generous Churchmen of America will not 
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allow us to wait much longer for the means 
of carrrying out an enterprise fraught with 
so much vital importance to the future well- 
being of our work in Haiti. We do not 
like to build castles in the air; but we ven- 
ture to hope that this institution, when 
once successfully under way, will afford the 
opportunity of having an elementary Divin- 
ity School attached thereto, where at least 
our lay Evangelists from the country dis- 
tricts could resort, and pass a few weeks 
each year in residence, in order to receive 
instruction for greater aptness and useful- 
ness in their Gospel work. 

With this detail of our joys and sorrows, 
and the hopes ahead gleaming through them 
all, we close by earnestly requesting the 
prayers of our fellow Churchmen for Gop’s 
blessing upon our laudable designs and un- 
dertakings, and for His gifts and grace that 


we need for ourselves, so that we may faith- 
fully do our whole duty according to His 

will, whatsoever trials may now encompass 

us, or what further tribulation soever may 

still await us in the unknown future.

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REPORT ON STATED PUBLICATIONS. 


THE present number of subscribers to THE Sprrit oF Missions is 5,940, 
and to THE Youn@ Curistian SoLtprer AND THE CARRIER Dove 50,057, 
of whom 25,675 are to the Weekly, and 24,382 to the Monthly edition. 

THE Spirit or Missrons has paid all the expenses of the standard size 
edition, including the extra cost of the much better quality of paper used this 
year, and has paid to the Domestic and Foreign Committees $2,000 toward 
its own share in the items of ‘‘ Salaries,” ‘‘ Rent,” ‘‘ Expenses of the Wo- 
man’s Department,” ‘‘ Extra Sprrit oF Missions Pages,” ‘‘ Reports,” etc. 

The receipts have not been equal to the full amount due for the year’s sub- 
scriptions, although increased by the strong effort made to secure new sub- 
scribers, which more than paid for itself, and without which the amount 
received and the number of subscribers would have fallen very far short of 
last year’s figures. 

THE YOUNG CHRISTIAN SOLDIER AND THE CARRIER Dove has paid 
all its own expenses, including the extra cost of the improved quality of paper 
used this year, and carried a balance of $553.18 to the new account, but 
has been able to make no payment to the Committees toward its share in the 
Central Expenses. Although our efforts to make collections from subscribers 
» have been as vigorous as usual, the receipts are far short of those of last year, 
and while the number of subscribers to the weekly issue has not materially 
changed, the monthly is less by 3,000 copies.

TWELFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY TO THE 
BOARD OF MISSIONS, 1882-1888. 


THE work of the Auxiliary in its twelfth 
year has been marked by no striking features. 
It has sent out boxes valued at $109,619.13, 
and has raised $47,627.75 in money. 

Three Diocesan Branches have been estab- 
lished, those of Albany, Springfield, and 
Northern Texas, the last being the third such 
branch organized in a Missionary jurisdic- 
tion. Itis pleasant also to note the forma- 
tion of a Parish Branch of the Auxiliary 
in one of the Foreign Churches, that of the 
Holy Trinity, Paris, France. Through 
the efforts of a young lady in Massachusetts, 
a branch of the Twenty Minutes a Day 
Working Society has been formed, to gain 
the co-operation of the children in Mission- 
ary work. It began with two or three mem- 
bers, and now numbers ninety-eight, in nine- 
teen, dioceses. They are pledged to give 
twenty minutes a week to Missionary effort, 
and have already sent off two boxes to Bish- 
ops for distribution, and one to a Foreign 
Mission Station, for Christmas gifts. The 
formation of this Society is an added call to 
members and branches of the Auxiliary gen- 
erally, to see what they can do with the 
children of the Church. If they would but 
take example by it, or by St. Mark’s League, 
organized by an officer of the Auxiliary in 
Maryland, and having its branches from 
Long Island to California, or by the Mes- 
sengers of Hope, gathered together by one 
woman from among the children of North 
Carolina, who are endowing a scholarship 
in China, there might be hundreds of so- 
cieties of children workers where there are 
ten to-day. 

The Twenty Minutes Society is excellent 
for the purpose of training scattered work- 
ers from all parts of the country; in Cin- 
cinnati, our little Missionaries, with their 
own Officers, their weekly meetings through- 
out the year, their regular offeringsin boxes 
and money, are an inspiring example of a 
Parish Society; while in Massachusetts the 
effort has been lately attempted to awaken 


interest in the children of the dtocese, by 
means of Missionary leaflets circulated 
through the Sunday-schools, calling for 
offerings of a penny from each scholar five 
times in the course of the year. 

But not only must the Auxiliary be at 
work among the children of the Church; 
it has a very special interest in the young 
girls just growing up to womanhood. 
This thought is the more strongly brought 
to mind, as its members are called upon to 
miss those who have been its faithful friends 
and diligent workers ; as Massachusetts 
mourns to-day the wise and ready counsel, 
the loving oversight, of its late President, 
Mrs. Chickering, which it will sorely miss; 
as Northern New Jersey loses Mrs. Tuthill, 
so long interested in Missionary work, and 
as Long Island gives up the first and only 
Treasurer of its Woman’s Missionary Asso- 
ciation, Mrs. de Selding. 

These and like vacant places in the ranks 
of the Auxiliary must be filled; but how? 
Tried and faithful workers may be taken 
from other positions and given these, but 
only to leave their own without occupants. 
The matter is becoming urgent, as the most 
skilled and experienced officers are removed, 
and others show signs of failing strength 
under long-continued and most devoted © 
service, and new recruits must be found to 
take up the work falling from enfeebled 
hands. Why cannot each Diocesan branch 
admit into the number of its Executive Com- 
mittee one or two of the young women, free 


‘from school duties and just entering upon 


life, full of spirit and enterprise, and who, 
once interested—interested at first, it may be, 
chiefly by the new feeling of responsibility 
given them—may interest others of their 
own age, and so in time gather to the work 
of the Auxiliary that element of youthful 
energy so essential to quick action and stir- 
ring life ? 

But not only from its own numbers has 
the Auxiliary lost helpers in the year just 
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past; with all the Church it mourns that 
faithful friend, the Rev. Dr. Twing, to 
whom it so largely owes its very existence 
in the Church; who, by his efforts in the 
establishment of the Ladies’ Domestic Mis- 
sionary Relief Association, opened to Church- 
women the way to more extended usefulness, 
and who, from the very formation of the 
Auxiliary, was ever ready, with helpful 
words and most encouraging sympathy, to 
aid it in its work. That Gop has so ordered 
that the wise and great and good must be 
taken from a useful life on earth, is the 
trumpet-call that sounds to tell those left 
behind to work while it is their day. 

In the women who have gone from this 
country to the foreign field during the year, 
the Auxiliary has taken a special interest. 
Massachusetts raised the outfit money of 
Miss Bruce, who went from that diocese, 
and supports her in her work in China. 
New York sustains Miss Lawson there, and 
Mrs. Sayers, the trained nurse, now on her 
way to Wuchang, is to be supported there, 
for the first year, by the Connecticut Branch, 
the Auxiliary generally having paid for her 
outfit and travelling expenses. 

The Elizabeth Bunn Memorial Hospital 
for Women and Children has been opened 
' and will be carried on largely with funds 
contributed by the Auxiliary, while New 
York has completed the amount desired for 
the building of Dr. Laning’s Hospital in 
Osaka. Southern Ohio has raised $600 to 
build a chapel in one of the Mission stations 
about Shanghai, and New York has _ pro- 
vided for another. Connecticut has sent 
$500 toward the improvement of the Clergy 
House in Wuchang. Means have been sup- 
plied for the erection of a new chapel in 
Niobrara, and large contributions made 
toward new buildings for Hope School. 
Massachusetts and Long Island are still 
working upon the endowment of their Me- 
morial Beds in the Fanny C. Paddock Hos- 
pital, and over $700 have been raised for an 
Orphanage for colored children in Petersburg, 
a work attempted by the faithful Missionary, 
the Rev. Giles B. Cooke, but failing to meet 
with the desired measure of success. 

A special effort was made during the year 
to replenish the Foreign Missionaries’ Fund, 
and this effort must be now renewed, as the 
number of Missionaries desiring insurance 
has increased, and the contributions lately 
received have not proved adequate to meet 


all demands upon the Fund. For this pur- 
pose it would be well that in the new year 
of work, the Auxiliary should raise $2,000 in 
order to set the Fund once more upon a firm 
basis. 

In addition to the boxes and Lending 
Library supplied for the use of Domestic 
Missionaries, a new form of help has been 
planned this year. It was suggested by the 
Rector of a Parish in Northern New Jersey, 
that many Missionaries would be happy to 
receive from subscribers to the various 
weekly, monthly, and quarterly periodicals 
(religious and secular), the papers or maga- 
zines regularly sent them after reading. 
Through Tae Spirit oF Missions the idea 
was made known, with the result that a 
goodly number of periodicals have been fur- 
nished to Missionary and other Clergy. It 
is hoped that more can be supplied another 
year, not only in the Domestic, but in the 
Foreign field. 

A new call comes to the Auxiliary with 
the opening of the new year, in the request 
to furnish $750 for the education of Foreign 
Missionaries’ children, sent home from China 
to pursue their studies in this country. This 
may seem unusual and a new departure en- 
tirely in the Auxiliary, and yet, on looking 
back to the Report on Woman’s Work, pre- 
sented to the Board of Missions of 1871, it 
will be found that the education of Mission- 
aries’ children is given as one of the aims of 
the Auxiliary, then about to be formed. 

Notice is taken of this fact in the Resolu- 
lutions adopted by the Foreign Committee 
and the Board of Managers on the 12th of 
June and 11th of September. These Reso- 
lutions read as follows : 


Resolved, That the matter of the education 
of Missionaries’ children, being one of the 
objects for which the Woman’s Auxiliary 
was organized, be at this time brought before 
the various branches of that Auxiliary 
throughout the country, and that they be ear- 
nestly requested to further this work by con- 
tributing specifically for the purpose, in ad- 
dition to their other engagements and pur- 
poses, with a view to providing for the com- 
ing fiscal y ara fund of not less than $750 
for immediate necessities. 


In connection with this it was also 


Resolved, That the matter of the carrying 
out the purpose of the foregoing Resolution 
be committed to Miss Julia C. Emery, sec- 
retary of the Woman’s Auxiliary, with 
power. 

t 
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It would seem, therefore, that if. no atten- 
tion has as yet been paid to this department 
of the work of the Auxiliary, the time has 
now come for the first steps toward this end 
to be taken, and a ready and interested re- 
sponse to this ‘‘earnest request” of the For- 
eign Committee and Board of Managers is 
pressed upon the different Auxiliary 
branches, 

In the twelve years of its existence the 
Auxiliary has done something toward the 
accomplishment of most of the aims proposed 
to it. It has aided in the increase of Mis- 
sionary funds; it has circulated Missionary 
publications; it has made, collected and dis- 
tributed articles of clothing for Missionaries 
and their families; it is now making a small 
beginning in the matter of education of Mis- 
sionaries’ children; but there is still one aim 
set, at its formation, before it, toward which 
it has as yet done little or nothing. This 
matter is the ‘‘education,” or training, ‘of 
Missionaries.” 

It is a pleasure to be able to record that a 
Resolution has been lately adopted by the 
Board of Managers, which gives the hope 
that something may now be done in the Aux- 
iliary even in this last and most difficult de- 
partment of its work. Ata meeting of the 
Board, held on the 12th of June, it was 

Resolved, That Mrs. A. T. Twing be, and 
she is hereby, appointed Honorary Secretary 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary, without salary, 
but with power to draw upon the Treasurer 
of the Domestic Committee for travelling 
and other necessary expenses, for the purpose 
of maturing such a system for the training 
and distribution of women’s services in the 
Domestic Missionary field of the Church as 
may be found most practicable and efficient. 


There is thus brought again into official 


relations with the Auxiliary its first General 
Secretary, to whom are so largely owing its 
methods, and who, during the earlier years of 
its existence, devoted herself to the uniting 
of scattered efforts, the engaging of new 
strength and interest in the work, and the 
building up of a large and far reaching band 
of workers. May her present endeavors to 
find women suited for Missionary work, and 
to devise means to fit them for such labor, be 
as greatly blessed. F 

In the past year the Secretary has attended 
forty-one meetings of the Auxiliary in fifteen 
different dioceses; and since her appoint- 
ment, the Honorary Secretary, in the course 
of a Western journey, and later in Maine, 
has attended twelve, visiting three dioceses 
never yet visited by the Secretary. Both 
Secretaries found a special pleasure, in mak- 
ing their first visits to Minnesota and North 
Carolina respectively, in meeting the Domes- 
tic Missionaries upon their own ground, and 
hearing from their lips that the help given 
them by the Auxiliary has been a real help, 
not only bringing them relief from pressing 
family cares, but often giving them means 
sufficient to keep them in their fields of labor, 
and sometimes so amply providing for their 
personal comfort as to enable them to spare 
something from their small stipends for the 
upbuilding of the Church. 

Such words from the Missionaries them- 
selves come like blessings indeed to the Aux- 
iliary, and cheer it in the work that lies be- 
fore it. ; 

May Gop add His blessing also, and the 
gracious help of His Hony Spirit, without 
which all labor is but vain.

THE TWENTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMIT- 
TEE TO THE AMERICAN CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY, 
SEPTEMBER Ist, 18838. 


Ar the Twenty-fourth Annual Business 
Meeting of the American Church Missionary 
Society, held in Philadelphia, Penn., Octo- 
ber 26th, 1883, the following resolution was 
passed ; 

Resolved, that a copy of the Annual Re- 
port of the Executive Committee to the 
American Church Missionary Society, ap- 
proved this day, be presented to the Beard 
of Managers of the Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in the U. 8. A., in conformity 
with Section 4th of the Articles of Agree- 
ment between the American Church Mission- 
ary Society and said Board.

The Executive Committee present to the 
Society the Twenty-fourth Annual Report 
of their work. 

The year that has closed has not been one 
of stirring incident, but of quiet prosecution, 
through a recognized agency for Missions, of 
a work well established in the home field. 

That field has been opening with accel- 
erated rapidity, and our Church has granted 
the fullest liberty of action to every volun- 
tary organization which was ready, in the 
words of our Constitution, ‘‘ To extend and 
build up the Kingdom of our Lorp Jesus 
CuristT, in accordance with the principles 
and doctrines of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church as set forth in her Articles, Liturgy 
and Homilies.” 

The plan of voluntary association which 
we adopted more than twenty years ago, has 
been largely followed by societies for Church 
publication, for Church building, for the 
promotion of temperance, for the evangeliza- 
tion of the Jews, and other special depart- 
ments of labor in the Church, and some of 
these organizations have become, as our 


Society did, auxiliary to the general Mis- 
sionary Board of the Church. 

We have now sustained this relation of an 
auxiliary for several years, and, while it has 
in no way fettered our freedom of action, we 
have found it promotive of kindly feeling, 
and furnishing opportunities of cordial co- 
operation. 

These aspects of our country, and of our 
Church, have impressed upon your Commit- 
tee a deep sense of our responsibility to do 
all that lies within our power to extend those 
sound principles of Churchmanship, and that 
spirit of earnest Missionary effort which the 
founders of our Society exhibited pre-emi- 
nently. Ifthe examples of McIlvaine, Johns, 
Milnor, Cutler, Anthon, Stone and others 
could be deeply impressed on all our mem- 
bers, we might be able to use more effectively 
the large opportunities which are granted 
us, larger than those noble workers dared to 
hope for. 

To the full measure of the means placed at 
their disposal your Committee have enlarged 
the work, and have reduced somewhat its 
expense. In obedience to the resolution 
passed at the last Annual Meeting of the 
Society, the Committee have employed a 
Secretary at a much reduced salary to do the 
financial and office work, relieving him from 
visiting the churches, thus throwing upon 
the friends of the Society the duty of main- 
taining its treasury. The income from 
churches has not increased under this plan, 
but rather diminished, though by reason of 
legacies and special donations our general 
fund is larger than last year. 

No part of the very considerable amounts 
bequeathed to our Society in the wills of the 
three Misses Burr has been yet received, and 
it is quite uncertain when we may look for 
any income from that source; so that we shall 
have to depend upon the active co-operation 
of the Rectors of churches ‘interested in the 
work for the means of carrying it on.

We have commissioned forty Missionaries, 
three more than last year. Nine have re- 
signed, leaving the present number thirty- 
one. Their fields of labor have been as fol- 
lows, in seventeen dioceses and Missionary 
jurisdictions: Colorado, 2; Dakota, 2; Dela- 
ware, 5; Iowa, 4; Kansas, 2; Minnesota, 2; 
Missouri, 1; Nebraska, 2; Nevada, 1; New 
Mexico, 1; New York, 1; South Carolina, 
1; Southern Ohio, 1; Tennessee, 1; Virginia, 
6; Washington Territory, 2; West Virginia, 


ABSTRACT OF MISSIONARIES’ RE- 
PORTS. 


COLORADO. 

The work here has been among the miners 
in the mountains at Silverton, Rosita and 
other points, It is truly a pioneer work, 
and cannot be expected to show brilliant 
results. 

DAKOTA. 

This territory presents the most ample 
field for effort, with promise of a golden 
harvest of souls. We have twice made ap- 
pointments at Jamestown, but have not yet 
secured a stated Missionary, though some 
work has been done. Five lots have been 
secured for a church building, and subscrip- 
tions toward the erection of a stone church. 
Carrington, fifty miles north, and Lisbon, 
as far south, have been asking aid and form- 
ing organizations. The permanence of these 
agricultural regions makes the work of the 
Church more secure than in mining districts. 

DELAWARE. 

The work here presents few new features, 
but has been faithfully prosecuted. One 
new church has been erected. 
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IOWA. 

Anfable Missionary, the Rev. S. H. John- 
ston, has had to retire from this field, and 
the Rev. Dr. Kemp is almost alone. He calls 
earnestly for help, and Bishop Perry is 
constantly begging for ‘‘more men.” North- 
eastern and also Northwestern Iowa are 
filling with English ‘colonists, and the 
churches we have founded there are doing 
good service. 

KANSAS. 

One Missionary only is at work here, and 
Bishop Vail writes, ‘‘Do not desert me.” 
We hope soon to;send another. 


MINNESOTA. 

At Wadena and parts adjacent, and also 
at Benson, we have had faithful men. 
Wadena has built a parsonage, Detroit a 
church, and at Benson both church and 
parsonage are complete and beautiful. The 
Rev. Mr. Nash has had good success at the 
latter place. 

MISSOURI. 

The Rev. Joseph Colton has recently re- 
signed the Mission at Carthage and gone to 
another diocese. 

. NEBRASKA. 

Our pioneer in this diocese, the Rev. Mr. 
Hawkins, has been opening several new 
fields, while the Rev. Mr. Carey, at Falls 
City, has been doing a more stationary work 
full of promise. ’ 

NEVADA. 

The principal point here is Virginia City 
and her surrounding Missions, where one 
laborer is aiding Bishop Whitaker. 


NEW YORK. 

The chapel at Rhinecliff prospers, the 
people are united and earnest, the Sunday- 
school successful. <A liberal gentleman has 
deeded two lots to the Society, adding them 
to the rectory property left us by the will of 
Mrs. Miller. 

SOUTH CAROLINA. 

The Rev. Mr. Walker is much encouraged 
by the development of our Church work 
among the colored people and by the influx 
of population occasioned by the development 
of the factories near him. He is improving 
the opportunities faithfully. 


SOUTHERN OHIO. 
At Logan, the Rev. Mr. Rambo has built a 
new church among a mining population. 


TENNESSEE. 

The Missionary at Knoxville speaks of 
great success, and asks for a reduction of his 
stipend. 

VIRGINIA. 

Though the work in Old Virginia presents 
few novel features it goes quietly on, and 
many stations are served by our six Mission- 
aries. 

WEST VIRGINIA. 

Bishop Peterkin has effected thorough 
organization of this field, and each one of 
our six laborers tells of decided progress. 
He asks for more men. 


WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 

The work in tke hospital at Tacoma, with 
Missions at Pomeroy and other points, have 
been cared for by the Rev. W. A. Fair, the 
Rey. Dr. Miles having been compelled to 
leave for the East. The Rev. Mr. Lovejoy, 
from Philadelphia, is soon to assume charge 
of the hospital which is growing in impor- 
tance. 

CONCLUSION. 

This work isa broad one, worthy of our 
effort, and constantly making new demands. 
In all our western fields opportunities are 
now presented which will soon pass by. 
Now property can be secured at small cost, 
or even asa gift, which will soon be of large 
value. Now new communities may be 
moulded into Christian life under the train- 
ing of our Church, but if the opportunity is 
neglected it will be lost. Cities are born in 
a day. Railroad enterprise is constantly 
opening new regions, and the Church must 
be fired with zeal and prompt in action if 
she would keep abreast of the earnest spirits 
who are peopling these vast regions. That 
our Society may do her full share of this 
glorious work is our longing desire,

TRIENNIAL REPORT OF THE LEAGUE IN AID OF THE MEXICAN 
BRANCH OF THE CHURCH. 


New Yorx, October, 1883. 


THE Corresponding Secretary respectfully 
presents the Second Triennial Report to the 
Board of Managers. 

The League is at present represented in 
twenty dioceses in the United States, and in 
the Diocese of Huron, Canada, and has also 
received generous contributions from the 
Church at large. 

The interest in the cause has been fairly 
sustained ; the Annual and Monthly meetings 
of the Central Board and of the Branch 
Leagues having been well attended and 
highly favored on many occasions by the 
presence of honored Bishops and Presbyters. 

The visit of the General Secretary, the 
Rev. Abbott Brown, to Mexico during the 
winter of 1881, and his encouraging report 
of the work after a residence in the Capital 
of three months, inspired confidence, which 
was increased by similar testimony from 
another eye-witness, Mr. James S. Mackie. 
This gentleman is an earnest Churchman, 
who for several years was in the service of 
our government among Spanish-speaking 
peoples, and familiar with their language and 
customs. The subsequent visit to Mexico, in 
the spring of 1882, of the senior lay-member 
of the Board of Managers, Mr. F. 8. Win- 
ston, and his cordial endorsement of Bishop 
Riley and of the work under his charge, 
added to the zeal and enthusiasm of the 
members of the League, his statements being 
confirmed by the Bishop of the Valley of 
Mexico, who was present at several meetings 
of the Central Board last winter. 

During the past three years 57,000 pam- 
phlets, reports, and copies of the Hnvoy have 
been gratuitously circulated, the information 
therein contained being derived from the 
afore-mentioned eye-witnesses, and from 
communications now on file from accred- 
ited workers in the Church in Mexico. 

With the consent of the Board of Mana- 
gers of the Missionary Society of the Church, 
the League, with the valuable aid of the 
Rey. Dr. Matlack of Philadelphia, secured 
the outfit and salary of the Rev. C. E. But- 
ler, who for eighteen months was in charge 
of the Theological Seminary in the City of 


Mexico. The travelling expenses and sup- 
port of. Mrs. Lever, as a Missionary, were 
likewise provided for two years, mostly by 
the generous gifts of an officer of the Cen- 
tral Board. 

The Treasurer of the League, Miss M. A. 
Stewart Brown, reports the receipts for the 
past three years, from September, 1880, to 
September, 1883, as follows:

The diminished receipts of the past year 
are mainly due to the internal troubles in the 
Mexican Church, and to the conflicting state- 
ments with regard to them; but although 
our fair hopes are overshadowed for a season, 
we must remember that ‘‘ our labor has not 
been in vain in the Lorn.” Much good 
work has been done. In one branch of the 
work between four and five hundred chil- 
dren have received Christian teaching ; eighty 
of them are under careful training in the 
Orphanage for Girls, in charge of Mrs, 
Hooker, and twenty-two in the Orphanage 
for Boys. 

For the support of seventy-nine of these 
destitute lambs of Curist’s flock the League 
is pledged, and we ask for a continuance of 
these pledges, to be sent as the authorities 
of the Church may in their wisdom direct.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE AMERICAN CHURCH 
BUILDING FUND COMMISSION. 


Wuen the American Church Building 
Fund Commission was brought into existence 
by the Triennial Meeting of the Board of 
Missions, October 25th, 1880 (both Houses of 
the General Convention assembled in joint 
session), it was ordered that in October of 
each year a full report should be made by 
the Commission to the Board of Missions 
when in session, and to the Board of Man- 
agers thereof in other years, showing the 
progress of the work; therefore, as this 
month completes the first three years of the 
history of the Commission, it is proper that 
this report should comprehend a statement 
of the work from the commencement up to 
the present time. 

It is always pleasing to have a good pro- 
phecy confirmed by experience. Such is the 
result in this case. It was stated at the last 
Triennial Meeting of the Board of Missions 
that, without derogating m any degree from 
the importance of other subjects, the matter 
of the greatest import and most lasting and 
far-reaching influence accomplished at that 
time was the foundation of the American 
Church Building Fund, and the organization 
of the Commission to raise and govern it. 
While for a number of years the Church had 
shown zeal and energy in its Missionary 
work, yet down to that time it had possessed 
no fund to afford the species of aid then 
originated; therefore, it was felt that an 
organized system of church erection, or 
church extension, would in due time assist 
in the building of thousands of houses of 
worship, while saving time and expense to 
Rectors and Missionaries, who were often 
compelled to leave their fields to seek, in an 
uncertain and spasmodic way, money for the 
building of church edifices. This prophecy 
has in part, been already fulfilled; while the 
accumulating evidence of three years goes to 
show that in coming time it may receive a 
vastly greater accomplishment. 

It is a gratifying fact, also, that the 
organization given to the Commission by 
the Board of Missions has proved to be 
effective and practical. It is easier to con- 
struct an organization, or to plan a method 


for carrying on a work, than it is to accom- 
plish the task proposed ; yet, in this instance, 
the mechanism has worked well, and is 
adapted to the object designed. The Com- 
mission, having a membership consisting of 
all the Bishops, of one Clergyman and one 
layman in each diocese and Missionary juris- 
diction, and of twenty members at large, 
appointed by the Presiding Bishop, distri- 
butes the care and the work over the whole 
Church; while the executive department is 
entrusted to a Committee, consisting of 
seventeen members, Bishops, Clergymen, 
and laymen. Especial bands of helpers, 
called Auxiliary Committees, have also been 
formed in various dioceses and Missionary 
jurisdictions. 

The object proposed by the Board of Mis- 
sions, and for the carrying out of which the 
Commission was organized, was to create a 
Fund of One Million Dollars, to aid in build- 
ing new churches in any diocese or Mission- 
ary jurisdiction; and, if possible, to gather 
this sum within three years, by calling for 
an annual offering during that time from 
every congregation throughout the whole 
Church, and by appealing everywhere to the 
benevolence of those Churchmen whom the 
Lorp had made stewards of much goods. 
The fund itself was to be invested and kept 
intact; though portions of it may be loaned, 
under abriet eed to aid church- puild- 
ing, such portions being apart of the invest- 
ment, The whole interest, however, shall 
be annually used in assisting the erection of 
church edifices. The hope was also ex- 
pressed that this Fund might be established 
within the three years; that it might be a 
solemn offering to Gop, at the time of the 
General Convention of the year 1883, in 
memory of His providential care over the 
American Church, as a branch of the Church 
Catholic, during the past century; a monu- 
ment marking the centennial year; and, 
also, a pledge to Him of increased zeal in 
the extension of His kingdom in centuries to 
come. Surely, therefore, the objects pro- 
posed, and the plans constructed for carry- 
ing out those objects, cee alike inspired by 
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a noble enthusiasm. Has the result been 
equal to the expectation? That is a question 
that is yet to be answered. 

The Commission entered upon the work 
assigned to it promptly and heartily. Only 
two days passed after the adoption of the 
resolution by the Board of Missions when a 
meeting was held in the Church of the Holy 
Trinity, New York, presided over by Bishop 
Doane, and officers were elected. After that, 
the Executive Committee held frequent 
meetings during the three years, and gave 
careful attention to the work entrusted to 
their hands. It became apparent, at the very 
outset, that the Commission must accom- 
plish its task in a matter-of-fact way. It 
could not avail itself of that fervor and 
romance that belongs especially to Mission- 
ary work—that is, that while its vocation 
was really of a Missionary character, yet it 
could not appeal to those incidents that 
often lend a peculiar charm to the work of 
Domestic or Foreign Missions. There, an 
extraordinary sympathy is often awakened 
by the labors of a Missionary amongst an 
idolatrous people; by the scenery and 
customs of a strange land; by the triumphs 
of the Gospel over barbarism and heathenism ; 
by the personal adventures which happen to 
the Missionary; by light springing up ina 
dark place, and by nations born in a day. 
Here, the work may not be less important, 
but it is less exciting; it has a business-like 
character; and, to the superficial observer, 
it seems to be somewhat secular. Therefore, 
the Executive Committee, coming together 
as it has upon twenty-one occasions for offi- 
cial conference, by necessity has been con- 
fined to prosaic details, for the most part 
concerning the gathering of money and the 
administration of it in such loans as they 
have been able to make; yet it is gratifying 
to report that most important and far- 
reaching results have been accomplished, 
and that each succeeding month brings 
tokens of increased utility. 

No project, however plausible it may be 
theoretically, gains advantage by being 
entered upon without a recognition of the 
difficultiesin the way ofitsattainment. The 
work of the Commission is no exception to 
this rule. To pass aresolution in the Board 
of Missions to raise one million dollars is 
one thing; but to gather that vast sum 
is a different and far more difficult thing. 
Voting to raise money does not of itself bring 


forth money. It must be got patiently, 
laboriously, and in the face of many hin- 
drances. Every large endeavor must pass 
through these experiences; it must silence 
the prophets of evil, who discourage zeal, 
and who predict failure; it must arouse the 
slothful, and encourage the timid; it must 
group the adventurous into systems; and, 
above all, it must remember that Scripture 
and experience alike teach that if a work is 
of Gop it will prosper, even though the day 
of fruition be long delayed. It is to be 
remembered, also, that many American 
Churchmen reserve the right to think and 
act for themselves, no matter what judgment 
may be pronounced by the General Conven- 
tion, or the Board of Missions; and, also, 
that for the most part the Church is pro- 
verbially conservative, and is apt to be slow 
to adopt new projects, even when they point 
in the direction of improvement. There is 
an opinion that what has served in the past 
will answer for the future. Then, especially, 
there is that selfishness of the human heart, 
always and everywhere, which is disposed to 
cry out with alarm if a new burden of 
charity is proposed; and to think that the 
field of the Lorp cannot bring forth an 
hundred-fold, where now it yields harvests 
of thirty or sixty-fold. All these obstacles 
are numerous enough and serious enough; 
but they can be overcome by industry, by 
faith, and by Gop’s blessing. 

It is not too much to say that the Com- 
mission has already accomplished a great 
task. The first work to be done was neces? 
sarily largely of the nature of construction. 
To put together a powerful and complicated 
mechanism, and to set it in motion, requires 
time and painstaking care. To get the 
resolution of the Board of Missions conveyed 
to every diocese and Missionary jurisdiction, 
to every Bishop and Rector, to every parish 
and congregation throughout the whole 
Church; to enter upon communication with 
the clerical and lay members of the Commis- 
sion in each diocese and Missionary juris- 
diction; to correspond with Clergymen and 
laymen, and elicit their co-operation; to see 
that Auxiliary Committees were organized 
in various dioceses; and to attend to the 
innumerable details of a work covering not 
only the whole Continent, but also extending 
to Europe, and Asia, and Africa—to do all 
this was a most necessary work, though for 
the most part unperceived by the eye of the 
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public. This was the planting time, pre- 
ceding the harvest time. This was the 
asking for money before the Fund itself 
would be given. An endeavor need not be 
unappreciated because it is unperceived. 
This truth holds good in religious as in 
secular concerns. The Brooklyn Bridge did 
not come to its present magnificent comple- 
tion without long delay; and the work of 
placing the unseen foundations for the tow- 
ers, of necessity preceded the spanning of 
the cables through mid-air, in the gaze of 
all men. So, if any complain that the Fund 
has not already been created, let them, at 
least recognize the unwearied and large labor 
that has been expended in endeavoring to 
raise the sum proposed, and, at least, pre- 
paring for its establishment in years to come. 
At the very outset of this work, the first 
Vice-President of the Commission, the ven- 
erable and eminent Bishop of Pennsylvania, 
who has lent this movement his cordial sup- 
port, said concerning it: ‘‘I do not suppose 
that one million dollars can be raised in three 
years; but, if the three years are used in 
getting the dioceses and parishes to work 
in behalf of the Fund, a great good for the 
Church will have been accomplished, and 
the effects of it will become more apparent 
as the years go on.” 

The correspondence of the Commission 
has been continuous and pervasive, reaching 
every portion of the Church at home and 
abroad. In this manner communication has 
been had with almost every congregation, 
and with thousands of individuals. About 
twelve thousand letters have been written 
from the Central Office. Apart from this 
work, seventeen dioceses have been visited; 
and in this manner personal effort has been 
put forth in Maine, Vermont, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New York, Albany, New Jer- 
sey, Northern New Jersey, Long Island, 
Pennsylvania, Central Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, Illinois, Southern Ohio, 
Kentucky, and Tennessee. Many thousands 
of miles have been travelled in making these 
visitations; while, at the same time, the 
cause of the Commission has been presented, 
in addresses and sermons, before convoca- 
tions, conventions, and important congrega- 
tions in the larger cities. Personal conference 
has been had with Bishops, with Rectors, 
and with prominent laymen. Diligent use 
has also been made of the printing press. 
Pamphlets, tracts, and circulars have been 


printed ; letters have been lithographed ; and 
newspapers, both religious and secular, have 
received contributions in the shape of edi- 
torials, of communications, and advertise- 
ments. In this manner hundreds of 
thousands of appeals have been put forth. 
Amongst the publications may be particu- 
larly mentioned a circular letter, signed by 
the officers of the Committee, addressed to 
all the Bishops; a lithographed letter of the 
President of the Executive Committee, ad- 
dressed to every Bishop of the Church; ten 
thousand copies, in pamphlet form, of the 
Report concerning the Commission adopted 
by the Board of Missions; five thousand 
copies, in pamphlet form, of an essay on 
Church Building, by the Rev. Geo. W. Shinn; 
an essay, in pamphlet form, on the Centennial 
Memorial, by the Rev. Dr. Geo. W. Leeds, 
one thousand copies; an essay on the history 
and character of the Commission, first ap- 
pearing in the Church Review, by William G. 
Low, Esq., five hundred copies; essays by 
the Rt? Rev. Dr. Dunlop, Bishop of New 
Mexico and Arizona, by Hon. L. Bradford 
Prince, and by others. Dr. Leeds’ essay first 
appeared as editorial in the Hpiscopal Regis- 
ter, and was then reproduced in Tue Spirit 
oF Misstons, before making its appearance in 
pamphlet form. Mr. Shinn’s articles first 
appeared in The Churchman, and were then 
reproduced in an illustrated pamphlet of six- 
teen pages. Besides these pamphlets, a 
great number of leaflets and brief articles 
have been distributed throughout the whole 
Church. Therefore, if the presentation of 
the cause by every possible method, and by 
continued industry, can have influence, the 
Committee feel confident that good harvests 
must come from their abundant seed-sowing. 

Apart from this work proceeding directly 
from the Central Office, much has been 
accomplished in the several dioceses by 
mention made concerning it by many Bishops 
in their annual addresses, and by their issu- 
ing pastoral letters in its behalf; by the 
labors of Diocesan Auxiliary Committees 


‘and of many Rectors; by that unobtrusive, 


but effective, co-operation that shows this 
work is taking its place amongst the impor- 
tant agencies of our Church. In some dio- 
ceses a certain Sunday has been appointed for 
an offering in every congregation for the 
Commission, once a year for three years. 
Appeals for help have come from many 
quarters. It may be of Ditercet to make some 
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analysis of these appeals. Thus, the whole 
number of applications for assistance is one 
hundred and one. Of this number, fifty-eight 
applications have been made for loans, and 
forty-three applications have been made for 
gifts. The total sum asked for in the shape 
of loans is $69,200. The total sum asked 
for in the shape of gifts is $10,950. The 
entire amount asked for, including both 
loans and gifts, is $80,150. Nine appeals 
for help have been made in a vague manner, 
without asking for any particular sum, either 
in the way of gift or loan. The calls for 
assistance have come from the following 
dioceses and Missionary jurisdictions: From 
Alabama, one application; Albany, two; 
Florida, one; Central Pennsylvania, one; 
Delaware, one; Easton, one; Illinois, four; 
Iowa, four; Kansas, four; Kentucky, one; 
Louisiana, one; Maine, three; Maryland, 
six; Michigan, two; Mississippi, three; Mis- 
souri, six; Nebraska, five; New Jersey, one; 
New York, one; Quincy, one; North Caro- 
lina, three; Ohio, one; South Carolina, two; 
Springfield, three; Tennessee one; Texas, 
eight; Virginia, ten; West Virginia, three; 
Wisconsin, six; Colorado, two; Dakota, 
three; Montana, one; New Mexico, one; 
Western Texas, two; Wyoming, two; Libe- 
ria, one. These figures and facts prove, 
with a force greater than general statement 
could do, the actual need of the Building 
Fund proposed by the Board of Missions. 
They reveal how many parishes are strug- 
gling to build church edifices; and how, 
without help from abroad, it is impossible 
for them to accomplish their desire. It will 
be observed that few of these calls are from 
the dioceses in New England or in the 
Middle States. They come from the vast 
and new Territories of the West, and from 
the South, now striving to rise to a new life. 
Two manuscript volumes have been pre- 
pared, giving a synopsis of each application, 
and stating somewhat of the history of the 
Parish or Mission asking for help, the sur- 
rounding population, the property, and 
other information peculiar to the case. Many 
of these cases have especial claims upon the 
sympathy of the Commission. Some of them 
are of extreme importance. 

The Commission have voted loans to twen- 
ty-nine churches and Missions, situated in 
the following dioceses and Missionary juris- 
dictions: South Carolina, one; Western 
Texas, one; Mississippi, one; Albany, one; 
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North Carolina, two; Springfield, one; 
Texas, three; New Mexico, one; Nebraska, 
four; Maine, one; Wisconsin, three; Lowa, 
one; New York, one; Dakota, two; Colo- 
rado, two; Florida, one; Virginia, one; 
Quincy, one; Maryland, one. In one case a 
church property worth $5,000 was saved 
from loss (it had been promised condition- 
ally to the Roman Catholic Church) by the 
prompt loan of $600. In another case a 
church property worth $8,000 was saved 
from loss (it had been advertised for sale on 
a certain day by the Sheriff) by a loan of 
$1,500. We have here, in two cases, $13,- 
000 saved to the Church. Letters from 
the churches aided show how timely and 
valuable the assistance has been, and express 
earnest gratitude that it has been rendered. 
In each case the most exact legal steps have 
been taken to secure the money loaned; and, 
it is pleasing to add, the churches have cor- 
dially met the obligations on their part. 

To effect an organization; to put instru- 
mentalities in motion; to gather the sum of 
money already received; to administer the 
aid thus far rendered; to kindle an interest 
over a Continent and beyond the seas (for 
offerings have been received from Japan, 
Africa, China, and Europe, accompanied by 
expressions of sympathy); to win a hearing 
in every quarter, and some measure of re- 
sponse in many quarters, for an entirely new 
department of Church work—all this is a 
deed accomplished, which may not be look- 
ed upon with indifference. Nor does it suf- 
fer in comparison with similar work done by 
other religious bodies. Thus, the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, with its vast number 
of communicants, and with its well disci- 
plined fervor, organized a Church Building 
Society, under the direction of the highest 
ecclesiastical authority, the General Confer- 
ence; yet, an official report, published by 
that body, uses the following language: 

“Something over one year was occupied 
in effecting the organization then directed, 
and in securing an Act of incorporation from 
the Legislature of Pennsylvania. 

The disappointment and difficulty resulting 
from the failure of the Church to meet the 
over-sanguine expectations that were at first 
indulged are fresh in the memory of the 
Church. The remainder of that quadren- 
nium was one of disappointed expectations 
and of serious questionings as to the feasi- 
bility of organized Church extension; but 
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the experiment was so far justified before 
the quadrennium closed as to induce the 
General Conference of 1868, with some re- 
vision of the plans at first adopted, to con- 
tinue the work.” Again, in another official 
publication by the same body, in the year 
1879, the following language is used: 

‘With this year we close the fourth quad- 
rennium of our Church extension work. 
Reviewing the past, we would characterize 
the first of these periods as one of organiza- 
tion and experiment; of expectation and dis- 
appointment and doubt. 

‘“‘The second as a period of revision and 
readjustment, culminating in the important 
changes made by the General Conference of 
1872, when, simultaneously with the intro. 
duction of laymen into the General Confer- 
ence, the election of the Board of Management 
was transferred from the annual Town meet- 
ing to the General Conference, and our organ- 
ization wasmatured, and put under the imme- 
diate direction of the highest counsel of the 
Church. 

“The third quadrennium was a period of 
strengthening, and of upbuilding in accord- 
ance with well matured plans. 

“The fourth, of healthy natural growth of 
a good degree of maturity and of prosperity. 

‘‘The work of Church extension is now, 
beyond all doubt, a permanent thing in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 

‘“The creation of this agency having been 
ordered by the General Conference of 1864, 
more than a year was occupied in its organi- 
zation. The Board of Managers were ap- 
pointed in the fall of 1864, and the incor- 
poration effected by Act of the Legislature 
of Pennsylvania, in. March, 1865. The 
first receipts of the treasury were in October 
of that year, but no appropriation was made 
until the spring of 1866. Counting out the 
first year as used in preparation, the average 
receipts for the remaining three years of the 
quadrennium, all being on general account, 
were $30,864.25 per annum.” 

The same official publication also says: 

‘‘We write now for others; for the 3,000 
Pastors who reported no collections; for 
most of the 5,000 whose collections were less 
than $10; for a large majority of the 1,200 
who reported collections of $10 or over; and 
for the hundreds of thousands of laymen, if 
we could reach them, who gave nothing to 
this cause. With the vast majority of our 
preachers and people, there is certainly room 


to do better. 


The first thing needed is 
for each to see it, and feel it, and realize it, 
not merely in a general way, but in a direct 
and personal way, with each as involving, 
first of all, his own action.” 

Now, there are two points in the quota- 
tions just made that particularly arrest atten- 
tion. First: That the first four years of the 
existence of the Church Building Society of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church was a period 
of doubt, difficulty, disappointment, serious 
questionings, disappointed expectations. Sec- 
ond: That, after the Society had been in ex- 
istence fourteen yeurs, yet, even then, 3,000 
Pastors made no collections; and hundreds 
of thousands of laymen gave nothing! In 
all these particulars the Commission need not 
fear comparison; indeed, may claim in some 
respects to have done better. 

There is a third point, also, just here, that 
deserves to receive very studious attention, 
namely, that though the Society men- 
tioned had such doubt and difficulty in 
its commencement, it has now reached ex- 
traordinary success; having, up to this time, 
donated and loaned nearly one million and a 
half of dollars, and having aided in the erec- 
tion of nearly three thousand buildings. 
Surely, we have here an example how to 
bear disappointment at the first, and how to 
expect achievement at the last. In examin- 
ing the history and statistics of other Church 
Building Societies, also, it is found they 
passed through a somewhat similar phase of 
doubt, and of experiment, before reaching 
marked vigor and success. Therefore, if 
some exclaim that the realizations of the Com- 
mission have been far less than the measure 
of success proposed, it may be answered that 
it is easier to propose than to execute, and 
that all great Church movements pass through 
much the same experience. 

Thus, in an official pamphlet published by 
the American Home Missionary Society, in 
1881, a sermon preached at the annual meet- 
ing of that body calls earnestly for ‘‘one 
million dollars a year for home Missions;” 
yet, brave and enthusiastic as was the call, 
and emphatic as was the official imprint, no 
such result was accomplished, 

Again, a proposition grew out of the meet- 
ing of the Board of Missions of the Frotes- 
tant Episcopal Church, held in October, 
1871. <A very decided movement was made 
to raise $1,000,000 for Missions. Some 
enthusiasm was aroused ; offerings were made 
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and sent in. The matter was agitated in the 
Church and advocated in the Church press. 
For a month or two it made some progress; 
then, the effort was surrendered. The drop- 
ping of the scheme was a great disappoint- 
ment to the late venerable and honored Rev. 
Dr. Twing. So, even if this movement of 
the Commission had failed, it would not 
have been without precedent. 

Again, if the receipts of the Domestic and 
Foreign Committees are examined, and com- 
pared with the parish list in the ‘‘Church 
Almanac,” it will be seen that the receipts 
of the Commission, small as they are in 
comparison with those of the former Society, 
are yet in fair proportion; and, particularly, 
considering the thorough rooting that So- 
ciety has in the affections of the Church, as 
the result of long years of history, and the 
extremely important work it accomplishes. 

We have the stimulus of example in our 
work. The Mother Church of England has 
tried this very work and with extraordinary 
success. She formed an _ incorporated 
‘Church Building Society” in tue year 
1818. Since that time the Society has made 
7,000 grants, in amount almost reaching 
$40,000,000. By this means, the Society 
has aided in building churches and chapels 
in more than one-half the parishes of Eng- 
land and Wales, and has supplied upward of 
one million and a half additional seats in 
churches, 

Yet, even there, examination of the official 
publications shows that the beginning of the 
work, with the Incorporated Church Build- 
ing Society, was the day of small things; that 
hesitancy and hindrance stood at first in the 
way of its progress; and that it has taken 
sixty-five years, in the midst of a compact and 
rich population, and with all the powerful 
advantage derived froma State and endowed 
Church, to reach the results now recorded. 
To show, however, to what proportion this 
work has now come, it may be stated that in 
Wales alone, within the past forty years, 
$4,000,000 have been spent in building and 
restoring churches; and that, within thirty- 
five years, in England, 10,000 chapels and 
churches and 22 cathedrals have been re- 
stored, or built, at a cost of over $200, 000,000. 

There is, surely, one particularly encourag- 
ing feature in connection with the Commis- 
sion—namely, that with each succeeding year 
it has gained accelerated movement. Whole 
dioceses have moved in the matter officially 


within the last six months, where before 
nothing had been done. The first annual 
report gave $4,500 as received; the second 
annual report showed the Fund at $20,400; 
while the third annual report shows nearly 
$49,000. Besides these receipts, one gentle- 
man has made a pledge of $5,000, payable 
within the next year; and another gentleman 
has promised $1,000; while the Diocese of 
New York, and the Diocese of Long Island 
(and these dioceses have contributed a con- 
siderable proportion of the Fund thus far re- 
ceived) take their annual offering for the 
Commission this month, in accordance with 
the request of the Bishop of each diocese, 
expressed by pastoral letter. Surely, even if 
$1,000,000 has not been raised, it is not a 
difficult sum in arithmetic to work out, that, 
if the same ratio of increased receipts can be 
received for twenty years (not one-third the 
period of the existence of the London So- 
ciety), a most effective and useful working 
capital will have been secured for church 
building. 

It is reasonable to suppose that with ex- 
perience new suggestions will arise. The 
Committee ventures the suggestion that, in- 
asmuch as some Churchmen prefer giving for 
immediate disbursement rather than con- 
tribute toward a permanent fund, it might 
be expedient to endow the Commission with 
the function of receiving gifts of money to 
be expended at once, in places that need aid, 
such contributions to be kept in a separate 
account. 

Also, the Committee call attention of 
Churchmen to the reasonableness of making 
the Commission the recipient of bequests, 
and that any testator may give memorial 
name to special funds bequeathed. 

Also, the Committee suggest that special 
contributions, as portions of the general 
Fund, may be made by congregations, or by 
individuals, the right being reserved by the 
donor to direct the administration of such 
gift. In this manner, one donation of $5,000 
and another of $500, have already been made. 

This Report has not stated the various 
hindrances, refusals of co operation, and even 
positive oppositions, that have arisen in vari- 
ous quarters. There have been many and 
serious discouragements, and in quarters 
quite unexpected; yet, these points are not 
dwelt upon. It is always easy to chant the 
lamentations of Jeremiah. It is more difficult, 
but far more inspiring, to sing the prophecies 
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of Isaiah. Every great work must have its) 
hindrances. That is an axiom. Within a 
generation, many members of the Christian 
Church hesitated even to send the Gospel 
to the heathen. Now, the conversion of the 
heathen is the jewelled crown on the Church’s | 
forehead. So, after the example set by the 
Mother Church in England, and by the vari- 
ous Church-building Societies in our own 
country; after the sympathy and co-opera- 
tion thus far shown the Commission; and, 
particularly, after the earnest and beseeching 
calls for help that have come into the ears of 
the Commission from almost every quarter of 


our land, it is well to be of good courage, 
and to determine, with Divine help, tomake 
the Commission a right hand of strength in 
extending the Church, in building up the 
waste places, and in preparing the earth for 
the coming of our Lorp!

FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CHURCH SOCIETY FOR PROMOTING 
CHRISTIANITY AMONGST THE JEWS. 


THE past year has been one of general ad- 
vance for Jewish Missions. Offerings from 
the Church have increased. Fifty-four of 
the Bishops were represented in the Lenten 
appeal of the Episcopate for the support of 
the work. A considerable growth has taken 
place in the number of Missionary workers. 
Finally, the union of the Society with the 
Board of Missions has been happily consum- 
mated, by which the work takes its place as 
a department of Missions under the Mis- 
sionary Canon. 

UNION WITH THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Atameeting of the Board of Managers 
of the Society, May 29th, 1883, the follow- 
ing was adopted : 

Resolved, That this Board, recognizing the 
unity of the Mission field and the importance 
of the principle of harmony in action and 
interests on the part of all Missionary So- 
cieties in the Church, and acting under au- 
thority of the Church Society for Promoting 
Christianity amongst the Jews, conferred 
with this end in view at an annual meeting 
of the said Society, do respectfully express 
a desire, that relations be established be- 
tween the Domestic and Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America and the 
said Society; and request on the part of the 
Board of Managers of the Domestic and 
Foreign Missionary Society recognition as 
an Auxiliary; the said Society retaining cor- 
porate organization and the administration 
of its funds, and binding itself that report 
be presented annually to the Board of Man- 
agers of the Domestic and Foreign Mission- 
ary Society, for their information and ap- 
proval; and that three members of their 
Board shall annually be elected members of 
the Board of Managers of the said Society. 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed 
to communicate the action of this Board to 
the Board of Managers of the Domestic and 
Foreign Missionary Society. 

The Rev. Drs. Jacob 8. Shipman and 
Henry Y. Satterlee were appointed a Com- 
mittee under the resolutions. 

The action was communicated to the 


Board of Managers of the Domestic and 
Foreign Missionary Society, June 12th, and 
a committee of conference was appointed 
by that body consisting of the Rev. Drs. 
Noah Hunt Schenck and William S. Lang- 
ford, and the Hon. John A. King, which 
was met by a committee on the part of 
the Society, consisting of the Rev. Drs. 
Thomas Gallaudet and Jacob S. Shipman, 
and the Rev. ©, Ellis Stevens. At a 
meeting of the Board of Managers of the 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, 
September 11th, the following action was 
taken : 

Whereas, The Missionary Canon commits 
to the Domestic and Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety all the general Missionary work of the 
Church; and, 

Whereas, A certain corporation known as 
the Church Society for Promoting Christian- 
ity amongst the Jews, is carrying on a gen- 
eral Missionary work not now being prose- 
cuted by the Board of Managers; and, 

Whereas, The said corporation is desirous 
of recognition by the Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary Society; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Church Society for Pro- 
moting Christianity amongst the Jews be, 
and is hereby, recognized as an Auxiliary of 
the Domestic and Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety, for carrying on of Missionary work 
among the Jews, on the following terms, 
viz: The said Society to retain its corporate 
organization and the administration of its 
funds, and binding itself to report its pro- 
ceedings annually to the Board of Managers 
for their information and approval; and that 
three members of this Board shall annually 
be elected members of the Board of Mana- 
gers of the said Church Society for Promot- 
ing Christianity amongst the Jews. 

At a meeting of the Board of Managers of 
the Church Society for Promoting Christian- 
ity amongst the Jews, October 3d, final ac- 
tion was taken as follows: 

Resolved, That the action of the Board of 
Managers of the Domestic and For- 
eign Missionary Society, with reference 
to this Society becoming Auxiliary to said

Society, be and is hereby ratified on the 
part of this Society. 

The consummation of this union was for- 
mally announced at a public meeting held at 
St. James’ Church, Philadelphia, October 
14th, during the session of General Conven- 
tion. 

CHANGE IN FISCAL YEAR. 

The fiscal year of the Society which for- 
merly ended with the month of April, has 
been changed to end September 1st, in con- 
formity with the fiscal year of the Board of 
Missions. The present Report therefore 
covers a period of sixteen months. 


OFFICIAL CHANGES. 

The Society has been deprived by death 
of two of the ew-officio members of the 
Board of Managers, the Bishops of Indiana 
and Maryland, both warm supporters of the 
work. Two patrons have been raised to the 
Episcopate, the Assistant Bishop of Missis- 
sippi and the present Bishop of Indiana. 
Messrs. William Alexander Smith and §. D. 
C. Van Bokkelen have retired from the 
Board of Managers, and their places have 
been filled by the election of the Rev. Henry 
Y. Satterlee, p.p., and Mr. John L. Bur- 
dett. 


CONDITION OF THE FIELD. 

The Jews are drifting away from Judaism 
as a religion. The effort to bring them 
to Curist encounters less difficulty from 
religious opposition or old time prejudice, 
than from the growth among them of 
rationalism and complete religious indif- 
ference. They are giving up their old faith, 
and know not what to substitute in its 
place. Such a condition is of itself a pow- 
erful call to increased Christian effort. The 
Mission work among the Jews very nearly 
resembles that of Foreign Missions, and 
cannot be justly compared with work in this 
land among races already nominally Chris- 
tian. The Society has cause to be encour 
aged at the outlook. Growth is, and of 
very necessity must be, slow, but it is real, 
and a quiet and steady advance is being 
made. 

METHODS. 

The Society grants no temporal aid to 
proselytes, and thus escapes many diflicul- 
ties supposed by some to attach to Jewish 
Mission work. Itsmethodsare four-fold—the 
employment in the large cities of paid Mis- 
sionaries; the organization of co-operative 
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effort through the regular Clergy in country 
districts; the education of Jewish children 
under Christian influence in Missionary 
schools, and the free circulation of the Scrip- 
tures and of a Messianic and Christian Mis- 
sionary literature. 

GROWTH OF WORK. 

During the past year, the Board has made 
provision for the appointment of eight new 
Missionaries, and for the establishment of 
three new Missionary schools and five new 
industrial schools. Three new Mission 
houses have been secured; two by rental and 
one by purchase and reconstruction. Aid 
has been extended to the parish Clergy of 
towns and villages in local work among 
Jews—a branch of the Society’s activity 
which has extended into thirty-six dioceses 
and ten Missionary Jurisdictions, the entire 
field covered by the Society’s work being forty 
dioceses and ten jurisdictions. The total 
number of workers has been two hundred 
and twenty-three, the Jews being reached in 
two hundred and two cities and towns. 


PUBLICATIONS. 

Of various kinds of publications the So- 
ciety has issued during the year 47,500 
copies, an increase of 5,500 copies over the 
year previous. Bibles, New Testaments, 
Scripture portions and Prayer Books have 
been distributed in English, German, He- 
brew aud other languages. 


EASTERN DIOCESES. 
NEW YORK. 
In the city of New York, the most note- 


| worthy event in the Mission during the year 


has been the purchase and reconstruction of 
Emmanuel Chapel and Mission House, on 
Seventh Street, at a cost of $15,000, $10,000 
of which was paid in cash out of the pro- 
ceeds of a legacy of the late Peter C. Van 
Schaick, Esq., of Westchester, N. Y., 
$3, 111.90 additional being expended in alter- 
ations and furnishing. The chapel, though 
not large, is attractive and churchly in its 
fittings and well adapted to its present uses. 
Above it is a large school-room where the 
Missionary School holds its daily sessions, 
and opening from this is a Bible class room 
also used for an Industrial School, with an 
office adjoining, where the Missionaries re- 
ceive inquirers and which contains the be- 
ginning of a Missionary library. Higher 
up are apartments for one of the Mi-sion- 


aries. 
t 
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The building was formally opened the 
Second Sunday after Epiphany, January 14th, 
1883. Services have since been regularly 
maintained on Sundays and week-days. The 
Bishop of New York has authorized the 
optional use of the Hebrew version of the 
Prayer Book of the Church of England, but 
for various good reasons its use has not yet 
begun. 

The Rey. J. Chamberlain, Minister-in- 
charge, has held numerous conversations 
with Jews in visits to them, or calls received 
at the Mission House, and reports twenty- 
eight inquirers. Two Jewish adults anda 
child have been baptized by him, and two 
Jewish candidates have been prepared for 
Confirmation. The Bishop of Springfield, 
acting for the Bishop of New York, admin- 
istered Confirmation at the chapel, May 19th. 
Mr. Chamberlain has preached regularly to 
a mixed congregation of Jews and Christians, 
the Jews usually predominating. He comes 
in constant contact with Hebrew Christians 
in the course of these ministrations. He 
has systematically instructed a Bible-class 
composed of Jews. In June, he writes: ‘‘I 
had conversations with a young Jew of much 
intelligence, who desired to embrace Chris- 
tianity, but wished to be immediately put 
under instruction for the Ministry. This 
impatience of delay seems to me a charac- 
teristic of the race, and this eager locking 
forward tothe Ministry is also quite common 
among the better class of inquirers.” The 
Jews of the city appear very generally to 
know the whereabouts of the chapel, and 
calls are constantly made for the purpose of 
seeking out the Missionaries. 

The Missionary Day School for Jewish 
children, under charge of Miss M. J. Ellis, 
has been removed from its old rooms to 
cheerful and convenient quarters in Emman- 
uel House. It has numbered sixty-three 
Jewish children during the year. The grade 
of studies pursued is in advance of that of 
the public schools, especially in mathematics 
and the languages. Religious Services are 
regularly held and heartily taken part in by 
the children, and systematic Christian in- 
struction is given. Three festivals were 
held during the year. At the Christmas 
festival the new Mission House was put to 
use for the first time, although the masons 
and carpenters were not yet out of it. There 
was an attendance of old scholars and of the 
Hebrew parents of the present pupils. Ad- 


dresses were made by the Rev. Dra. W. A. 
Matson, Thomas Gallaudet, and the Secre- 
tary; the children singing Christmas carols, 
and reciting passages from the Gospels, and 
from the prophecies concerning the Son of 
David. In the spring, a thorough and re- 
markably creditable examination took place 
in the presence of a committee of the Board. 
Prizes were awarded, as usual, for general 
excellence and for proficiency in Bible stud- 
ies. Miss Ellis writes: ‘‘Every year there 
seems to be an increasing tendency on the 
part of the children to disregard the Jewish 
holidays. This year I had an unusual num- 
ber in attendance—more than half. This is 
a good sign, showing that their prejudice 
and superstition are breaking down. For- 
merly, evenif children attended at that time, 
they would not touch writing material. The 
present year it seemed to make no difference, 
and they voluntarily conformed to the entire 
routine.”’ There are in the School at present 
six pupils who have embraced Christianity 
and received Baptism. Two are preparing 
for Confirmation. Those who have become 
Christians while in the schvol and have grad- 
uated, are quiet and consistent communi- 
cants of the Church. Many of the present 
pupils acknowledge our Lorp JEsus CurRist, 
and are living practically Christian lives, 
though not yet openly professed. 

The Industrial School has numbered fifty 
members, the Christian instruction being 
favorably received and leaving a distinctly 
traceable impression. 

The Sunday School was not reorganized 
until late in the fall, owing to delay in the 
completion of Emmanuel Chapel. It has 
since held regular sessions, with a member- 
ship of about twenty Jewish children. The 
contributions of the scholars were devoted, 
as usual, to the Hope School in the Jurisdic- 
tion of Bishop Hare. During the year a pho- 
tograph of that school was sent as a present 
from the West. Miss Ellis writes: ‘You 
do not know with what interest the Jewish 
children look upon this intercourse, as it 
were, with Indian children.” 

Mr. Meyer Lerman, Lay Missionary, was 
during the year licensed as a Lay-reader by 
the Bishop of New York, and has conducted 
regular week-night Services in the chapel, 
and has also aided in the Sunday Services 
and in the Jewish Sunday-school. About300 
Jews have been in attendance at the public 
Services, and some forty Jewish Christians 
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have attended from time to time. He has 
made 975 house-to-house visits in New York, 
Brooklyn, Jersey City, Newark and neigh- 
boring localities, and has also visited in the 
hospitals and public institutions of New 
York. Conversations have been held with 
Jews in the streets on 367 occasions, and 
440 tracts in German, English, Polish and 
Hebrew have been distributed, besides 
Bibles, Testaments and Prayer Books. He 
reports visits from ninety-two Jews, of whom 
twenty placed themselves definitely under 
Christian instruction. Five candidates were 
prepared for Baptism, of whom three re- 
ceived the Sacrament. Two others still 
await it. There were six candidates for Con- 
firmation. 

On the evening of April 5th, a tea-gather- 
ing took place in rooms attached to the 
chapel, at which were present a considerable 
number of the Jewish Christians, many of 
whom brought with them their friends 
not yet Christians. An evident impression 
was created among the latter by this unde- 
signed demonstration of the numbers and 
moral and social condition of the Jewish 
Christians. 

The Missionary has met only kind and cor- 
dial reception from Jews. Writing before 
the chapel was opened, he says: ‘‘I have 
had quite a number of converted Jews of all 
denominations visit me, who feel a great in- 
terest in our work, and will come to our 
Services.” In May, he writes: ‘‘The Mis- 
sion work for the past three months has been 
very encouraging; in fact it is getting better 
and better every day since we opened our 
Mission House and Chapel. Jews have at- 
tended our Services and heard the Gospel 
preached to them. Some come very regu- 
larly, both to Service and Bible-class, and 
one of the number has accepted CuHRIsT 
as the Messiah, was baptized on Raster 
Sunday, and is now under instruction for 
Confirmation.” Again: ‘‘We had another 
baptism of a Jew last Sunday evening, and 
there was a young Rabbi present witnessing 
the ceremony, who is also an inquirer. He 
is a very learned young Jew, and a fine Tal- 
mudist. Another Jew, well learned, who 
has a family, is also inquiring the way of 
salvation, and many Jews are calling every 
day. Gop is blessing the work.” 

Of the parish Clergy of New York, co-op- 
erating with the Society in work among 
Jews, one reports that several who were 


last year candidates for Baptism have tem- 
porarily removed from his locality, but he 
looks to their being brought to the Sacra- 
ment. A Jewish communicant remains 
faithful, and is bringing up her children in 
the Church. One was baptized during the 
year. ‘She has” he writes, ‘‘had much to 
endure on account of her steadfastness to 
the Christian religion.” Another Clergyman 
whose duties throw him frequently in contact 
with Jews, reports conversations with them. 
A Jew told him that the old people among the 
Jews seemed to have considerable faith, but 
that he thought that the young had very lit- 
tle, if any. He himself believed in Gop, but 
did not pray except on certain occasions. 
He confessed a liking for the preaching of 
the Christian Clergy, the rabbis usually be- 
ing cold and comfortless preachers; and he 
often attended Christian churches. This 
Clergyman writes: ‘‘I have a few in the 
Services constantly, and they are always re- 
spectful and polite, and never refuse to be 
spoken to.” 


CENTRAL PENNSYLVANIA. 

Of the co-operating Clergy, the Rector at 
S—— writes: ‘‘The Jewish population is 
quite large in this city, but I do not think 
the Jews are very strict in the observance of 
their religious duties.” He has distributed 
tracts and copies of the Scriptures, and re- 
ports an inquirer, whom he hopes to bring 
to the faith, and seven or eight children in 
attendance upon his Sunday-school. Jews 
attend the Services of the Church, especially 
at Easter and Christmas. The Rector at 
M- writes: ‘‘There are only three families 
of Jews in this vicinity. Their children at- 
tend my Sunday-school.” 


CONNECTICUT. 

For the considerable Jewish population of 
Hartford and New Haven, the Society has ap- 
pointed the Rev. J. W. Hyde, Missionary, 
under nomination of Bishop Williams, and 
he has entered upon the preliminary labor of 
opening the field. 


MARYLAND. 

In Baltimore the Society’s School for Jewish 
children, under the charge of Miss Matilda 
Bailie and an Assistant Teacher, has had 
two very serious obstacles in the way of 
its growth—the unusually efficient public 
school system, rendering private schools 
more difficult to maintain in that city than 
in many others, and Jewjsh opposition, the 
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only such opposition encountered by any of 
the Society’s schools during the year. Nev- 
ertheless, the close of the second school 
year shows progress made, if not in numbers, 
at least in the matter of hold over the chil- 
dren themselves, and the gain of an appre- 
ciable influence in the Jewish community. 
Miss Bailie narrates that a bigoted Jewess 
exclaimed on one occasion that she had 
heard of that school, and wondered how 
Jewish people could send their children to 
it, to learn prayers and become Christians. 
One of the Rabbis attacked it from the pul- 
pit, but with slight result; and cases are 
known where parents who were warned not 
to send their children to ‘‘the Missionary 
School,” have nevertheless retained them 
there. The School is known by the Jews. 
and if opposed by some, has received un- 
mistakable tokens of good-will and respect 
from others, It has steadily gained in moral 
strength. 

The pupils in the Day-school have num- 
bered twenty-five, of whom fifteen were Jews 
and ten Gentiles. Only Jews are now ad- 
mitted, asit is felt that the preliminary stage 
when a mixed school was a necessity is prac- 
tically over. Miss Bailie writes: ‘‘ Hebrews 
are so eager to learn, that to teach them is 
no trouble.” The school session is opened 
and closed with a short Service, and relig- 
ious instruction is given. While it is too 
early to look for results, evident advance 
has been made and good accomplished. 
Personal conversations concerning Christi- 
anity have been held with individual pupils, 
and constant visits made to their families— 
always with cordial reception. At Christ- 
mas and in the spring festivals were held, 
with the presence of the Jewish parents. 
At the latter festival nearly forty Jews were 
in attendance and displayed evident tokens 
of gratification and friendliness. The affec- 
tion of the children showed itself in a 
thoughtful and unlooked for manner at 
Christmas, in the presentation of some twen- 
ty gifts to the teacher—some of them valua- 
ble; and at the spring festival in several vol- 
untary offerings of flowers. It is a curious 
fact, that these tokens came entirely from 
the Jewish children. 

_A small circulating library of books, 
mostly religious, was established during the 
year, which the children greatly appreciated, 
there being no Jewish juvenile literature. 
The books were read at home. ‘‘One little 


girl tells me that her older brother asks for 
her book the moment she returns. Oth- 
ers give similar reports, and I am encour- 
aged to increase the number of books, and 
have reason to hope, from the interest shown, 
that they will be ‘little Missionaries.’ ” 
Referring to the loss of some pupils to the 
public schools, she speaks of one girl in 
particular: ‘‘She comes, when home from 
her employment in time, to help me in the 
new Industrial School. Several others do 
the same, when they can—so I do not lose 
my hold upon them, which is encouraging.” 

Three Industrial Schools have beén main- 
tained, two during the winter, and one dur- 
ing the summer vacation, numbering alto- 
gether between thirty and forty members, 
ranging in age from nine to seventeen years. 
These industrial pupils largely attend the 
public schools, but are secured for a portion 
of time each week, and given religious in- 
struction while they are at work. 


NORTHERN NEW JERSEY. 
One of the stations newly established at | 
the close of the fiscal year was that of Jer- 
sey City and Newark. *For several years 
occasional visits have: been made to these 
cities, in an unobtrusive manner, by Mr. M. 
Lerman, one of the Society’s Missionaries in 
New York. On nomination of the Bishop 
of the Diocese, the Society has now ap- 
pointed as Missionary, the Rev. F. C. Put- 
nam, who hopes to lay the foundations for a 
substantial Mission, and who will be as- 
sisted somewhat in his labors by Mr. Ler- 
man. 


WESTERN DIOCESES. 


ARKANSAS. 
From M—— the Rector writes that the 
Jews are ignored by Christians. He has 
visited them, and reports an inquirer who 
earnestly seeks the faith, but finds, at pres- 
ent, two apparent difficulties in the way of 
accepting it—difliculties common to many 
inquiring Jews: first, the doctrine of the 
Holy Trinity; and second, division among 
Christians, which he says ‘‘ is contrary to the 
fundamental doctrine of the New Testament, 
‘that they all may be one;’ Christians in 
this great particular not caring (in all ap- 
pearance), to follow out the teaching of the 
Master.” 
CALIFORNIA. 
In San Francisco, the Rev. William 8. 
Neales has labored a8 Missionary. Where

PROMOTING CHRISTIANITY AMONGST THE JEWS.

the nominally Christian population of a city 
is characterized largely, as is the case in this 
locality, by materialism and religious in- 
difference, the labor of bringing Jews to 
accept the Christian faith is, of necessity, 
greatly increased. He writes: ‘‘I am en- 
gaged in what is well known in this country 
as ‘ prospecting,’ and am gradually enlarging 
my acquaintance with those whom we seek. 
I hold conversations with Jews, and am 
acquiring information of and from them.” 
‘CA large number of tracts have been dis- 
tributed. The great need in our work is a 
room for meeting in and giving instruction 
to such as will come. Since the plan of 
having one has been talked about, several 
young Jews have expressed an interest in it, 
and have said they would attend any classes 
that might be opened. There are many 
thousand Jews in this city, of all classes, 


tures of the work have their encouragement. 
I find less hesitancy in the expression of 
their views, and more frankness in listening 
to suggestion and persuasion. None have 
been induced to confess the Saviour, though 
some have with patience and reason listened 
to His claims. ‘The most hopeful thing con- 
nected with the work here is the Mission 
School. I visit this school as often as it is 
convenient and find everything in a very 
encouraging condition. We have every 
reason to be satisfied with the result of its 
first year. It has been prosperous beyond 
our expectations.” 

The Missionary School for Jewish children 
referred to, was opened by the Society in 
Chicago, in the fall of 1882, with Miss 
Emma de la Vergne as Missionary Teacher. 
The total number of pupils during the school 
year has been forty-two; sixteen boys and

tome to be present at their religious Services, 
and to observe their different modes of wor 
ship. But a large majority seem to be en- 
tirely without serious thought of religion, 
or of the duty and blessing of religious 
worship and ordinances.” Jews have been 
present in his church, and a Jewish com- 
municant has faithfully attended. ‘‘I am 
more aud more impressed,” he writes, ‘‘ with 
the greatness and responsibility of the 
work.” 

Thicteen of the Clergy of this diocese 
co-operate in local work. The Rector at 
M—— reports a kindly reception of his 
efforts among the Jews in his parish, who 
are, however, religiously indifferent. From 
P—— the Rector reports the Jews mostly 
atheistic. He has ‘‘ distributed tracts, and 
pressed religion upon them.” One who 
manifested some interest in the Gospel, has 
lost it since marrying into an atheistic fam- 
ily. Some, however, occasionally attend 
Services at the parish church. 


ILLINOIS. 

In Chicago, the Rev. T. N. Morrison, p.p., 
has continued his labors as Missionary among 
the Jews. He has made a great number of 
visits, held many additional conversations, 
and received visits at his home from Jews. 
Tracts and portions of Scripture have been 
distributed. ‘The work among the Jews,” 
he writes, ‘‘ has been carried on in the midst 
of discouragements and obstacles. Some fea- 


It has been quite a new experience Jews and five Gentiles. 


The ages ranged 
from five to thirteen. Miss de la Vergne 
bad the help of an Assistant Teacher, and 
visits were made to the school by the Mis- 
sionary, the Rev. Dr. Morrison. 

In the Industrial School there was an at- 
tendance of sixty-two girls, fifty-two being 
Jews and ten Gentiles, the ages ranging from 
six to fourteen years. Two sessions were 
held every week, at which plain and fancy 
sewing and embroidery were taught, with 
religious Service and teaching. Twenty-one 
of the day scholars were members of the 
school. 

Of her direct contact with the families 
of the Jewish pupils, Miss de la Vergne 
writes as follows: ‘I have found all civil 
and agreeable, and filled with wonder at the 
strangeness of so much trouble being taken 
for them. I always get interested, the pa- 
rents have so much to say that is kind, and 
they are so grateful for everything I do.” 

After the Christmas vacation, ‘‘I felt a 
little anxious, not having been away from 
them so long before. I did not know but 
Monday would come and no Jews; so I 
called on three families, and the hearty 
welcome assured me they were as loyal as 
ever, mothers as well as children.” A 
Hebrew School was opened in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the Society's School, the 
latter, however, not being seriously affected. 
One boy was lost outright, and two attended 
both schools, giving half time to each—an 
indication of the degree to which the Society’s 
} 
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School had been successful in rooting itself 
in the hearts of the Jews. 

’ Miss de la Vergne suffered in the spring 
from ill-health and overwork, and resigned 
her position June 30th. On nomination of 
the Bishop of Illinois, Miss Catharine H. 
Morrison was appointed to succeed her, and 
the school has re-opened for its second year 
with a very encouraging outlook. 


IOWA. 

The number of co-operating parish Clergy 
in this diocese is ten. The Rector at O—— 
reports the removal from his parish of a 
number of Jewish children who were former 
attendants upon his Sunday-school. It is 
hoped the good seed may bear fruit in their 
future lives. A Christian Jewess, a com- 
municant of the Church, complained to him 
that she was so bitterly persecuted by her 
Jewish husband as to render painfully diffi- 
cult her attendance at the Services. She 
soon after died, and her husband procured 
that the funeral rites should be performed 
by a Rabbi. 

MICHIGAN, 

In Detroit, the Society has appointed as 
Missionary the Rev. William Charles, on 
nomination of Bishop Harris, and he has 
begun work. 

MISSOURI. 

In St. Louis, the faithful Missionary, the 
Rey. J. N. Chesnutt, B.p., reports house-to- 
house visitation, with circulation of the 
Scriptures and Christian Missionary litera- 
ture. Inquirers have, at their own desire, 
been under instruction in Christianity, and 
he has received evidence of the existence 
among the Jews of secret believers in Jesus 
Curist, thoroughly convinced in heart and 
head, but like Nichodemus, afraid to declare 
themselves openly as His disciples. Jews have 
been present in church, and Jewish children 
have been brought under Christian teaching 
in the Sunday-school. There is an increas- 
ing friendliness manifested by the Jews, and 
increased evidence that an influence is being 
exerted over them. He writes: ‘‘I wish I 
could write up all I would like to tell you 
of my experience in visiting. In conversa- 
tion with an exceedingly well-informed 
Israelite, I asked him the reason of all the 
sacrifices of sheep and oxen under the elder 
dispensation. He said there were many 
things in the Bible which he could not ex- 
plain. ‘But,’ I replied, ‘everything which 
Gop commanded was for a purpose. The 


shedding of blood was a type of the remis- 
sion of sins by the blood of the Messiah. 
If that had not been the intention, there 
would have been no meaning in it.’ Ue 
seemed very much surprised, and on my 
invitation to visit me at my house, he 
took my number and promised to come. In 
explaining the types of the Old Testament, I 
showed, sometimes, how Joseph was a type 
of the Curist that should come, and that 
the brethren in their want went to him. In 
like manner, all have to go to Curis to be 
satisfied with the bread that perisheth not. 
Trinity Sunday night I preached, of course, 
on the theme of the day. There was pres- 
ent, I was pleased to see, a Hebrew, who 
listened with rapt attention. He leaned for- 
ward and seemed to drink in every word, 
especially when I dwelt upon the blessedness 
of the Incarnation of the Messiah. I spoke 
to him afterward, and invited him to wor- 
ship the Gop of his fathers with us, and he 
promised to do so. I find that the Jews 
are eager to listen to the Old Testament, and 
I can speak, full well, the Gospel to them out 
of it. It seems to daze them—such fulness 
of meaning unknown previously to them. 
They seem lost in wonder when I show that 
CurisT is the same in the Old Testament 
and the New, ‘yesterday, to-day and forever.’ 
I was quite gratified in finding by actual 
count so many Hebrew Christians in this 
city. I know of about fifty families.” 

The Society has secured a large and sub- 
stantial stone edifice, well located in the 
Jewish quarter of St. Louis, for use as a 
Mission House. Miss AnnaM. Finklestein, 
a lady of Russian noble family, born in Je- 
rusalem, who has had experience in Mission- 
ary school-work for Jews in the sacred city, 
has, on nomination of Bishop Robertson, 
been appointed Missionary Teacher, and is 
on the point of establishing a School for 
Jewish children. 

OHIO. 

In Cleveland, the Rev. J. W. C. Duerr 
has continued his Missionary work, visiting 
and holding religious conversations with 
Jews on some five hundred occasions, He 
writes: ‘‘This does not mean that I reached 
so many different families, or persons. Fre- 
quently I go to the same house again and 
again, until I can see whether there is any 
hope or not. Except in one case, I have 
always been kindly received. Some have 
modified and changed their opinions about 
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Christianity. I amdoing good, though the 
results are far from satisfactory to myself. 
It is the hard work of preparing the way 
for Him, who is not expected any more, not 
believed in, but gainsaid and despised. Man 
generally looks for results; but who takes 
into consideration the long, weary, crooked 
and steep road an influence has to travel 
before it reaches a result?” ‘‘ There are 
many here who have almost broken 
with Judaism, because they cannot find 
any religion in it, and the little faith they 
had in it was entirely undermined by their 
own Rabbis. Mr. R— shows his good-will 
and appreciation of my visits in many little 
kindnesses. He brought. me some Pasch 
bread and invited me to their feast. He 
loves to speak with me on religion. It is 
never hard to enter into religious conversa- 
tion with him; he knows I am coming for 
that purpose alone, Would you could see 
us, with our Bibles before us—he the He- 
brew, and I the German—and hear the 
earnest words of explanation and application. 
On a late occasion, as I had finished and 
was ready to leave, old Mr. S—, who never 
failed to come, entered the room. I asked 
him kindly how he was; to which he an- 
swered, ‘O, I am not well at all.’ I an- 
swered, ‘ Our souls’ sickness is. much more 
dangerous than our bodies’. Let us go to Him 
who said in His Holy Word: ‘Iam the Lorp, 
thy Physician,” that He may make us well in 
body and soul for heaven, where is no more 
pain, sickness or death.’ The loud and 
hearty, ‘Amen, Amen,’ from the lips of 
all sent a thrill of joy into my heart. On 
Maundy Thursday, Mr. R— called to notify 
me of the death of old Mr. § -, in his eighty- 
second year. For, two years he came regu- 
larly to Mr. R—’s when I spoke to them about 
the Messiah. Only a few days before his 
death I met him for the last time at our 
semi-monthly meeting at that house. He 
was always very attentive, but never said 
much. Of the impressions he received from 
our conversations I cannot report, on ac- 
count of his habitual silence ; but a friend 
of his remarked, ‘He received more com- 
fort from your talks than from the sermons 
of our Rabbi.’ His wife told me, ‘He 
loved to listen to you very much, and was 
sorry when he missed you on any occasion.’ 
They sent me a special invitation to the 
funeral, and to ride with the family to the 
graveyard,” 


He called on a leading Rabbi, and talked 
with him of the Scriptures, finding him a 
thorough rationalist. ‘‘ When I asked him, 
‘But, Doctor, what are you doing with 
such passages as Gen, xlix., 10, etc.? he 
said no one was able to solve that difficulty. 
Of course he does not take it to be Messi- 
anic. It may seem time spent uselessly to go 
to such teachers of religion, but I have to 
hear so often the remark: ‘You must go to 
our Rabbi; he can explain that ever so much 
better than we can; he can answer all your 
questions,’ etc., that I am bound to go, at 
least sometimes, and tell the people, ‘I have 
seen him, but he does not expound the 
Scriptures as the old Rabbis did, much 
less as did the Apostles and Jesus. I read 
here, in your own Bible, of the birth, life, 
sufferings and resurrection of the Messiah, 
but your Rabbi does not believe it. Is your 
Bible right, or the Rabbi?’ 

‘¢My friend J— lost his gentle and bright 
wife quite unexpectedly. I assured him of 
my sympathy, and pointed him to the holy 
source of true comfort for the darkest hours 
of human life. With deep sighs he confessed 
he wished he could believe in a hereafter of 
joy and bliss. He could not; all wasa blank 
to him. How closely related reformed Ju- 
daism is with modern agnosticism could 
here plainly be seen, His father-in-law, an 
orthodox Jew, gladly and thankfully ac- 
cepted not only my condolence, but also the 
comfort of the Holy Scriptures. The Israel- 
ites remembering during July the destruction 
of Jerusalem, I conversed with most of 
those I met on that sad event of their na- 
tional history. Mr. R— is always ready to 
enter intelligently into a conversation of this 
kind. It pleased him greatly to hear that 
a friend of mine saw some Jews of Jerusa- 
lem at the old foundation of the Temple on 
that day, weeping over the destruction of 
the holy city. We spoke of Ezekiel’s proph- 
ecy of the new Temple, and I read to him 
St. John’s beautiful description of the new 
Jerusalem, showing him that the essence 
and types of our Christian faith are 
rooted in the Old Testament, and that I 
could not understand it at all how an honest 
Israelite should not necessarily be led to be- 
lieve in Curist.” On another occasion, the 
Missionary was talking with several Jewish 
ladies, when one remarked she _ had 
heard in asermon that the Jews killed Jusus. 
She took it asa personal attack, and felt very 
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badly about it. Fortunately the others were 
not so sensitive, and said it was only an 
historical fact, ‘‘ but the descendants of our 
ancestors cannot be held responsible for it. 
Nevertheless if Jmsus died for the sins of the 
world, it is our fault as well as theirs.” 

In the spring, being in impaired health, the 
Missionary was granted a three months’ 
leave of absence, for the purpose of visiting 
Carlsbad, Germany. On the eve of depart- 
ure many Jews bade him an affectionate 
good-by, with earnest wishes for his re- 
covery. A Jewish lady spoke of the dangers 
of the deep. ‘‘I referred her,” he says, ‘‘to 
many promises of protection made by our 
Heavenly Father to His children, and spoke 
of prayers like ‘Father, into Thy hands I 
commend my spirit.’ She said, ‘I pray 
this every night.’ I asked her whether 
she knew that Curist spoke these words 
mponteeGhie Cross. She did.7?— *< On 
our voyage out,” he writes, ‘‘I had 
the pleasure to make the acquaintance 
of Professor S—, of Dresden, a proselyte 
from Judaism. I-was very anxious to learn 
from him how he was converted. He told me 
the chief instrumentality was the reading of 
the Holy Scriptures, and the sermons of a 
‘Reformed’ minister of that city. In Ger- 
many I visited one of the oldest and best 
known Missionaries to the Jews, and asked 
him many and hard questions about the pres- 
ent condition of their religion, their readi- 
ness to hear the Gospel, the best method of 
presenting it to them, etc. His long expe- 
rience is very much the same as ours here, 
and his modus operandi also. His description 
of Judaism in Germany at the present day 
was very sad ; its spirit is all gone and the 
mere shell left. I am speaking of the Rev. 
Mr. Flad, formerly of Abyssinia, and for 
several years a prisoner of King Theodore.” 

SPRINGFIELD. 

The Rector writes: ‘‘Bellville has a popu- 
lation of 15,000, of whom 12,000 are in- 
fidels of the most pronounced type. Among 
these atheists are found the Jews, or those 
who once were Jews. The Church’s work 
here, however, is very encouraging, and in 
time we hope to get some of the Jews. The 
Jews have publicly expressed a preference for 
the Church over the other religious bodies.” 
He reports a kindly reception of effort, 
with, after three months, an apparently 
good influence. Eight Jewish children are 
under Christian training in Sunday-school, 


and a Jewish family is inquiring for the 
faith, 
WESTERN MICHIGAN. 

The Rev. Mr. H— has a circuit embracing 
two and a half counties, with no church edi- 
fice at any point. At M—— and at #—— 
there are Jews; in the latter city they are 
friendly to Christianity. Jews occasion- 
ally attend his Services, and he seeks them 
out at their homes, talking with them on re- 
ligion, and circulating Bibles, Prayer Books, 
and the Society’s publications, Several ser- 
mons have been delivered suitable for them. 
Some that he has met are infidel; others 
devout. He reports a number of inquirers. 
‘‘In making appointment for Services,” he 
writes, ‘‘the only one yet in my whole 
charge, ready to open his heart to grant me 
the free use of his hall, wasa Jew. May the 
Lorp bless him,” 


WISCONSIN. 

In Milwaukee, a Mission is about to be 
be begun under the Rev. E. W. Spalding, 
D.D., recently appointed to the work by 
the nomination of the Bishop of the diocese. 
He writes concerning the field: ‘‘There are 
a good many Jews here. They are identi- 
fied with the associated charities and other 
humanitarian schemes, and are quite satisfied 
with the current morality. Milwaukee is 
called the ‘Infidel City’ of the West, and 
skepticism and indisposition to be troubled 
or even approached on religious subjects 
have impaired whatever of traditional piety 
has immigrated here. Another feature of 
the city is that many of the foreigners here 
have not learned, or do not seem inclined to 
learn, our language, but remain quite shut 
up by themselves. There are localities quite 
occupied by Germans and Polacks; so much 
so as to be called ‘Germany’ and ‘ Poland,’ 
and there you will hardly hear an English 
word.” These local peculiarities necessarily 
complicate the problems to be met and solved. 


SOUTHERN DIOCESES. 


GEORGIA. 
Of co-operating parochial Clergy, one at 
S—— reports attendance of Jews at his 


church, and Jewish children in very good 
standing in his Sunday-school. One Bap- 
tism has taken place, and several other can- 
didates have been in preparation for that Sac- 
rament. There are several Jewish Chris- 
tians, and evidence exists, that there are also 
secret believers in Christianity. The prog- 
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ress made is regarded by him as encourag- 
ing. The Rector at A—— writes in a less 
satisfactory tone: ‘‘I find the Jews in this 
city, both individually and as a class, inac- 
cessible. They are fully set in their 
ways. They admit of no approach on the 
subject of Christianity.. They are all draw- 
ing the cords more tightly around them- 
selves by building a new synagogue.”’ 
From M—— the Rector writes: ‘I have 
frequent conversations with them. I also 
meet them in a business way. They are cor- 
dial toward me personally, and have respect 
for my office and opinions, They are gen- 
erally, I think, indifferent to religious sub- 
jects, and Christian people, as a rule, set 
them poor examples. We have about 400. 
Occasionally I see one cr two at Service. I 
have preached several sermons wholly suita- 
ble forthem. Our people treat them courte- 
ously, and there is pleasant social intercourse. 
I hope to come into closer relations and im- 
press them with the idea that the Church 
is the Abrahamic covenant continued, with 
more abundant grace.” From B une 
Rector reports visitation and tract distri- 
bution. There are four Jewish Christians 
in his parish. 


KENTUCKY, 

The Rev. Dr. J. T. Helm, the Society’s 
Missionary in Lowisville, has distributed 
Bibles, Prayer Books and tracts, and con- 
versed with the Jews on all available oc- 
casions. He has preached to them, and 
reports attendance at his Services, several 
inquirers who have been under instruction, 
a Jewish Christian, and evidence of the ex- 
istence here, as at other Mission stations, of 
secret believers in Curist. ‘‘ There are,” he 
writes, ‘‘three synagogues, and each one 
conducts a Sunday-school and insists upon 
attendance.” Referring to the varying ex- 
periences of his work,he says: ‘‘I have 
offered Bibles and have had them refused, 
even angrily. But still I am endeavoring 
to pursue a mild course, so as not to arouse 
their opposition, At my week-day Services 
one has attended whose interest I am 
very anxious to enlist. Iam led to hope 
I am succeeding, though they are all very 
reticent, even when I believe an impres- 
sion is being made. May Gop help us 
by a more abundant outpouring of 
His Spirit, that this work may be done 
speedily.” ‘I have had some encouraging 
conversations with young men. They tell 


me they are open to conviction, but I am 
satisfied it does not do to be too persistent, 
but give them time, after one or two talks, 
to think. Ialso find it better not to excite 
a controversial spirit in them. Argument 
sets them at once on the defensive, and 
seems to irritate. Among a people like the 
Jews we have here, with their ignorance 
combined with inveterate prejudice, argu- 
ment has a bad effect. My plan is to work 
as much as possible upon the affections, 
gain their esteem if possible; and where 
once an inroad is made the work will become 
more sure and easy. I visit regularly an in- 
teresting family I have known for some 
time; six children, nearly all grown. Iam 
perfectly at home withthem. They know I 
would have them to become Christians. I be- 
lieve some of them will, though I cannot 
enter them as at all certain.” ‘‘I met on 
one occasion a Jew whose home was in 
Chicago. He said he was himself an infidel, 
but as his wife had some inclination to re- 
ligion, he would take a tract to her if I 
would give him one, which I was glad to 
do. One Jew, an ex-Rabbi, in conversation 
told me he believed that ‘Jzsus CHRIST was 
an inspired man.’”  ‘‘Two young Jews 
voluntarily promised to come to my Services, 
butthe family prevented. Family influence 
I find, the greatest obstacle in the way of 
the young. [I have one young lady now, 
that I have no doubt would receive Baptism 
were it not for the bitter opposition she well 
knows would be aroused by its mere intima- 
tion on her part. She attended, and even 
brought her mother, to the laying of the 
corner-stone of my new church, and ex- 
pressed an interest, but guarded, which was 
decidedly favorable, in my opinion. The 
other day I had an interview with her, and 
I believe her a Christian at heart.” Dr. 
Helm begs for a Missionary school in Louis- 
ville, and the Society only awaits the means 
to establish one there. 
LOUISIANA. 

The Rev. I. N. Marks, Jr., Missionary in 
New Orleans, resigned during the year, and 
the post has not yet been filled. 

In the autumn of 1882, the Society estab- 
lished a School for Jewixh Uhildren in this city, 
under Mrs. Eva L. Rodenberg, as Mission- 
ary Teacher. For the first, and always most 
difficult year in a new school, there were 
twenty-eight scholars, of’ whom but seven 
were Jews. Yet one gf these seven Jewish 
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children was received into the. Church by 
Baptism. Mrs. Rodenberg labored earnestly 
during the summer, and reports the new 
school year opened with forty-four children, 
twenty-five being Jews, with a prospect of 
the membership soon becoming entirely 
Jewish. Religious instruction has been 
freely given, with good results, and the 
pupils have shown attachment for the school. 
An Industrial School has been established, 
with a membership of fourteen, partly 
Jewish. 

At A there are about 500 Jews. The 
Rector has a Jewish communicant in the 
parish. He writes: ‘‘ My relations with the 
Jews continue as heretofore. As a congre- 
gation they have been more consolidated the 
last year, on account of having a Rabbi of 
intelligence and piety among them. Jews 
frequently attend our Services—the Rabbi 
and others. I can only report, that I hope 
that I may have done some good among 
them. I believe that sectarianism must be 
chargeable with this sin also—of darkening 
the light from the Jews. Their aspiration 
seems now to be ‘one of the American sects,’ 
and they feel that ‘their church,’ is good 
enough for them. They see no more reason 
for the conversion of the Jewish sect to 
‘Episcopalianism,’ than that of the Uni- 
tarian sect, or the Methodist sect, or 
the Mormon sect. Christianity is not 
what it ought to be, to be effective in the 
conversion of the heathen world, much less 
of the Jewish worshippers of the true Gop. 
But we must be practical, and try to accom- 
plish what we can, as we can.” 

At the town of D——, with a Jewish pop- 
ulation of about 100, the Rector writes: ‘‘ The 
Jewish Rabbi here is an intelligent young 
Englishman. He has requested me to get 
him a New Testament and Prayer Book in 
Hebrew. He is frank in expressing his 
views and will discuss Christianity with me. 
Ihave given him tracts to read, and am at 
present assisting him in his studies.” 


MISSISSIPPI. 

The Rector at A reports: ‘‘ There are 
about eight or nine Jewish families here. 
They have no synagogue. They attend 
church.” 


NORTH CAROLINA. 
The Rev. Mr. S— writes: ‘‘I have been 
well received by them everywhere, and the 


tracts which I have distributed among them| 


have been cordially received. A few of 
them occasionally attend the Services of my 
church, but I fear that the majority care very 
little about religion of any kind. They have 
no place of worship of their own in either 
of the little towns in this county.” The 
Rector at N—— writes: ‘‘There are about 
150 Jews in the town. I have approached 
only one family, the most influential in the 
place, who are people in good standing. One 
male member attends the Services quite 
regularly. This family have kindly and 
gladly received my interest in them, and 
after reading what I have given them, have 
asked for instruction books for their chil- 
dren upon the Holy Scripture. They are 
sincere believers in supernatural religion, 
and I believe are susceptible of conversion to 
Christianity. I hope to be able to do more 
and report more definitely in the future.” 
The Rector at 8 reports 100 Jews in the 
village, out of a total population of 2,250. 
Jews attend his parish church. The Rector 
at 8. LV- reports inquirers and occasional 
attendance of Jews at his Services. He has 
preached to them on repeated occasions, and 
visited, distributing Bibles, Prayer Books, 
and the Society’s publications. As to op- 
position, he writes, there is ‘‘none to the 
Church. They like it, and are clever to me. 
They like our Service, because we read so 
much from the Old Scriptures, have good 
music, and chant. They endorse infant 
membership and Confirmation.” 


SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Eleven of the Clergy co-operate with the 
Society. In the parishes of almost all, Jews 
attend the Services. From Charleston one 
of the Clergy writes; ‘‘I have distributed 
tracts among the Jews. Their reply was, 
when I asked how they liked them, ‘ Very 
much.’” On a late occasion, a Jew begged 
him for a Bible. ‘* On Sunday I took him 
one. He thanked me much, and promised 
me to read it. I hope he will perform his 
promise, and that Gop will open his eyes, 
that he may feel Curist to be his Saviour.” 


TENNESSEE. 
Seven of the Clergy are at work locally 
among the Jews, with tract distribution. 


VIRGINIA. 

Sixteen parish Clergymen co-operate. The 
Rector at B reports attendance at 
worship. At # there is but one Jew, 
and he a Christian. At C. Depot the Rec- 
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tor reports Jewish attendance at his Services, 
and five Jewish children in his Sunday- 
school. ‘‘ One of the little Jews,” he writes, 
‘Cwas in a class when a question was asked 
about Curist, and he was the only one who 
could answer it.” 

WEST VIRGINIA. 

The Rector at ¢#——-— reports a city pop- 
ulation of 7,000, ‘with the presence of a 
number of Jews. The latter are well treated 
by Churchmen, but the main difficulty in 
work among them arises from the hostility 
of the sects. The Jews are in a marked de- 
gree favorable to the Church and its Services. 
He has visited among them, and _ been 
pleasantly received in every instance. Jew- 
ish children have been under instruction in 
his Sunday-school. ‘‘A Jew,” he writes, 
‘‘just arrived in the city, who could neither 
speak nor understand a word of English, 
attended Morning Prayer, and said there 
was much in the Service, which he compre- 
hended, and which enabled him to worship.” 


MISSIONARY JURISDICTIONS. 


NORTHERN TFXAS. 

The Rector at W- has continued his 
labors. The Rev. John Davis has removed 
from Denison where he had worked among 
the Jews. He reports of their condition 
there, that among religious bodies they gave 
the Church the decided preference, and that 
there was ‘‘the best of feeling and sympa- 
thy.” 


OREGON. 

At Portland, the Rev. John Rosenberg 
has continued his labors, visiting, with cir- 
culation of the Society’s publications. There 
are 1,800 Jews in the city, with a consider- 
able mercantile influence. He reports two 
Jewish Christians, and the existence of 
secret believers in CuRIst. 


WESTERN TEXAS. 

The Rector at Hl Paso reports frequent 
conversations with Jews, with calls made by 
them at his house. There are Jewish chil- 
dren in his Sunday-school, and one of them 
he has reason to believe is a Christian, 
though hesitating to make profession as yet. 
Jews are not infrequently to be seen at the 
parish church, joining voluntarily in the 
Christian worship.

ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


An Act to incorporate the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of the United States of America. Passed 
May 13, 1846, by a two-thirds vote. Amended April 12, 1867, and 
May 8, 1880. 

THE people of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly 
do enact as follows : 

Section 1. Ali such persons as now are or may hereafter become members of 
the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, originally instituted in the year 
eighteen hundred and twenty, and fully organized by the General Convention 
of the said Church, in the year eighteen hundred and thirty-five, shall be and 
are hereby constituted a body corporate, for the purpose of conducting general 
Missionary operations in all lands, by the name aforesaid. Nothing herein 
shall affect the power of the said Convention to make such rules and regula- 
tions or so to alter or amend the Constitution of the said Society, as the said 
Convention shall deem necessary or proper to promote the purpose for which 
the said Society is incorporated as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. For the object designated in the first section of the Act generally, or 
for any purpose connected with such object, the said Corporation shall have 
power, from time to time, to purchase, take by gift, grant, devise, or bequest 
and hold real and personal estate, and to sell, lease and otherwise dispose of 
the same, provided the aggregate clear annual income of such real estate, at any 
one time held shall not exceed the sum of thirty thousand dollars. The Cor- 
poration hereby created is declared subject to the provisions of Chapter Three 
hundred and sixty of the laws of one thousand eight hundred and sixty entitled 
“An Act relating to Wills.” 

Src. 3. The said Society shall, in its usual annual printed Report, state the 
amount of its real and personal estate, and the income arising therefrom: a copy 
of which Report shall be deposited in the State Library. 

Sxo. 4. This Corporation shall possess the general powers and be subject to 
the provisions contained in Title Third of Chapter Eighteen of the first part of 
the Revised Statutes so far as the same are applicable and have not been 
repealed. 

Sxc. 5. This Act shall take effect immediately and the Legislature may at 
any time alter, modify or repeal the same.

MISSIONARY CANON OF THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 


Gitle III.—CANON o9. 


Or THE CONSTITUTION OF THE DoMESTIC AND FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
OF THE PROTESTANT EpiscopaL CHURCH IN THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA. 


Srction I. The Constitution of the said Society, which was incorporated 
by an Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, is yet amended and 
established so as to read as follows : 


Constitution of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, as established 
in 1820 and since amended at varrous times : 


ARTICLE I. 
This Institution shall be denominated The Domestic and Foreign Missionary 
Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America. 


ARTICLE II. 

This Society shall be considered as comprehending all persons who are 
members of this Church. 

ARTICLE III. 

There shall be a Board of Missions of such Society, composed of the Bishops 
of this Church, and the members for the time being of the House of Deputies 
ot the General Convention, the Delegates from the Missionary Jurisdictions to 
the said House of Deputies and the members of the Board of Managers as 
hereinafter described. The Board of Missions thus constituted shall convene 
on the third day of the session of the General Convention, and shall sit from 
time to time as the business of the Board shall demand. 


ARTICLE IV. 

There shall be a Board of Managers, comprising all the Bishops, the Treas- 
urer or Treasurers appointed by the Board of Missions or by the Board of 
Managers, and fifteen Presbyters and fifteen Laymen, to be appointed by the 
Board of Missions at every triennial meeting of the General Convention, who 
shall have the management of the General Missions of this Church, and shall 
remain in office until their successors are chosen, and shall have power to fill 
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any vacancies that may occur in their number. Eight Clerical members and 
eight Lay members shall constitute a quorum. But whenever demanded by 
three members, a majority of the Bishops present and a majority of the Cleri- 
cal members present and a majority of the Lay members present shall be 
necessary to any act of the Board. This Board of Managers shall, when the 
Board of Missions is not in session, exercise all the corporate powers of the 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society. The Board of Managers shall 
report to the Board of Missions, on or before the third day of the session of 
the General Convention. But nothing herein contained shall affect the rights 
of any surviving life members of the Board of Missions. 


ARTICLE V. 

The Board of Managers is authorized to form, from its own members, a 
Committee for Domestic Missions and a Committee for Foreign Missions, and 
such other Committees as it may deem desirable to promote special Missionary 
work, and is also authorized to appoint such officers as shall be needful for 
carrying on the work. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The Board of Managers is intrusted with power to establish and regulate 
such Missions as are not placed under Episcopal supervision, and to enact 
all By-Laws which it may deem necessary for its own government and for the 
government of its Committees: Provided, always, that, in relation to organ- 
ized Dioceses and Missionary Jurisdictions having Bishops, the appropriations 
shall be made in gross to such Dioceses and Missionary Jurisdictions, to be 
disbursed by the local authorities thereof. The Board shall notify to the 
several Bishops the gross sums so appropriated; and those Bishops shall 
regulate the number of Mission Stations, appoint the Missionaries, and assign 
to them their stipends, with the approval of the Board of Managers. 


2 ARTICLE VII. 

No person shall be appointed a Missionary who is not at the time a Minister 
in regular standing of the Protestant Episcopal Church or of some Church in 
communion with this Church ; but nothing in this section shall preclude the 
Board of Managers from employing Laymen or women, members of this Church 
or of some Church in communion with the same, to do Missionary work. 


ARTICLE VIII. 

The Board of Managers shall have power to appoint Local Agents to repre- 
sent the Society in different parts of the country, and is authorized to promote 
the formation of Auxiliary Missionary Associations, whose contributions, as 
well as those specially appropriated by individuals, shall be received and paid 
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in accordance with the wish of the donors when expressed in writing. It shall 


be the duty of the Board of Managers to arrange for public Missionary meet- 
ings, to be held at the same time and place as the General Convention, and at 
such other times and places as may be determined upon, to which all Auxil- 
iaries approved by the Board of Managers may send one Clerical and one Lay 


Delegate. 


ARTICLE IX. 


This Constitution may be altered or amended at any time by the General 


Convention of this Church. 


Src. II. All Canons, and all action by or under the authority of the General 
Convention, so far as inconsistent with the provisions of this Canon and of such 
amended Constitution, are hereby repealed: Provided, however, that nothing 
herein shall in any manner impair or affect any corporate rights of the said 
Society, or any vested right whatever. 


Sec. III. This Canon shall take effect immediately.*
